The Charm of the North Shore 


By HELENE SHERMAN 


FRoM woodsy, windswept Nahant to the northeastern 

tip of Cape Ann is the most varied and most beauti- 
ful bit of coast on the footstool. The North Shore of 
Massachusetts Bay is far-famed for its wonderful com- 
mingling of ocean, woods and country, which give it an 
irresistible appeal all its own. The whole world has 
heard of the charm of this shore, has come to see and 
has stayed to worship. 

. Undoubtedly the scenery is the foremost of the 
North Shore’s attraction, and this was the inspiration, 
not so many years ago, for the pioneer summer resorts, 
which sprang up and grew with amazing swiftness. 
Almost over night, scrubby truck farms, which had 
doled out meager livings to their hardworking owners, 
became summer homes of great beauty and value. Land 
which sold at Manchester, Beverly Farms or Swamp- 
scott for three dollars an acre, is now worth that 
amount a foot. Yes, it was without doubt the scenery 
which lured the Westerner and the Southerner, east 
and north, and the New Yorker and the. Bostonian 
from their well-beloved homes. They were one in their 
appreciation of and admiration for a new playground, 
where the rest and peace of the woods could be ex- 
changed at will for the ever-impressive surf-bound 
rocks, and they in turn for the inviting white beaches 
or for superb drives along sheltered roads. 

The great Atlantic, which pounded at their very 
doors, was then, as now, the most appealing of the won- 
ders of the Shore. There is something about the sea, 
its bigness, its grandeur, that enters every heart, com- 
pelling worship, if not understanding. This is because 
we can never smile at the sea, never pity it. We smile 
at the meadow brook playing at life, we look with pity 
upon the gnarled, twisted limbs of some _half-dead, 
remorseful old tree, but—the ocean, never! We fear it 
or glory in it, according to our natures, when the wind 
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lashing it into fury, drives it against the cold, unpity- 
ing stones; we hate it for its menacing, leaden sullen- 
ness when the storm approaches; we rejoice in it when 
the morning sun sets it agleam with a million points of 
light, calling to us; we love it when the evening sun 
turns the great white combers. pink and makes the sea a 
miracle of tender beauty ;.but smile at it or pity it? 
Impossible! That is the secret of the sea, which ‘philos- 
ophers and poéts have sought adown the ages. 

The ocean. and its beaches furnish North Shore 
sojourners with one of the foremost sports of this 
section: surf bathing. The water along the Shore is 
recreative. and health giving, with the temperature 
seldom above 70. degrees, and there are no finer beaches 
anywhere along the Atlantic seaboard, and few as 
good as those at Swampscott, Marblehead, Manchester, 
Magnolia or Gloucester. The bathing hour at nearly 
all of these is a scene of life and color, which is not sur- 
passed at Newport and hardly so at the famous 
Biarritz. There are other sports which play an im- 
portant part in the gaiety of the North Shore, such as 
sailing at Eastern Point, Marblehead and Swampscott, 
polo at Myopia, river-boating at Ipswich, golf and 
tennis at Manchester, and so on until it seems that each 
colony has its sports, brought together and inter- 
mingled by motoring, ‘‘ which sets the miles at naught.’ 

Last, but not least, of the attractions of. this 
pleasant section is the gathering of so many delightful 
people, who flock from all parts of the globe to the 
hotels and cottages along the Shore from June . to 
October. Much has been said and much remains to be 
said about the delightfully cosmopolitan character of 
these colonies, and surely no season has ever brought 
more interesting people to these resorts than the 
present one, when there are so many reasons to seek 
these shores. Young college men and debutantes from 
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THE MANCHESTER SHORE, AS VIEWED FROM COOLIDGE’S POINT, 
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New York, Washington, St. Louis, Detroit and Boston 
“motor, swim, dance and ride in happy, healthy, sun- 
burned freedom; artists sketch and paint in an abandon 
of work, happy in the midst of so much material; great 
magnates bring the busy world with them to their pic- 
turesque homes, where they plan more astonishing 
coups in the fields of finance, while the rest of the 
family forget Pittsburg or Baltimore or New York in 
the fresh, new joys of the seashore; diplomats anv 
- ambassadors find peace in the mingled quiet and gaiety 
-of such places as Beverly, Manchester or Magnolia; 
writers find characters and settings for their work in 
the unhackneyed scenes along the Shore; on the beach 
at Magnolia a Turk at sunset performs his evening 
worship, while not far away a professor and his gently- 
bred family picnic in the quiet of the early evening. 

Volumes could be written and yet, perforce, omit 
some of the charms of the North Shore, yet even in this 
short article we must take a peep at a few of these 
pretty villages, which are replete with legend and 
beauty. Just above Boston is Nahant, always a spot 
desired by men. It comprises two delightful promon- 
tories—Great and Little Nahant—joined to the main- 
land and to each other’ by pretty beaches. Impressive 
and of rare interest are the great rocks at Nahant, and 
the tourist never passes by Pulpit Rock, Eagle Rock, 
Spouting Horn and Swallows’ Cave. 

Marblehead was a pioneer colony town in the old 
settlement days, as well as one of the pioneer summer 
resorts in the later period. How many hearts have 
gone out to queer, fascinating old Marblehead! Some- 


how, the skies seem a little bluer and the sun alittle - 


brighter above the harbor at Marblehead than any- 
where else along the Shore. The bay is one of the finest 
in the country, as is evidenced by the location there of 
the Corinthian and Eastern Yacht clubs. The yacht 
races at Marblehead are a delight to the sportsman and 
to the beauty lover alike, and are always foremost in 
the social events during the season. Five minutes’ walk

from these most modern of clubs and from the newest 
and gayest of summer hotels, and one is hopelessly lost 
in a labyrinth of tangled streets. It is said that in the 
old days, when Marblehead was the home of prosperous 
fisherfolk, each man built his house where he pleased; 
when he came back from a successful trip he added to it 
as he wished and made a whole village of Janus-like 
houses, to which the streets have accommodated them- 
selves. There is about the village, where it has not 
become submerged in the summer resort, an air of 
Yankee sturdiness, whimsical, but lovable to a degree. 

Beverly is of quite a different character, but 
equally charming in its way. Its landscape gardening, 
its architecture and its natural beauties have won for it 
the name of the Garden City. There are some very 
pretty streets here, and of them none more delightful 
and refreshing than those avenues leading from the 
town to the water. They present a harmonious vista of 
straight roads, lined with beautiful old trees, framing 
the ocean beyond. They seem to have no ending, but to 
drop- abruptly into the sea. Parts of Beverly, Beverly 
Cove, Pride’s Crossing and Beverly Farms are among 
the most famous summer colonies in the country. 
Tucked away on the hillsides, or bravely facing the 
broad Atlantic are lovely homes; and the beautiful 
estates at Pride’s Crossing have won for it the title of 
the ‘“‘show place of the North Shore.’’ The home of 
Henry Clay Frick at Pride’s Crossing is one of the most 
beautiful country estates in the world. 

Manchester, more lately called Manchester-by-the- 
Sea, hid her charms for years from the beauty seeking 
world, but once discovered, she was never to know 
retirement again. If the beautiful old town had no 
other attraction than the incomparable Singing Beach, 
which is so called because its sands give out a peculiar, 
singing noise when they are disturbed by people pass- 
ing over their surface or by the waves, it would still 
draw its faithful lovers to its shores. The beach is a 
clean, white, sandy stretch about a mile in length and

about fifty yards in width; at either end are rocky 
leadlands, and tke superb view includes a number of 
grotesque little islands near the shore. Besides the 
beach, however, Manchester has beautiful hills and 
picturesque drives through the woods and along the 
shore, which are unsurpassed anywhere, and it is, too, 
the Lome of the far-famed Essex County elub. 

The town of Manchester owns another splendid 
beach, that at Magnoha, which, during the season, is a 
rendezvous for wealth and fashion. Magnolia is a tiny 
scrap of a village, but when summer comes, its popula- 
tion is increased many times. Nature has been kind to 
Magnolia, granting to her a surpassing beauty, so 
varied in its character as to be unequalled at any other 
place so tiny. The beach, the rocks, from which a won- 
derful ocean view may be obtained, the little farms and 
the wooded hills insure for Magnolia an enduring 
attractiveness, which the changes of time can never 
affect. Magnolia has been called the village cf hotels, a 
fitting title, for, as the years have taken to people of 
otker sections and of other countries, reports of her 
wonders, an increasing number of tourists and visitors 
have demanded an opportunity to spend some time 
here. To come once is to come again, and so it goes— 
more and more of her lovers drawn to Magnolia each 
year. The Oceanside hotel and its score of cottages 
attract some of the best known people of the country 
during June, July and August. 

Two species of flowers have helped to place Mag- 
nolia above the other North Shore towns—the moun- 
tain laurel by its profusion, the magnolia by its rarity, 
and both hy their beauty. To the initiated, the hillsides 
in laurel time, glowing with masses of the pink 
blossoms, are a source of never ending delight. The 
magnolias come later in the season, but few, save bare- 
foot urchins, seem to know much about the hiding 
places of these rarely beautiful flowers. It is, however, 
worth more than half a day’s tramp through damp 
valleys to find the ivory-tinted blossoms growing 
among their glossy green leaves on trees, sometimes as 
high as ten feet. The heavy, sensuous perfume of the 
magnolia is a thing to bring back those dear, forgotten 
dreams of love and youth. 

Beyond Magnolia is the beginning of Cape Ann

and the end of the North Shore. Cape Ann, renowned 
in song and story, includes quaint, old Gloucester, 
formerly called The Harbor; Rockport, with its idle 
wharves now dozing in the sunlight; pleasant Bass 
Rocks with its pretty cottages and magnificent water 
view; that artists’ haven, Eastern Point, and. on the 
northerly side of the Cape, the picturesque locality 
known as Annisquam. 

Here we must leave the Shore, although the tale of 
its charm is but half told, after a glance at Gloucester 
Harbor, as seen from the rocks at Fresh Water Cove. 
There is no more picturesque harbor along the North 
Shore, and the view of it from the vantage point we 
have chosen is superb. Just across stretches Eastern 
Point with its lighthouse and its breakwater. It is a 
sunshiny morning in June, and the water of the harbor 
is alive with a joy, to which we cannot help responding. 
We pause to immerse ourselves in tke beauty of the 
scene and lo! a mirage appears before our astonished 
eyes. A ship appears to be riding on the, tops of the 
trees of Eastern Point; we rub our eyes and discover 
that the ship is. sailing out past the pomt on an ocean, 
which is literally ‘‘sky-bhve=-water’’. Again, it. is. a 
moonlight evening, and from our chosen spot. we--loek: 
across the same harbor once more. Eastern Point 1s 
silhouetted against the pale sky, its lighthouse broug! t 
into bold relief. We catch again that weird glimpse of 
the water, sky-like above the land, and now a broad 
path of moonlight streams from the rocks at our feet, 
across the harbor, across the Point and the far-off oceaa 
beyond to ‘‘where the heart might be.’’ Music is heard, 
perhaps from the brilliantly lighted Dolphth riding at 
anchor in the harbor, and a little sail boat. steals across 
the moonlight space; it is like a scene from some old 
Italian opera. : 

Always scenes like this will endear the North Shore 
to all of us, and as long as the sea and the sky and the 
hills remain we will come back to know it better, which 
is to say, to love it better.

New sleeping rooms and private 
baths have been added to the hostelry.

Navy DESERTIONS DECREASING 


Too many rules and regulations are 
apt to cause human beings to rebel 
and since the modification in Navy 
regulations and the creation of better 
educational facilities, fewer deser- 
tions occur in the Navy. A state- 
ment by Secretary of the Navy Dan- 
iels tends to show that desertions 
from the service continue to dimin- 
ish and that an increasing number of 
recruits are applying for enlistment 
every day. Mr. Daniels attributes 
this to modifications in the regula- 
tions dealing with deserters and the 
facilities provided for education in 
the navy. The statement shows that 
in December only three men deserted 
from the Asiatic fleet, seventy-four 
from the Atlantic fleet, and that de- 
sertions from the Pacific coast in 
January numbered only thirteen. The 
average number of monthly deser- 
tions in the fiscal year ended June 
1913, was 210 and during the past 
fiscal year 104. 


PREFERS THE PoniticAL, Morcur 


Many active politicians have tired 
of the game before, so A. Mitchell 
Palmer of Pennsylvania, is no excep- 
tion to the rule since he has been ap- 
pointed and has accepted the position 
of judge on the United States Court 
of Claims. In his new role he is en- 
titled to wear a robe like that of a 
clergyman, eschew politics, and live a 
peaceful, judicial life. Palmer was 
one of the “original Wilson men” of 
the “sure enough kind.” In appre- 
ciation of his activities President 
Wilson offered him the post of Sec- 
retary of War, but while Palmer was 
eager for political honors, he could 
not accept, explaining that he was 
born a Quaker, and was therefore a 
man of peace. So Palmer was 
shoved into the Senatorial race in 
Pennsylvania, and buried out of 
sight by the famous Boies Penrose, 
who was “coming back” at the time. 
Now Palmer is extinct, or almost so, 
since he will hereafter be a Judge, 
and no one will dare to talk back to 
him.

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A QUESTION: oF EXTREME INTEREST to summer visi- 
tors to the North Shore and especially to motorists who 
like to frequent the unsurpassed roads of this section, is 
the proposed widening of Elm street in Salem. Situ- 
ated directly in the heart of the North S$ Shore, Salem pre- 
sents a most difficult means of access to the shore re- 
sorts.. This is principally because of the narrow streets 
in Salem between the state boulevard coming from 
Swampscott, and the city of Beverly. After the former 
summer capital is reached an excellent stretch of maca- 
dam roads, well oiled, is found, but the motorist has 
always experienced extreme discomfort and positive 
danger in traversing through the streets of Salem.

It seems inevitable that 
if the peace of Europe is to be maintained during the 
next century, this war should settle once and for a long 
while the European problem. In the settlement of that 
problem Italy must be considered. If the war ends with 
Italy a neutral nation, will her interests be cared for by 
the belligerents? If the boundaries of Europe be re- 
adjusted without a consideration of Italy’s claims one 
mighty force will be smothered for awhile and it will 
mean a conflict that Italy must precipitate to gain or 
maintain its own. With Italy in the fray when the 
terms of peace are being prepared her interests will be- 
come one with her allies, whoever they will be. — Italy 
is weighing the future in balances. To maintain peace 
at this time may mean the purchase of peace for a 
decade, only to bring about a conflict that would destroy 
peace of Europe for many years. America hates war, 
but how can America have any deep feelings over the 
question whether Italy makes war or remains out at this 
time? Such a thought is shallow; for Italy’s decision 
to make war at this time may be the last straw that will 
break the camel’s back and end the trouble. If Italy's 
entrance into the fight will bring about peace it will be 
a welcome relief.

As ‘to Use oF Essex County 
BEACHES. 

From a Boston paper we reprint 
the following concerning the Man- 
chester-Gloucester representative to 
the General Court: 

The agitation begun by former 
Mayor Harry C. Foster of Glouces- 
ter to conserve the rights of “all the 
people” in the use of Essex County 
beaches assumed a definite course of 
procedure Saturday when the legis- 


lative committee on harbors and pub- . 


lic lands reported to the Legislature 
a resolve directing an investigation 
into the matter by the harbor and 
land commission. 

According to former Mayor Fos- 
ter, who is now a member of the 
Legislature, the exclusive society 
that patronizes Magnolia, Manches- 
ter-by-the-Sea, Rockport and Bever- 
ly have usurped the beaches and 
have denied the use of them to the 
people who are less fortunate in 
worldly possessions. 

“The monarchs of society have 
purchased property adjoining beaches

and have built up costly estates,’ Re- 
presentative Foster says, “and they 
have gradually encroached upon the 
public beaches. The poor people 
who go down to the North Shore for 
a Sunday’s outing are denied the 
right to bathe. It is my contention 
that the beaches are public property 
and that society, therefore, has no 
lawful right to usurp the beaches for 
their exclusive use.” 

Under the terms of the resolve the 
harbor and land commission will 
conduct an investigation to determine 
if public property has been usurped 
and if the people are being denied 
their legal right to use the beaches.

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The Season’s Fashions 


By HELENE SHERMAN 


N somewhat the same way that Tartarin of Tarascon 

wondered what ‘‘ils’’ had in store for him, the 
woman-mind of today is absorbed in the fascinating 
question of what “‘they’’ are going to wear this season. 
That clothes will be more than usually charming is 
already established beyond a doubt, and the best of it 's 
that whether they are military or after-six or tailored 
or sport clothes, they are wholly and delightfully femin- 
ine. This season there is a style for every woman if 
she will but find it and make it her own. 


Just now, before Easter, interest seems to center in 
hats. The tiny, tilted turban has been foremost in 
favor all the spring, but as summer approaches it will 
be eclipsed by the picturesque, wide-brimmed hats, 
which Paris bonnet-makers are already showing in he- 
coming, irregular shapes. The brims are of transparent 
materials—malines, tulle or neapolitan straw—and the 
small crowns of dark straw and trimmings of paradise, 
ostrich or flowers. Some of the American millinery 
houses are becoming formidable rivals of the French 
houses in their adaptations of these charming afternoon 
hats for American summer girls. For wear on the 
Shore, the indispensable panama has returned witi 
many fetching variations to make its usefulness more 
tempting. One particularly becoming one has the pop- 
ular narrow brim of the season, a graduated crown and 
a trim, black velvet band, fastened with a plain rosette 
and streamers. Sport hats are more becoming than ever 
and will doubtless be seen this summer at the North 
Shore resorts even more than last year, if such a thing 
is possible. They come in corduroy, preferably white, 
split straws, and even leather. 


Sport clothes are, in fact, of paramount importance 
here, where so much of the life in the season is out of 
doors, and never has the young girl or the matron had a 
chance to be more captivating in her out-of-door clothes 
than she has in this 1915 season. The tub skirt and 
blouse will be first favorites. The first requirement of a 
sport skirt is that it be sensible, although those of us 
who have watched our girl tennis players in their nar- 
row skirts for the last two years were becoming skepti- 
eal. This year most of the sport skirts have becoming 
yokes, and all of them are wide enough for comfort. 
Pleats and pockets are used plentifully and with good 
results. The comfortable, cool-looking blouses, whici 
are to be worn with such skirts, are equally becoming. 
Paris has decreed ruffled revers and frills again, and ail 
womankind will rejoice over this revival. Baby Irish, 
it is whispered, will come back this season after a whole 
year’s eclipse. These blouses are made with low or con- 
vertible collars, plaited revers and jabots, to fasten in 
the front, of course, and with long sleeves for the most 
part. Parisiennes are favoring the judicious use of 
black velvet with them. Fine Irish linen, Georgette 
crepe, bastiste and voile are the materials used. 


Sport suits, which are a feminine parody on mascu- 
linity, are sure to be in high favor for Shore wear. 
They come with delightful, plaited, pocketed and belted 


coats and skirts in black and white checks, coverts and 
serges and heavy lnens. While the skirts are in some 
cases quite flaring, the most exclusive models, althougn 
equally full, hang in a straight line, after the smarter of 
the French suits. One especially becoming sport suit 
has a low-belted, patch-pocketed, girlish coat and a full 
two-piece skirt, and buttons used freely on both. The 
very fashionable, very practical box coat will probably 
not be used for suits on this side of the water very 
much, as our American girls refuse to copy their French 
sisters in the matter of being, and, what is even more 
radical, looking, loosely corseted. These little box coats 
with their accompanying plaited skirts are quite fasci- 
nating, however, in the endless opportunities they offer 
for individuality. Along with sport suits must be con- 
sidered the military influence, for it is not to be sup- 
posed that the great conflict overseas will not have its 
influence here, even in the dressing of the women on 
Massachusetts Bay. The military touch is used dis- 
creetly, and is so feminized as to be invariably becom- 
ing. In colors it is felt most, and one hears more and 
more about Russian green, Belgian blue, soldier red, 
battleship gray and blue soldat. One of the most grace- 
ful of these adaptations had a_ semi-fitted, belted 
coat, buttoning with severe, black bone buttons quite 
up to the chin and a straight, full skirt bound, like the 
coat, with black braid. In dark blue gabardine it was 
a practical and graceful garment. 

The separate coat is of such vital importance to 
North Shore sojourners that one hardly knows which 
to dwell upon—the conservatively cut top-coat, the 
smart,’ simple sport coat, or the oddly shaped, little silk 
coat for wear over the sheer lingerie frock. Each one 
in its way seems equally a necessity. The simpler the 
top-coat, the smarter it is, and, more than that, the 
more uses may be found for it. Most of the new ones 
are of a becoming length, just below the knees, and 
have the inevitable belt, convertible collar and wide 
cuffs, and a few have cleverly placed pockets. Sport 
coats come shorter, fuller, and, it must be acknowl- 
edged, on more youthful lines. Strange to say, they 
are not belted this year, but hang in full, flaring lines 
from shoulder to hem. Pateh pockets and buttons 
combine to make them irresistible, and it is safe to say 
that the jeune fille of this summer will bestow upon 
them the same favor, which she has given to their pre- 
decessors of the last few seasons. These coats come in 
chinchilla, colored corduroys, coverts and homespuns. 
Evening wraps are not so plentiful this year as they 
have been for a season or two back, and it is rather 
difficult to find them with very becoming lines. Those 
that are shown have, however, one advantage, in that 
they are voluminous and simply trimmed, so that they 
can easily be made at home by the seamstress or, 
indeed, by the amateur. Last, but by no means least 
in the point of quaintness and charm, comes the little, 
extra silk coat, which has not been seen for some years. 
It is short, quite closely fitting as to bodice, but making 
up for it in the flare of the short skirts below the waist-

EQUAL SUFFRAGE NOTES 


There is very good news from 
Wyoming, the state which has had 
Woman Suffrage the longest of any, 
and now has a woman member in the 
legislature. This legislature has just 
closed a remarkable session, in which 
these things were accomplished :—an 
eight hour law for women and girls 
Was passed; married women were 


given their dowry rights; a mothers’ 


pension law was passed; capital pun- 
ishment was partially abolished; 
medical inspection in the schools was 
provided for; and Mrs. Morna 
Wood herself (the woman member ) 
introduced a bill prohibiting employ- 


ment of children in injurious occu- 


pations. All of this good legislation 
and other recent good laws are ad- 
mitted to be largely due to the wo- 
men voters and Mrs. Wood. Equal 
Suffrage is beginning to have its full 


effect in the pioneer state! 


Local news is also cheering. The 
Suffrage campaign canvassers who 
have been working in Haverhill the 
past three weeks report that 75 per- 
cent of the voters there seem to be 
in favor of equal suffrage. And the 
Haverhill Ministers association last 
week unanimously passed resolutions 
in favor of woman suffrage. 

A newspaper man in Boston writes: 
—“Several cities contemplate Public 
Welfare Committees. This work is 
peculiarly adapted to women. Each 


home is a little welfare committee in 


itself, of which Mother in the Presi- 
dent and Father is the Vice Presi- 
dent.

Jt is true that they are 
selfish in their desires to learn English, but on the other 
hand there is a moral and economic reason why the New 
England towns and cities should try to do something for 
then.

“Trt MopeRN ‘TREATMENT OF THK 
CRIMINAL,” SuByEcT OF INTER- 
ESTING TALK. 


The Manchester Brotherhood 
meeting of last Monday night was 
probably one of the most interesting 
of the season. To an. exceedingly 
large audience Rey. Robert Walker, 
chaplain of Massachusetts Reform- 
atory, delivered a fine address on 
“The Modern ‘Treatment of the 
Criminal.” 

The meeting was opened with the 
usual song service, followed by the 
reading of the minutes of the last 
two meetings,—the report of the 
secretary being omitted at the last 
assembly of the  Brotherhood,— 
Ladies’ Night. The business before 
the society was then transacted,— 
should the Brotherhood meet on 
April 19, Patriot’s Day. It was voted 
that the usual meeting would take 
place on that evening. 

“Can you tell by looking in the face 
of a prisoner what the offence may 
be?” querried Mr, Walker in his 
opening remarks. One cannot desig- 
nate from the outward appearance the 
charge against a prisoner. John 
Reed, a noted criminal, was a man 
of refinement, well educated, and 
with a strong personality. He was 
serving sentence for gambling. Out- 
wardly he possessed all the appear- 
ance of a gentleman. The speaker 
told of other cases, and said that ap- 
pearances are deceiving. 

The beginning of crime, said Mr. 
Walker is often due to negligence on 
the part of the parents. For in- 
stance, a small boy was making more 
or less noise in his home, disturbing 
his father, who was trying to enjoy 
his evening paper. The father get- 
ting irritable told the boy to go out- 
side and play. The boy did so, and 
like many other boys, become a 
member of the “after dark club,” a 
club which every town or city is 
known to have, no matter how large 
or how small. At first the boys were 
out for fun, which shortly ripened in- 
to mischief, and later developed into 
crime. 

There are three kinds of criminals. 
First we have the defective delin- 
quents, those whose minds have 
stopped developing at a very early 
stage in life, “a man with a boy’s 
mind.” A great many of this class 
are cared for in private homes and 
sanitoriums. 

Second comes the accidental. 
There are many crimes committed 
through temptation. Although a 
person has no thoughts of stealing, 
if a great temptation comes before 
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him, he often commits crime. Tem- 
per is also cause of many crimes. 
M@mere are less crimes of this 
nature today than there has been for 
the last twenty-five years. 

Third we have the professional. 
Yeggmen, pick-pockets and _ shop- 
lifters all come under that head. 

Mr. Walker spoke of many amus- 
ing incidents, all of which showed 
great use of mental power. He also 
spoke of the older forms of crime 
punishment. Today the convict 
“learns the habit of industry.” = In- 
dustry, work and education are 
methods used today with splendid 
results. At the state reformatory 
there-is a library for the use of the 
prisoners. Services are held on 
Sunday for the different denomina- 
tions. 

Mr. Walker’s address was greatly 
enjoyed by all. The usual collation 
was served. The next meeting of 
the Brotherhood will be held Mon- 
day, April 19. The speaker of the 
evening will be announced later.

Edwin Emerson, a war correspon- 
dent who has had as great an ex- 
perience as any living writer, has re- 
turned to Washington after spend- 
ing five month in the European 
countries. One of the stories he re- 
lates is that he succeeded in getting 
over seventy-five dispatches sent out 
of Germany and other countries in 
the war zone. These dispatches were 
relayed, sent to England, where the 
censor killed all but four of them, 
and these were garbled so as to he 
unrecognizable before they reached 
New York Emerson made seven 
copies of everything he wrote, and 
mailed these stories in seven differ- 
ent directions, and some of his work 
finely reached his New York news- 
paper. He positively states that all 
war news in the way of dispatches, 
is to be discounted, and related how 
the fall of Liege was concealed from 
the public for eleven days, during 
which time stories of victories by 
the aliles were being eagerly de- 
voured by newspaper readers. Em- 
erson is one of the best authorities 
on news of this kind in the world—- 
and he says that he found it impos- 
sible to get his material across. He 
concluded that only the special arti- 
cles, such as appear in magazines, or 
as features articles, and which have 
been written without any attempt to 
hasten publication, constitute the only 
authentic “war news” that is being 
printed. He gives his own experi- 
ences as proving that the cable and 
wireless dispatches were all doctored 
by the censors, and maintains that 
practically no dependence is to be 
placed in any of that class of “news” 
which appears on the front pages of 
daily newspapers. “You must wait 
until the war is over, and then some 
historian will write the story of 
what happened,” concludes Mr. Em-

BusINEss OF THE FARM 


With the business of the govern- _ 


ment ever increasing, the Agricul- 
tural Department. is more than 
keeping pace with the other Depart- 
ments. The heads of the Agricul- 
tural Department are urging stil 
greater attention to the business side 
of farming, although it is generally 
admitted that the farmer is paying 
more attention to the business end of 
the farm than ever before. Farmers 
no longer regard the Department of 
Agriculture as a thing apart from the 


_ practical aspects of their work and 


they realize that sound and practical 
advice is to be had from the experts. 
So far, however, the Department has 
confined itself largely to the details 
of cultivation, crop rotation and 
other rather isolated activities of the 
farm. The Secretary and Assistant 
Secretary believe it is time for the 
Department to go more extensively 
into the business side of farming, 
and they would have the Department 
not only advise the farmer about the 
production of any single crop, but 
they would have experts correlate 
the various phases of farm work and 
help outline a program for the en- 
tire season on a farm. The Secre- 
taries contend that research work by 
the Department experts should be 
given publicity at all stages of the 
process rather than keep their find- 
ings to themselves until every phase 
of the work has been completed. 
Surely, such practical effort to com- 
bine the work of the Department 
with the farmers’ problems and ex- 
perience is apt to have a wholesome 


‘economic effect. 


FrepeRAL TRADE COMMISSION 
- There are a good many reasons 
why the members of the Federal 
Trade Commission are proceeding 
with deliberation. Chairman Joseph 
E. Davies and his associates on the 
Commission are determined to con- 
sider carefully each and every move 
in the hope -of bringing about the 


best results from the very beginning. 
As evidence along that line the Com- 
mission has deferred the selection of 
a permanent secretary until organ- 
ization is more advanced. In the 
meantime Frank Jones is acting as 
temporary secretary. He has been 
the private secretary of Commission- 
er Davies for some time past, and 
since Mr. Jones has a habit of ren- 
dering satisfactory service, the com- 
missioners are still less inclined to 
be hasty in the selection of a per- 
manent secretary. 


SECRETARY DANIELS SAVES MILLION 

The office of Secretary of the 
Navy Daniels reports a saving of 
about $1,103,766 in the cost of spe- 
cial treatment of steel and other 
structural material for the battle- 
ships Arizona and California. The 
total amout of special treatment 
steel needed for the California was 
9,947,000 pounds. If that amount 
had been purchased at the price, 
12.68 cents per pound, paid for the 
New York’s material when there was 
no competition, it would cost $1,261,- 
279. The actual, cost for the Calt- 
fornia material was $625,774, show- 
ing a reduction in cost of $635,505.

Kernwood Country Club at Salem 


Newest Addition to North Shore Social Attractions to be Ready by June 17 
By A. L. F. in Boston Transcript 


COMPARED with some of the other golfing districts, 

Massachusetts is not doing much in the line of 
developing new golf links this year; nevertheless there 
is one within the Greater Boston confines that is to 
be opened during the season. ‘This is the new Kern- 
wood Country Club of Salem, located on what was 
the Peabody estate, and with the old house that was 
built by Colonel Francis Peabody in 18435 to be the 
main clubhouse. 

The club intends to retain the original architec- 
ture of the structure in so far as that is consistent 
with modern comforts. Up-to-date plumbing and im- 
provements will be introduced, but there will remain, 
downstairs, rooms finished in a manner that will make 
it a clubhouse unique. The exterior will retain its 
Tudor Gothic style and an addition on one side to 
give a piazza dining room will be in harmony of de- 
sign with the remainder of the structure. The ma- 
terial changes will be upstairs, inside, made necessary 
in order to equip the house with about two hundred 
lockers and shower baths. 

On the main floor, where now is in progress a 
‘‘house-cleaning’’ most thorough, the different rooms 
will be much as they were finished for Colonel Pea- 
body, aside from the renovations and a few changes 
suitable to club life. What might be termed the 
“chapel room,’’ with its churchy overhead design and 
its beautiful stained glass windows, probably will 
serve for a reception room. A Chinese room, with its 
quaint gargoyles, will be a novelty alike to members 


and visitors. One of the other rooms has an inset 
panel ceiling which reflects not only the  «sthetic 


tastes of Colonel Peabody, but a high quality of work- 


manship in the days when the building was con- 
tructed. 
Heavy doors, each with individual carvings; 


beautifully carved chests and many other interior 
features of this house, combined with a charm of set- 
ting and surroundings, leave no doubt that the Kern- 
wood Club made a wise decision in determining to 
renovate and only slightly alter this building for a 
clubhouse, rather than tear down and build anew. 
The other spacious building on the estate, home of 
Colonel Peabody’s son, will be converted into a dormi- 
tory and to such other purposes as the club may de- 
cide later. 

Eventually the Kernwood Country Club will have 
an eighteen-hole course, with a delightful piece of country 
for a layout of holes of practically any length desired and 
with an unusual topographical variety. At present the 
principal efforts are being put into the development 
of nine holes on that part of the property on which the 
old Peabody buildings are located. Work began on 
these holes about the first of Septemper, last year, and 
they probably will be playable around the middle of 
July or first of August, depending upon the weather. 
Meantime, six holes on the property across the road 


leading to the clubhouse will be put in temporary con- 
dition for play, to be ready perhaps by the first of 
May. It is planned to have a housewarming in the 
main ¢lub building on Bunker [Hill Day, June 17. 

The nine holes which are being prepared now are 
sporty and will call for the highest skill of the mem- 
bers to get around in» what they will deem ‘‘respect- 
able’’ figures. Tentatively, they have a total playing 
length of 3235 yards, with space in plenty to add to 
the yardage, but with more likelihood that the mem- 
bers of inferior ability will be clamoring for the 
‘short?’ tees. The club’s committee will be wise, 
however, to have the holes moderately long to begin 
with, for the difficulties of play are the things that im- 
prove the individual’s game. Merely to state that 
Donald Ross is the architect of the course is to imply 
that it will be bunkered with reasonable severity, put 
with the scientific ideas of a man who is a past master 
in the art and whose ideas along that line are consid- 
ered about the ‘‘last word’’ on this side of the At- 
lantic. 

When Ross was engaged to lay out the new course 
and spent a few days tramping over the property in 
order to fill his mind with its natural features, and 
possibilities, he’ had on hand a problem which em- 
braced the destruction ‘and uprooting of a number of 
trees, some ledges, construction of seawalls, the level- 
ling of ridges and filling in of depressions; but his 
solution was such as to delight any lover of the game 
who looks the property over even now, in its yet im- 
mature state. Ilis greens, in particular, as well as the 
bunkers already installed, show the master hand and 
won the admiration of T. L. McNamara, on a visit to 
the course with the writer. When Ross finally deeid- 
ed on where he would have the different greens and 
tees, the grounds committee of the club almost “threw 
up its hands,’’ wondering how he was to so alter the 
natural lay of the land, but instructions have been fol- 
lowed carefully and results are beginning to show that 
the man who has designed the lay of so many courses 
was making no mistake at Kernwood. 


The first hole is the longest of the course, 480 
yards. Its tee is between the clubhouse and the house 


which will be used for sleeping quarters. It was neces- 
sary to cut down a number of trees and dynamite the 
stumps, but that has been done and quite a stretch of 
the fairway will soon be in good shape, for the soil is 
excellent for golf, which is true of the greater part 
of the property. Under normal conditions it will take 
two good shots and a mashie pitch to get home, with 
distance a highly desirable asset on the long shots, 
the approach being far from easy. The green is built 
up in the rear, and to go over into the bunker, partly 
in back and also to the right, means facing a steep 
embankment, for the recovery out of the sand. There 
is a bunker on the left guarding the approach and a 
clump of trees also on that side, which may prove 
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bothersome. These were left primarily to separate 
the approach to the first hole and drive to the second, 
although the two are by no means dangerously 
parallel. 

The second hole, 360 yards long, has a depression 
about 100 yards from the tee to be carried and a bun- 
ker beyond for a pulled shot. The green is on rising 
ground, directly in front of a beautiful pine grove, of 
which it was once a part. To go over this green to 
the right means to go down a steep embankment for 
the pitch back, while to go straight beyond the green 
means to get in among the pines. 

A third is a hole pleasing to the eye of a golfer. 
The man who drives long and straight, with no fear 
of a mental hazard, will clear a ridge well out from 
the tee and be in favorable position for the shot to 
get home, the distance of the hole being 420 yards. 
To the left is a deep sloping depression, toward the 
Danvers River. This was a wild bit of country, but 
it has been cleared and partly levelled, so that those 
who cannot drive over the ridge or who make a poor 
shot from the tee will have a good he for their. second, 
but will be a long way from the green in two shots. 
There are deep traps to the right and left of the 
green. The fourth hole is 160 yards, but the tee is 
on a flat and the green on top of a hill, so that it is a 
case of all carry. 

An artificial hillock, in which are 600 loads of dirt, 
is the tee for the fourth hole, 400 yards. The tee 
location is highly picturesque, with the river directly 
to the left. More than 300 trees were removed from 
the line of the drive. Near the green the fairway nar- 
rows up, with a bunker on the right and the river on 
the left, also beyond. This green is so close to the 
river that as protection against high tides and storms 
there is a wall 250 feet long and six feet high in a 
semi-circle around it. Between the green and this wall 
is a depression which helps to penalize an over-played 
approach, yet saves the ball from landing on the beach. 


For the drive to the sixth there is a lagoon to be 
carried, requiring a tee shot of 125 to 150 yards, ac- 
cording to the tee used. This lagoon has a water main 
connection with the river, so that it may be supphed 
with fresh water at each tide, if desired. Between it 
and the river is a wall fifteen feet high at one point 
and an embankment which required thousands of loads 
of filling. At the inner end of the lagoon an artistic 
wall has been constructed, to correspond with the 
other end, and eventually the club may tear away one 
embankment to enlarge the body of water and have 
a place for winter sports. To build up the sixth green 
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took the dumpings from a bunker on which eight 
scoop shovels were at work excavating for five days. 

Few more impressive mental hazards are to be 
found than on the drive to the seventh hole, for the 
straight line to the hole, 360 yards away, is directly 
over a deep ravine and inlet of the river, with the 
river to catch a hooked ball. The green is another 
artificially built up, for the tidewater formerly came 
up to its base. A retaining wall has been constructed 
between the green and the river. 

The eighth hole, 355 yards, and ninth, 360, have 
characteristics in common, running through valleys 
separated by a ridge. The eighth is a little more of 
the dog-leg. <A little stone house, topped by a marble 
cupid, is an object of beauty pretty much in line with 
the drive and, in McNamara’s opinion, should be re- 
moved. <A stone ledge in the line of drive to the 
eighth has been drilled for blasting and 2400 feet of 
drain pipes have been laid in the eighth and ninth 
fairways. The home green is Dee located in front 
of the clubhouse. 

Besides its golf, the club is now having two tennis 
courts built in back of the main house, on the spot 
where there formerly was an Italian garden. The — 
ground was excavated to a depth of about seven fect 
and there is more than a foot of solid rock as founda- 
tion for the courts, which will be between two rows of 
hedges. Two more courts may be built later. There 
will be a pier for motor boats, which can go up the 
Danvers River to the club’s property, one section of 
which is close to Beverly Bridge. Boats can go there 
from Boston or any other point. The curve of the 
river makes almost an island of the property on which 
the buildings and the nine holes here referred to are 
located. 

Enoch Crombie, who was employed at the Essex 
County Club for a dozen years, has superintended the 
work on thé property since last fall, having from a 
dozen to forty men under him at different times. Jack 
Shea will be the professional. He has been with the 
Elysium Club this winter and is still there, the club 
having indoor golf courts.

WAMPSCOTT in the persons of 500 members of the 
Tedesco club made a protest against the application 
of Michael McDonough, a Swampscott contractor, to the 
Salem city council for permission to store dynamite in 
a shed in a swamp in the rear of the Marblehead pump- 
ing station, which is within the boundaries of Salem. 
Besides officers of the club, the towns of Marblehead 
and Swampscott entered protests against granting the 
petition and as a result it was turned down. In order 
to get dynamite to and from the proposed store houses 
the wagons of explosives would have to pass on a road- 
way near the clubhouse. Mr. Payne, president of the 
Tedesco club, at the hearing on the proposition said that 
idle chauffeurs and caddies would be a source of danger, 
Marblehead’s principal objection rested in the possible 
damage to the town’s water supply in case of an ex- 
plosion. The Salem fire department and the state police 
thought favorably of the site of the proposed store- 
house. In view of the opposition to the petition the 
Salem city council turned it down. 

The date of the formal opening of the Tedesco 
Country club at Swampscott has not been set, but as in 
previous seasons it will be open to rembers on Monday 
next, April 19. With the weather continuing as fair 
as for the last few days many will probably try their 
golf clubs out and there is a prospect that the tennis 
courts may be busy.

Too Mucr Novice is being taken of Italy’s pros- 
pective war manoeuvre.

There is no doubt that Italy can lend a hand, 
but to assert that its activities will end the war is not a 
statement that the facts will justify. The allies know 
this well. While it may be true that diplomacy may 
have failed in draging Italy into the struggle as an ac- 
tive participant, diplomacy has been successful in main- 
taining Italian neutrality. ‘The allies made their great 
gain when it became an assured fact that Italy’s forces 
would not unite with Germany and Austria. If neutral- 
ity is maintained by Italy, near the close of the war, her 
forces will undoubtedly ‘enter the territory which they 
desire, and if the occasion require it, war will be de- 
clared. No situation has arisen since the war began 
that could arouse the Italian people more than the events 
of the first two months. Every month that goes by with 
Italy still neutral must convince the world that Italy is 
determined not to throw her forces and powers into ‘tie 
controlling power of Russia and England. England and 
Russia and Germany are great European powers with 
ambitions that are insatiable. Italy, plucky but smail, 
must act with caution and diplomacy. A false move 
now will be disastrous to the national hopes of the 
een nation. Fearing all three of these European 
powers Italy is, surely, in straitened circumstances. The 
tea dere of the country have shown judgment and not 
cowardice in strictly maintaining neutrality. 


Tue Crry oF Boston is interested in the possibility 
of having the price of gas reduced from eighty to seventy 
cents per thousand cubic feet. The sliding scale, where- 
by there is a reduction in the price of gas with every 
increase in dividends seems to be working out well. The 
North Shore, however, would be glad to pay something 
more than the maximum that Boston pays for that con- 
venience.

By Just Wartine the United States is acquiring a 
respectable collection of foreign war ships. 
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Tur LEGISLATION now being presented to the legis- 
latures of Connecticut and Massachusetts to remedy the 
railroad situation should become law as speedily as is in 
keeping with good judgment. There is a popular idea 


in vogue that any form of legislation that a corporation, 


asks for, especially a railroad, is doubtful and ought 
without consideration to be turned down. Such an at- 
titude has been the cause of much of the misunderstand- 
ing that has existed in the minds of careless or shallow 
thinkers. Such an attitude of mind on the part of the 
public has caused much of the present trouble. — How 
long will it be before the business interests of Massa- 
chusetts and the public, which must eventually pay the 
bills for every business enterprise, realize that the pros- 
perity and progress of their interests are one with those 
of the railroads that serve the district wherein they live 
or do business? The railroads have been subjected to 
too much legislative persecution and now the railroads 
and the public are paying the consequences. What the 
public demands in service they must repay in money. 
Money makes a railroad go. A railroad is regulated by 
ithe simple laws of the poor man’s arithmetic. To pur- 
chase, the day workman must earn, and the purchases 
musi not equal the earnings if personal bankruptcy is to 
be avoided. The public has been carried away with an 
idea that there is some mysyterious law operating cur- 
porations that makes it possible for them to give the 
most for the least. The railroads must pay their bills 
and these payments must all come from the commodity 
sold. Transportation is what a railroad has to sell. The 
more comforts and conveniences transportation com- 
panies afford increases the costs of maintenance. _ If 
these are demanded by the public and granted by rail- 
roads someone must pay the bills, either in increased costs 
of the commodity sold or in assessments on the owners. 
Already the public has been receiving transportation be- 
low cost and the cessation of dividends means that those 
who have invested their money in transportation com- 
pany stocks have not only had the painful experience 
of seeing their small investments used without interest 
payments, but seen the values of their shares deterior- 
ate. Is such a deterioration due to natural or unnatural 
laws? As far as the railroads of New England are 
concerned it is the operation of unnatural laws. The 
wild antagonism toward corporations that has been 
swaying public opinion for two decades has been one of 
the great causes. Unjust and oppressive laws have been 
enacted and fair and honorable business policies have 
been thotughtlessly and unjustly attacked; and the day of 
reckoning came. It was inevitable. But who is paying 
for the losses but the holders of stocks? ‘The public is 
paying the penalty for its own foibles. The railroads 
are not owned by a close corporation or a limited num- 
ber of individuals. One New England system has over 
twenty-seven thousand stockholders. What does this 
mean but that apart from bond-holders there are twenty- 
seven thousand people who are the owners of the system. 
These twenty-seven thousand owners have been negli- 
gent in their responsibilities of ownership. It is not fair 
for them to sit back and permit their property to drift 
by the board. Every stock and railroad bond-holder, 
every purchaser of transportation, every resident of 
Massachusetts has a direct or indirect monetary interest 
in the prosperity of the railroads that serve him. The 
public has been blind, the press has been unwise at least, 
and legislatures have been over suspicious and timid. 
Fair play to the railroads by the public and by the legis- 
lature means fair play by public to public. Every citizen 
in Connecticut and Massachusetts is interested person- 
ally in the efforts to pass remedial legislation, ~ The 
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representatives from the North Shore districts may be 
depended upon to give this subject their careful thought 
and their support. The time has come for the public 
to lend a hand, to stem the tide of unjust legislation by 
a broader, sane and consequently more profitable policy 
for the railroads, and that means for the public. <A 
prosperous railroad means a prosperous territory that it 
serves. Neither can prosper without a direct reflection 
in the prosperity of the other. ‘The suicidal policies of 
Connecticut and Massachusetts should cease and_ the 
remedial measures that the railroad experts believe 
should pass should be given a trial. 

Senator Mines PornpExteR has announced his de- 
termination to re-enter the republican party when he re- 
turns to his native state. The progressives he says, “have 
not surrendered their convictions, nor ceased their ac- 
tivities, but in reuniting with the republican party, they 
are confident that the organization will be just as pro- 
gressive as the progressives.” Senator Poindexter is the 
last of the progressives in the Senate. His purpose is 
well defined and sensible. The republican party has 
been severely censured. ‘The progressives may have 
been justified in making their protest at the time they 
made the protest, but the protest should have been made 
within the party. The reforms which the progressives 
sought have not been attained as an independent organ- 
ization. ‘These progressive measures could only have 
been attained in a united party. It is late, but not too 
late to mend. The schism ought never to have occurred, 
but since it has occurred it is evident that it has not 
been the worst thing that ever happened to the republi- 
can party. The old party has been strengthened and 
what is better purified. All of this, however, could have 
been attained if the progressives had fought out their 
fight within and not outside the fold. 


Tur Sunpay AFTERNOON Medical School lectures 
at Harvard have been continued during the winter and 
their place among the institutions of the city of Boston 
has been secured. It is impossible to determine the 
amount of good that has been accomplished, not alone 
by the lectures themselves, but by the printed reports in 
the daily journals. A surprising fund of information 
has thus been stored away in the minds of readers. 
There is no subject of more importance to the well 
being of society than that of medical science and in 
interpreting the fundamental principles of it to the pub- 
lic, which would otherwise be kept in ignorance. The 
medical school is rendering a service to the common- 
wealth that is incalculable. 


Tur Rumors that come from abroad concerning 
the poverty of Germany and the paucity of her reserves 
in food and ammunition are fabrications. Germany is 
ably equipped and her food supply will hold out. The 
optimists who expect peace on that score in October, the 
time fixed for the spending of Germany’s reserve food 
supply, are deceiving themselves. The world is in for 
a long seige and it will be well for the nations to realize 
it and adjust themselves to the changed conditions as 
rapidly as possible. 


Capratn GARDNER, Congressman from this district, 
was inspired when he invited the reserved forces of the 
United States to dine; only nine broke bread with him. 
What more striking way could have been devised by the 
ingenuity of man to give publicity to the appalling neg- 
lect of our nation in this respect. Something will be 
done to create a creditable reserve.

The farmer followed as fast 
as he could, but, unable to keep pace 
with them, he inquired of the first 
man he met if he had seen any dogs 
and bear along that road. ‘“Yaas,” 
Sig.tne iman, ~Yaas, 1 seen ’em.” 
“Well,” said the farmer, “how were 
they?” “Weill,” said the man, “the 
dogs was a leetle ahead, but the bar 
was a gainin’.” Wyoming’s experi- 
ence may be taken as pointing to the 
retarding effect of woman’s suffrage 
on good legislation.

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ADJOURNED TOWN MEETING 
Sewer ASSESSMENTS AND PARK IM- 
PROVEMENTS CHIEF BONES OF 
CONTENTION 
The question of sewer assessments 
and further improvements at Mas- 
conomo park were the prime issues 
before the voters at the adjourned 
Town meeting in Manchester Tues- 
day evening. In the former matter 
the question was recommitted to the 
sewer board for action and the park 
board engineered through a just ap- 
propriation of $2990 for the work on 
Masconomo Park. The moderator 
had some perplexing complications to 
straighten out several times, but mat- 
ters were righted finally to the satis- 

faction of all. 

Chairman Edward S. Knight of 
the selectmen presented the report of 
the board relative to a contract with 


the * Manchester” Electric Coo for 
lighting the streets with some 250 
lights. Everything was set forth in 


a most comprehensive manner and 
the board was authorized to make a 
10-year contract with the company. 
It is understood a 60 c.p. lamp will 
be used for the most part, and at cer- 
tain points more powerful lights. At 
five places the 250 c.p. lamp will be 
used—cor. Pine and Central sts., 
cor. School and Union, Postoffice 
square, cor. Union and Washington, 
and corner Summer and Forest sts. 

Mr. Knight stated further that the 
* Welsbach company had agreed to 
continue their lights until the new 
system was installed and ready for 
use in October or November. 


A petition was presented, signed 


by 30 or 40 citizens asking the town . 


to continue with the present system 
of gasoline lights. 

The question of sewer assessments 
was recommitted to the sewer com- 
missioners, they to report at some 
adjournment of this meeting or at 
some other meeting. This motion 
was carried at the conclusion of an 
excited argument as to rescinding the 
vote passed at the meeting a month 


ago, to the effect that users of the 
sewer be assessed a minimum of 
$3.00. An effort was made to have 


all the expense paid out of the gen- 
eral tax levy. The moderator fin- 
ally ruled all motions, except the one 
mentioned above, out of order on the 
ground that the town voted in Aug. 
1913, that every person who enters 
the sewer shall pay a just and equit- 


able charge therefor, based on the

TALK oN IsLAM. 

Ezra Gifford of Newton address- 
ed the People’s Forum at the Village 
church, Magnolia, last Sunday even- 
ing. His lecture, “Islam, Christian- 
ity's Greatest Rival,” was highly in- 
teresting, as were also the stereopti- 
con views which accompanied it. Mr. 
Gifford appeared in Turkish costume. 
He spoke of Mohammedanism in 4 
general way, of its mystery and 
fanatacism, and then of the prophet 
Mohammed, who was, in spite of 
everything that has been brought up 
against his character, a genius of the 
first order. The speaker went on to 
say that Mohammed had _ brought 
about a religion which should extend 
to a territory, second only to that 07 
Christianity, through the sheer force 
of his unique personality. 

Many very beautiful views were 
shown of Mohammedan cities, such 
as Constantinople, Cairo and Mecca. 
One was impressed with the beauty 
of the architecture of the mosques, 
and with the minarets in particular. 
The Taj Mahal was beautifully re- 
produced showing this most beauti- 
ful and most celebrated of temples 
from many viewpoints, each seeming 
to be more beautiful than those that 
had gone before. 

After showing the conditions in 
cities, and in the lives of the citizens, 
which are the inevitable product of 
Islam, Mr. Gifford proceeded to teil 
what can be and is being done, to in- 
troduce Christianity and to relegate 


Mohammedanism to its proper place 


in history. Mission schools, ia 
which American men and women 
take a leading part, are being estab- 
lished wherever possible, thus doing 
the most effective thing that can be 
done in any great movement: namely 
teaching the rising generation. The 
Turkish families will send their boys 
and girls to these schools, where the 
Christian Bible is taught for the sake 
of the Western education and cul- 
ture. In the massacres of 1908 and 
1909 many of these Christian work- 
ers fell and the speaker showed some 
pictures of the scenes of action and 
told a little about some who sacrificed 
their lives for their cause. Mr. Gif- 
ford’s lecture was of a type quite 


unprecedented here, and was corres- 


pondingly enjoyed.

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Where Shall We Plant Our Vines 


By MARY H. NORTHEND 


THERE are more latent possibiti- 

ties in the planting of vines 
than any house owner has yet im- 
agained. With the exception of 
large trees already standing upon a 
houselot before the buildings are 
put up, there is nothing else which 
makes the newly-built dwelling so 
soon seen at home in its environ- 
ment, as does this drapery straight 
from the hand of nature. The lusty 
and vigorous growth of leaf and 
blossom nd tendril is the outward 
and visible sign that Earth is taking 
the newcomer to her heart, and 
making the home a part of the 
landscape. 

There are so many different vines 
from which to choose, that the very 
width of latitude hampers us in 
} making a selection. We are, per- 


haps, too prone to remember only 

that a certain specimen of vine 
lo 7 was beautiful where we saw itt 
- growing; and so decide to plant it 
for ourselves, in a different situation, with surroundings 
far from harmonious. ee 

Now vines may be used as an ornament, to. emphaize, 
the attractions of that which is beautiful, or they may 
serve as a screen, to conceal the blemishes of that which 
is unsightly. These different uses need different types 
of vines, since the light and airy festoons which enhance 
the beauty of some architectural triumph would be inade- 
quate to hide defects; and the heavy masses of foliage, 
which successfully veil that which is ugly or that which 
is merely commonplace, would conceal just as effectually 
the classic beauties of fluted Corinthian columns, in porch 
or pergola. In both cases, the value of vines is beyond 
question, but the house owner must be familiar with 
vines of various descriptions, so that he can make his 
choice with discretion. 

We have but one evergreen vine, and that is the 
English ivy. Except in Washington and Oregon, this 
does not grow with us as luxuriantly as in England; for 
in other localities our climate does not combine great 
dampness with an even temperature. Our hot summers 
tell more severely upon this vine than do our cold win- 
ters. It may thrive to a limited extent in sheltered lo- 
cations, upon the north side of buildings; but its growth 
always seems more or less forced, and is never really 
spontaneous and luxuriant. 

We have, however, a great variety of hardy decidu- 
ous vines, which possess all the good qualitites of climb- 
ing shrubs, and are perhaps the most valuable of their 
kind; since, when once well started, they demand no 
further care beyond a little necessary purning. 

Of these hardy vines, the two varieties of Ampelop- 
sis easily lead in popularity. The five-leaved or palmate 
variety is commonly known as Woodbine or Virginia 


ative fashion. 


Creeper, while that which has the three-parted leaf is 
called Boston Ivy or Japanese Ivy. Both varieties be- 
long to the order of concealment rather than to the order 
of decoration. If a house is hopelessly ugly, the least 
expensive method of making it beautiful is to cover its 
walls of wood or brick or stone with ampelopsis. There 
are no perceptible blossoms, but the Virginia Creeper 
often shows rich clusters of purple berries, and the folli- 
age of both varieties undergoes an autumnal change 
which is far more brilliant and beautiful than a spring- 
time inflorescence. 

Wherever thick foliage is needed, for shade or for 
concealment, there can be no mistake in planting either 
or both varieties of ampelopsis. They will thrive in 
alrost any soil and need no trellis. The Virginia Creep- 
er is perhaps the more hardy of the two, as it is often 
found gowing wild in great luxuriance. 

We have other native hardy vines of great beauty,— 
the Fox Grape, the Bittersweet, the Clematis, and the 
Trumpet Creeper. Of these, the Fox Grape, Vitis Vul- 
pina, has foliage of great beauty, and is well calculated 
to form a canopy of shade over an ornate pergola of the 
classic type, without in the least disguising the beauty 
of its pillars. This is mainly on account of its habit of 
putting out its foliage at some distance from the ground, 
leaving only a decorative brown stem’twined about the 
pillar, while it masses heavy leafage on the trellis-work 
at the top, with pendant sprays of blossoms or bunches 
of fruit to hang down between the bars in very decor- 
It is hardy all over the country. 

The native false Bittersweet, Celastrus Scandens, is 
more suitable for decoration than for shade or conceal- 
ment. It has handsome foliage, yellow flowers, and a 
scarlet fruit in orange capsules, which clings to the vine 
all winter. It is hardy, being found sparingly all over 
the country, although seldom growing commonly anv- 
where. It seems most abundant in the upper valley of 
the Connecticut, in the region about Brattleboro. 


Another splendid vine is the Trumpet Creeper, 
Bignonia Tecoma Radicans, which grows wild in Ken- 
tucky, and is hardy all over the country. It can be 


trained over a trellis when young, and will keep the same 
shape after the trellis has fallen away. It is beautiful 
when trained against a distorted tree, or in unsightly bit 
of stonework. Its dark-green glossy leaves would be 
sufficiently decorative, even without the splendid, scarlet, 
trumpet-shaped flowers, which it sends out in such pro- 
fusion. It is a clean plant, seeming to have no insect 
enemies, and is very attractive to the humming-birds. 
Its only bad feature is the fact that it does not put out 
its leaves until very late in the season, so that it is well 
to plant it in company with wistaria or clematis, which 
put out early. 

Our native Clematis is thoroughly reliable, and is 
especially pleasing when massed with other creepers upon 
pergolas of the rustic order. This is the Clematis Vir- 
guvuana, which beautifies the roadsides in August. It 
is commonly called Virgin’s Bower, Traveller’s Joy, 
Devil’s Yarn, or Old Man’s Beard, For planting singly, 
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a better variety is the Clematis Paniculta, the well-known 
climber which is starred all over with fragrant white 
blossoms in September. This is an excellent foliage vine, 
perfectly hardy, and very satisfactory if placed in a sunny 
situation. It is a noteworthy fact that few vines can be 
successfully placed out of reach of sunlight. 

Of all imported vines, perhaps the Wistaria is the 
most general favorite. Certainly there is none more 
beautiful. Not only is the whole habit of the vine grace- 
ful and decorative, but the gray-green foliage is delicate, 
and the blue-lavendar flowers wholly charming. The 
best varieties are the Chinensis and the Multijuga. They 
are rapid growers, climbing to a height of fifty feet; but 
there is likely to be a little trouble in their first taking 
root, which makes them often slow about starting. 

Honeysuckles require too much training to be en- 
tirely satisfactory on porch pillars and formal pergolas; 
but they are excellent additions to the effect of a tangie 
of vines, where that is required. The Red Coral is 
beautiful, but subject to severe attacks of green aphis, 
and therefore less satisfactory than the popular Hall’s 
Japan or the Chinese Evergreen. 

Beautiful hardy vines for screens or for heavy shade 
are. found in the Dutchman’s Pipe and the Chinese 
Kudzu Vine. Both make a phenomenal growth. The 
former has singular pipe-shaped flowers, of a brownish 
color, and heart-shaped leaves, that keep their color well 
until late into autumn. Its vigorous growth is frequent!y 
seen upon archways and verandas. The Kudzu vine is 
often called Jack-in-the-Beanstalk. It sometimes grows 
twelve inches in a day, so that its value for quickly coy- 
ering dead trees, fences, arbors, and rockeries, can weil 
be imagined, especially as its large bright-green leaves, 
shaped much like those of a bean-vine, afford very dense 
shadow. 

The -Lycium, or Chinese Matrimony Vine is a 
shrubby climber that makes a vigorous growth, best 
utilized for walls; fences, or trellises. Every new shoot 
is filled with small purple flowers, which in turn are fol- 
lowed by brilliant scarlet berries, and these remain ail 
winter. 

Other hardy vines with shrubby tops are the Akebia 
Quinata and Apios Tuberosa, which resemble wistaria, 
the Periploca Greca or Silk Vine, the Silver Vine, and 
the great variety of Ramblers and other climbing roses. 

Sometimes it is convenient to make use of vines 
which die back to the ground at the end of the season, 
while the root remains perennial in the ground, to start 
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in the spring. Of this class, the Hop is the best instance. 
It will always prove satisfactory. It is clean, delicate, 
graceful, and will grow to the top of a second-story ver- 
anda. By planting the roots very close together, abun- » 
dant shade can be secured, but the prettiest effect from 
hop-vines is purely decorative, and is attained when 
plants are kept far enough apart to permit the play of 
light and shade upon twisted stem, delicate leaf, and 
clusters of characteristic fruitage. A new Japanese Hop 
is now being sold. It has variegated foliage, strikingiy 
marked with silvery white or palest yellow. The Cinna- 
mon Vine, Badiere Vine, and Camelia Vine are all beau- 
tiful climbers which die down to the root. The last- 
mentioned makes the best growth, from fifteen to twenty 
feet. It also produces large rose-colored flowers. 

Often it is desirable to use annuals, to form a screen 
where we did not have one the year before and shall not 
need one next year. Sweet peas upon wire netting are 
too well known to need more than a passing word. For 
some reason, it does not seem to be generally known that 
if the so-called climbing or trailing nasturtiums have a 
stout cord to run upon, they will reach a hight of fifteen 
feet and form a dense screen. The Wild Cucumber or 
Creeping Jenny is very decorative when massed upon 
shrubbery, and combines well with Scarlet Runner or the 
new Hyacinth Bean. The old Morning Glory, which is 
a garden weed at the South, has received re-enforce- 
ments in the shape of a new Japanese Morning Glory of 
large size and novel coloring, and with variegated foli- 
age. Various ornamental gourds are rapid growers 
while the Moonflower sometimes attains a height of forty 
feet in a single season, producing white moonlike flowers 
that are five or six inches in diameter. We have until 
another spring to decide upon these annuals. 

There is a very common mistake made is setting out 
vines, and this is putting them too near to the wall upon. 
which they are to be trained. Keep them away from it 
at least a foot. This will give room for the trellis, if 
one is needed, and will also give some opportunity to 
cultivate the soil about the roots, an attention which is 
required by vines in common with other plants. A wis- 
taria which is making a good growth needs to be hoed, 
and fertilized. It also needs to be mulched, for warmth 
in winter, and for moisture in summer. It is a safe rule 
to follow that the more rapid the growth, the more at- 
tention must be given to the vine, since by its reaching 
out for necessary plant food, the soil about its base is 
rapidly exhausted.

CoMMENTING EprrorraLLy. on, Col. W. R. Nelson 
of Kansas City, a former summer resident of Magnolia, 
the Bosron H&RALD says: “It is a commonplace observa- 
tion that the days of the great editor—like Greeley and 
Dana and the elder Bowles—are gone, and that news- 
papers now lack personality, and to a certain extent in- 
dividuality. This theory encounters one conspicuous ex- 
ception in the case of William R. Nelson, proprietor of 
the Kansas City Star, who died yesterday at the age of 
74. Born in Indiana, in turn a bridge builder and coi- 
ton planter, at the age of 40 he somewhat accidentally 
fell into the newspaper business for which he proved 
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in a western community, where standards of journalism 
are supposedly lurid, he dressed his sheet so conserva- 
tively that any one-cent evening newspaper in New York 
thus garbed would ‘create a sensation. Col. Nelson would 
rarely allow the name of an author or the source of in- 
formation—like the Associated Press—to go into his 
paper. He would permit no pictures other than line 
drawings. He stuffed the Srar with ‘good reading,’ 
adapted to a wide family circle. In personal expendi- 
tures he was most lavish. Not liking the highway which 
the municipality provided out to his country residence, 
he built one of his own for several miles. His other 
gifts to the city were many and varied. His influence 
in its affairs, both personal and through his newspaper, 
have rarely been equalled.”

EQUAL SUFFRAGE NOTES 


The Manchester Equal Suffrage 
League had a delightfully interest- 
ing meeting and tea at Mrs. Leach’s 
Tea Room, on Wednesday afternoon. 
Mrs. William Codman Sturgis came 
out from Boston, with Mrs. H. E. 
Russell; to give the League a talk on 
Woman Suffrage from the point of 
view of one who has voted for years 
in Colorado and knows the value of 
the ballot. In beginning her talk, 
Mrs. Sturgis mentioned that one of 
her maternal ancestors was a Leach 
of- Manchester; and in speaking of 
Massachusetts she said that she be- 
lieves this state will win equal suf- 
frage next Novenber,—but even it 
that it was plain that she thinks us 
shockingly behind-hand in this mat- 
ter! Mrs. Sturgis is gracious and 
kind in all that she says and does, 
but she makes plain statement of 
facts. She had never heard of the 
“failure’ of Woman Suffrage in 
Colorado until she came to Boston, 
and she is rather amused at the atti- 
tude of those who prefer to listen to 
indirect reports of conditions in 
Colorado and other Western states, 
and to repeat these wild tales among 
themselves, rather than to come. to 
one who knows by direct experience 
and talk it over with her freely, face 
to face with facts! Mrs. Sturgis 
thought that in spite of our many 
advantages in Massachusetts the 
need of justice and freedom is just 
as great here as anywhere, and that 
the really unwomanly thing is the op- 
position to the great wonan move- 
ment which stands for the sisterhood 
of all women. Then she told of some 
of the things the women voters of 
Colorado have been able to accom- 
plish, such as the 8-hour law for wo- 


men, the prevention of child labor, 
the regulation of the public dance- 
hall evils with the. aid of women 
policemen, the improvement of liquor 
conditions, and so on. At the ques- 
tion as to whether equal suffrage had 
broken up home life in Colorado she 
laughed as at a good joke, then add- 
ed seriously that with the Australian 
ballot system such fears were absurd, 
and that if only in the cause of peace 
and quiet and an end to the everlast- 
ing arguments, the men ought to 
enfranchise the women as soon as 
possible ! Mrs. Sturgis is_ herself 
the best possible answer to the argu- 
ment that women will lose their wo- 
manly charm when they become en- 
franchised. And it is not a very 
convincing answer to the flippant 
charge that “restless women only 
want the ballot because they haven’t 
got it,” that so many of these enfran- 
chised women think it worth while 
to help us win our vote here though 
they themselves (really because they 
themselves) have had it and tested it 
for years?

To ANTI-SUFFRAGE COMMUNICATION 


To the Editor of the Breeze: 

In reply to Mrs. Putnam’s com- 
munication in last week’s Breeze. | 
beg to call attention to these facts: 
There is no eight-hour law in Mass- 
achusetts, nor in any states that are 
not Equal Suffrage states. And as 
for the Widows’ Pension Law, like 
many other laws in this state, it ‘s 
a law “without teeth,’ as Miss 
Blackwell so well puts it. For it 1s 
so worded that it may be locally 
evaded (and is thus evaded). Even 
when the industrial and social laws 
here are properly worded, they very 
often cannot be enforced. For in- 
stance, the provision for factory in- 
spection in Mass. is wholly inade- 
quate, and child labor continues in 
spite of the law. While in N. Y. 
state the conditions of woman and 
child labor in the canneries and 
sweat-shops, etc., is so shocking that 
Owen Lovejoy of the Child Labor 
Commission recently said the sooner 
we put an end to “chivalry” and try 
simple justice, the better! The recent 
action of the N. Y. legislature in 
passing the canneries bill, making 't 
legal to work women and children 72 
hours a week, has swelled the Suf- 
frage ranks in N. Y. The women of 
Wyoming and Colorado have obtain- 
ed an 8-hour. law—with teeth! 
(which means with real power to 
back it up).. And they have stopped 
child labor in those states.

PARENT-TEACHER MEETING — 


One of the finest, if not the finest, 
of the meetings of the Manchester 
Parent-Teacher association was heid 
at the John A. Price school ‘Tuesday 
evening when J. Franklin Babb of 
Haverhill addressed the meeting on 
“The Educated Man” to the delight 
and profit of his audience. Seldom 
has the association been able to 
secure a speaker so eloquent and so 
original in ideas and expression as 
Mr. Babb, and the large audience ap- 
preciated the address. The first 
principle of education, Mr. Babb 
said, is -inculcation. With the things 
learned from books must be ‘honest 
thought, if a man is to have a true 
education. If a man’s gleanings from 
his books are not practicable, they 
are not educating; he is merely an 
echo, not a thinker. The speaker 
made it plain that he had no intention 
of disparaging books, which —are 
an ope gate to genius, and through 
which we gain an appreciation of 
literature, music, pictures, -mathe- 
matics, et cetera, and appreciation 
precedes appropriation. 

The second requirement for an 
education is experience, and the most 
valuable experience is the wuncon- 
scious kind. The experience in sor- 
row and trouble as well as in joy and 
happiness that is taught in the wor!d 


tends to inculcate kindness, truth, 
sobriety, and_ sincerity, which are 
necessary to education. The man 


who plays the game, who pretends to 
be pleasant when he is ugly; shakes 
hands with and congratulates a fel- 
low man, when he is, in truth, jeal- 
ous, is the man who is truly success- 
ful. In this world we get what we 
give. Concerning this, Mr. Babb 
said in part: “If you right here in 
Manchester complain that the peopie 
in our town are critical, you are 
yourself a critic; if you cannot trust 
those about you, you are unworthy 
of trust; if you find people censori- 
ous, you are yourself a fault-finder. 
When I take a new parish and one of 
my neighbors comes to call on me 
with a long face and says, ‘Mr. Babb, 
as one who has an interest in the 
church and as one of your neighbors, 
there are a few things I feel it my 
duty to tell you about the people of 
your parish,’ I always remark to Mrs. 
Babb, ‘Put her name down. She is 
the one we'll have to watch.’ ”

MANCHESTER BROTHERHOOD 


The Manchester Brotherhood held 


its semi-monthly meeting in the 
Vestry of the Baptist church, Mon- 
day, Aprilii9. Rev As AC Forshee 


of Dorchester gave a very interesting 


lecture, illustrated by the stereop- 
ticon. His subject was “The Philip-° 
pines.” The pictures were exceed- 


ingly beautiful and gave one a splen- 
did idea of that country. As Mr. For- 
shee had spent several years on these 
islands he proved to be a very inter- 
esting lecturer. 

The islands are volcanic in nature, 
said the speaker in his introductory 
remarks. They were once below the 
sea level. Coral formation is found 
on high mountains. All the islands 
are more or less mountairious. There 
are also large number of earthquakes 
and active volcanoes. Because of the 
rich volcanic soil, warm climaté and 
large per cent. of rainfall the vege- 
tation is very thick. 

The non-Christian peoples of the 
Philippine Islands constitute approx- 
imately an eight of the entire popu- 
lation of the islands.’ Since the 
United States government has come 
in possession of these islands a great 
deal has been done in the way of 
education and industry. 

Owing to the warm 
people wear very little. They are a 
lazy light-hearted people. As nature 
provides them with nearly everything 
—food and clothing—they accquire 
this lazy attitude. Their houses are 
usually built of bamboo and thatched 
with cocoanut leaves or leaves of 
other large plants and trees. Hemp 


climate the 


is used a great deal for clothing 
when other fabrics are not obtain- 
able. 


This government has done a great 
deal towards educating the people of 
that country. Schools have been 
cstablished and agriculture has taken 
a remarkable stride, as well as other 
industries. Rice, corn, sugar-cane 
and bananas are the principal prod- 


ucts. Navigation has also been per- 
fected, and good roads have been 
built. The islands are self-support- 
ing. 

Rev. Mr. Forshee devoted little 
time to explanation of the govern- 


ment of that country. The people are 
not fitted to govern themselves and it 
will require at least another genera- 
tion before they will be amply fit to 
resume this responsibility. 

From the start the speaker held 
the close attention of his audience, 
and all present greatly enjoyed the 
illustrations which he had’ shown 
them.

Are you spraying at the right 
times? Are you spraying at all? 
Are you killing the bees which set 
the fruit for you? 

These are important questions. 
There is no doubt that by spraying 
in the right way at the right times 
you can greatly increase your crops 
and your profits. Are you doing this? 

The bud moth begins its work just 
as the buds begin to open. Spray 
with arsenate of lead paste, three 
pounds (or one and one-half pounds 
powdered arsenate of lead) in fifty 
gallons of water just before the buds 
open. 

The apple worm (codling moth) 
attacks the young apples, beginning 
about the 20th to 25th of June, and 
most of them start in at the blossom 
end. After the blossoms fall there is 


left at the end of the fruit a little. 


cup surrounded. by five small, thick 
green scales, the “calyx lobes.” These 
bend together at the tips, closing up 
the top of the cup, and this is com- 
pleted with most kinds of apples 
about two weeks after the blossoms 
fall. If poison is put into this cup 
while it is still open the closing of 
the top will hold it there till the 
worm comes to feed, and will then 
poison it. Therefore, spray with 
arsenate of lead. As for the bud moth 
(see above), after the blossoms have 
fallen but within ten days after, 1. e., 
before the top of the cup is closed. 
While the blossoms are still on the 
tree they are so large—other parts 
also—that they prevent much of the 
spray from reaching the cup. While 
the trees are in full blossom too, the 
bees visit them and set the fruit. If 
the nectar and pollen they are after 
there is poisoned by spraying at the 
wrong time (during blossoming) 
they are liable to be poisoned and less 
fruit will be set. Therefore never 
allow your trees to be sprayed while 
the large pink or white blossoms are 
still on them for the job will not be 
as well done; less fruit will be set, 
and many bees may be killed. 

Spraying just after the blossoms 
have fallen gives better protection 
from the apple worm; saves the bees 
and sets more fruit. 

Spray again about the 20th to 
25th of June, as the eggs of the 
apple worm will soon hatch and the 
littke worms feed somewhat on the 
leaves before going to the fruit. 
Spraying at this time gets large num- 
bers of the worms before they even 
reach the fruit.

It is most refreshing to note that 
really big men, in intellect, do not 
follow the line drawn by extreme 
partisans. On several occasions dur- 
ing the past two years President 
Wilson and ex-President Taft have 
appeared on the same platform at 
public gatherings, and social visits 
have also been enjoyed by them at 
the White House. The President 
has also entertained ex-President 
Roosevelt, although the latter has 
spent only a few hours in Washing- 
ton since President Wilson took up 
his residence at the White House. 

Several days ago newspaper men

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THOSE shady corners in our garden, which you so 
much deplore, are the very spots in which to show 
your individuality. If the whole enclosure lay in wide, 
unbroken sunshine, there would be some difficult pro- 
blems in keeping it clear of monotony. Shade and sun- 
shine intermingled are better than sun without shade. 

‘Suppose that the pine grove, which your neighbor 
has planted to the north and west of his buildings, as a 
windbreak, cuts off the sunlight from the southeast cor- 
nor of the spot which you wish to beautify. No turf 
will grow under the shadows of those pine trees, and 
you are inclined to be discouraged. 

There is, however, an excellent way of overcoming 
the difficulty. Shrubbery will grow there, if grass will 

not. Set out a row of our hardy native sumach against 
those pines, close up to your division line. Try two 

- rows, if one does not fill the space, and intersperse a 
few shrubs of clethra and shadbush. Inside the sumach, 
plant hardy perennials and ornamental grasses, with the 

taller varieties on the inside. This will make a border 
fully six feet wide, if you allow proper space to each 
row of plants. Inside that border, the turf will grow 
beautifully. 

The pine grove will thus be transformed into a 
thing of beauty. The sumach is always suggestive of 
tropical palms, in its richness of foliage and in the 
autumn, no shrub changes its colors with an effect more 
decorative. The shadbush blossoms very early in the 
spring, and the clethra which has a delightful fragrance, 
is in flower for fully a month at mid-summer. 

If the grove is composed of deciduous trees, there 
will be no difficulty in making the grass grow under 
their shadow. A fine plan then is to put up a small 
summer house in the corner, where it seems to be fitted 
to its Sh St A suitable type is the one rustic 
in composition, six-sided, and made wholly from cedar 
poles and branches, even to the covering of the roof, and 
to the seats and table arranged inside. 

Sometimes one corner of the garden is shaded by a 
tree having very thick foliage, with branches neariy 
touching the ground. To cut off any of these limbs 
is to spoil the beauty of the tree. In such a situation, 
rockwork and ferns are all that you need to complete 
the effect of beauty. Wild ferns of the taller varieties, 
such as the cinnamon fern, interrupted fern, and royal 
fern, will do for filling in the corner. Mosses can be 
transplanted to the rocks, and in the crevices native 
rock ferns, such as polypody and aspidium could be sev. 
You will find that native ferns will grow much better 
than greenhouse varieties, besides living out all winter, 
and increasing in number. If the corner is damp and 
springy, bulrushes will thrive, and you could even essay 
a small lily pond. 

If the corner is only moderately shaded, it might 
be improved by the introduction of a gypsy kettle, set in 
a frame, either square-topped or arching. A climbing 
vine, to run up one of the supports of this frame, and 
across the top, is an improvement. As for the filling 
of the kettle, the ordinary tuberous-rooted begonia is 
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very satisfactory to cultivate in such positions, for it 
does much better than in bright sunlight. It seems to 
prefer the shadow of tall trees, but a thick growth of 
shrubbery does not suit it as well. It needs air in free 
circulation, 

For the gypsy kettle, could be substituted an Italian 
oil jar, or a Chinese fruit jar. Such artistic bits of 
garden furniture can oftentimes be picked up at very 
reasonable rates. ‘hey have beautiful shapes, and are 
made of material fitted to endure the stress of weather 
without permitting it to spoil their beauty. 

A shady corner that is remote from the house is an 
excellent stand for a garden seat. This seat may be 
rustic in character; it may be expensively wrought from 
carven stone; or it may be made of iron, cement or 
wood. A very desirable addition to the garden seat, 
especially for a person who wishes to read or write 
out of doors, is the large umbrella with its iron stand 
and table attachment. However well shaded any place 
upon the lawn may be, there are always sunny spots that 
catch us if we try to read. 

Another good theme to be developed for a shady 
corner is the flat-topped arbor. It is easy to make, and 
its appearance is pleasing. Take four poles about six 
inches thick and at least ten feet long. Drive them into 
the ground for about three feet, to be sure that they are 
firm enough to support the top. Fasten on crosspieces. 
Lattice-work is easily made, and is a pretty finish for 
both top and sides. A green stain makes it harmonize 
with the foliage so finely as to be almost imperceptible. 

Another very satisfactory arbor of the same general 
style is made by using iron supports and a covering of 
woven wire with very large meshes, at least six inches 
wide, over which vines find it easy to clamber. 

The Virginia creeper is one of the most satisfactory 
vines to grow in a shaded location. Most vines love 
sunshine, and it is not easy to find a climbing plant 
which will grow with any degree of luxuriance, when 
sunlight is lacking. 

Sometimes a shady corner will occur among trellised 
vines, set upon each side of a regular walk. In the 
shadowy place, it is well to break the monotony of the 
walk by means of a cement vase, which has much of the 
beauty of stone. Italian marble soon loses its beauty, 
under our colder skies. This was the fit setting for the 
leaden statues of old English gardens, which only turned 
a more soft and lovely gray by exposure to the weather. 
Our best substitute seems to be found in the cement 
vase. 

It may take the form of a shallow tank for gold- 
fishes, with its base set about by the sword-like leaves 
of semi-aquatic plants. The tank can be fitted up in 
fountain fashion, with separate pipes for supply and 
overflow ; or it can simply be filled up nights and morn- 
ings, by means of the garden hose, the waters kept sweet 
by overflowing twice daily. 

Water in a garden is particularly appropriate. If 
possible, let one shady corner be devoted to a wall 
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fountain, which is easily arranged and invariably beau- 
tiful. 


Another ornament which may be used is the sun- 
dial. It may not measure the hours, as it would be 
glad to do in a sunnier situation, but the motive is ap- 
propriate for any location in any garden. A stone base 
looks well, but is not imperative. The dial can be 
bought for a nominal sum, and set securely upon a tree 
stump, if a shade tree in a good situation has to be cut 
down. It is only necessary that the top should be plan- 
ed off perfectly level, and treated to a stain or filler, ‘o 
“make a proper finish. Then, if the points of the com- 
pass are properly observed, no mistake is possible. 

If the shade is deep, the sun-dial can sit in the cen- 
ter of a grass-plot, with walks all about it; but most 
shadow is not so deep as to require this, and a circular 
bed of flowers might enclose it, preferably of begonias 
edged with lobelia, or of sweet alyssum and mignonette. 

On the shady side of a garden, it is sometimes well 
to lay a brick walk, and thus utilize as a passage-way 
the portion which is most difficult to beautify. Between 
the walk and the boundary wall, roots of perennials 
will make a good border. It is a sheltered place for 
early bulbs in the spring. Crimson rambler roses, whici 
are strong and hardy growers in any location, can be 
trained upon trellises. 

The effect of this walk is much enhanced by an 
opening in the fence directly in front of the walk. This 
opening can be emphasized ‘by a wicket gate, or by an 
arch above, hung with climbing roses and the winsome 
wistaria. A Japanese lantern, hung beneath this arch, 
is still another happy thought. 

A brick walk in a garden, especially if set with 
borders of some height, presents the familiar theme of 
the vista, and as such should have a definite object, 
whether the desired end may be an arbor, a sun-dial, 
a fountain, a vase, a lily pond, a garden seat, or an 
arched gateway. 

Now, as to the treatment of a single beautiful speci- 
men of tree, which may stand separate, in the space ai- 
lotted to your flowers,—it is more beautiful than any 
arrangement of posy-beds, so let us not begrude it the 
proper space which it requires. As flowers will not 
thrive in its shadow, let the beds stop just short of the 
rain-drops falling from its boughs. Let a circular gravel 
walk surround it, with green grass only at. its base. 


By building a rustic stairway from the ground to 
the lower branches, such a tree may be transformed into 
an airy lookout for a summer day. A strong platform, 
or even a small and well-formed summer-house, can be 
fitted in among the branches without driving into the 
tree any iron nails or spikes. ae. 

If trees stand near the north side of a house, it is 
often difficult to make grass grow between the house 
and trees. For such a situation, the ideal vegetation is 
the fern, massed in clusters, as it is accustomed to grow 
in its native habitat. ‘he native varieties already men- 
tioned are the best for this purpose, as the maiden-hair, 
while extremely beautiful in its wild state, will seldom 
bear transplanting to a lawn. Many other kinds require 
sunshine to bring them to their best estate, as will be 
shown by the fact that they are found in_ hillside 
pastures, 

An improvement upon the planting of ferns alone 
is made by interspersing them with specimens of our 
native wild aster and meadow-rue. The latter plant is 
hardy, and bears transplanting well. Its foliage is simi- 
lar to that of the maiden-hair fern, and is but little less 
beautiful, while its delicate white flowers, produced 
early in the season, have a delightful fragrance and “1 
tasselated appearance. 

The native asters can easily be procured in-a half- 
dozen ‘different varieties, ranging from the small white 
frost-flowers to the tall and showy New England Aster, 
with its mass of royal purple blossoms. All the asters 
have a delicate foliage which remains inconspicuous 
during the summer months. ‘They come into blossom 
just as the ferns are beginning to fade, at the first hint 
of frost in the air, and their period of inflorescence in a 
sheltered situation often continues for six weeks, before 
it is checked by the severity of the weather. Each dif- 
ferent variety blooms at a little different time from the 
others, and the effect is highly satisfactory. 


If you are so fortunate as to have a bit of wood- 
land, or even a small grove, on your estate, do not be 
content until you have experimented with our native 
rhododendrons and mountain laurel, If the plants are 
carefully dug from a dry place in the open, they are 
almost sure to thrive. They need no protection in 
winter, unless it may be from the January sun; and for 
such a purpose the only requirement is an evergreen 
shelter, a mere screen of hemlock boughs, through which 
the wind is free to penetrate. 
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THe next week will bring a big-influx of summer cot- 
tagers to all parts of the North Shore, more espe- 
cially along the section comprising, Beverly, Pride’s 
Crossing, Beverly Farms, Manchester and Magnolia. 
Such a noteworthy increase in the early-season arrivals 
bespeaks the busy season that has been expected all win- 
ter. Everywhere is there evidence of a long and active 
season along the North Shore.

The contract has been awarded for 
rebuilding about two miles of Man- 
chester’s main highway, beginning 
where a half-mile built last year was 
left off—at Coolidge’s Point, and ex- 
tending toward the center of the 
town, to or beyond Lincoln st. (cor- 
nor of Summer.)

The bids were called for by the 
selectmen through the Mass.

“Tron Cap came through the war 
slump in the price of copper with 
very little inconvenience, the mine 
being dry no expense or loss oc- 
cured during the shut down of No- 
vember and December.

E. P. Stanley moved that his mo- 
tion at previous meeting relative to 
sewer rates be taken from the table. 
Mr. Stanley moved the previous 
question—that the town approve and 
adopt the rates of sewer assessments 
as recommended by the sewer com- 
missioners in their report, viz., $3.00 
minimum rate for 2000 cubit feet of 
water passed through the water 
meter, and 12c for each 100 cubit 
feet in excess of such minimun. He 
put tae motion in that way, he ex- 
plained and hoped the voters would 
kill it. 

The vote’ was put after discussion 
on both sides of the question and re- 
sulted 15 in favor to 87 against. 

Art. 67. Voted the selectmen be 
authorized to petition the bureau of 
statistics for an audit of the town 
accounts as provided. by law. 

On motion of E. S. Knight it was 
voted $195,000.00 be raised by tax- 
ation. Mr. Knight explained that 
total appropriations of $232,212.07 
had been made, and adding to that 
what would be needed for state and 
county tax, on a basis of last year— 
$74,912.63, making a total of $307,- 
124.70 would be needed to run the 
town this year. The assessors felt 
the proper sum to raise by taxation 
was $195,000. 

On motion of Thomas Baker $25 
was voted as salary of the moderator 
at “this democratic meeting,’ and, 
on suggestion of R. C. Allen, the 
thanks of the meeting was also ex- 
tended to Moderator C. C. Dodge. 

The meeting was dissolved at 8.07.

One hundred fifty journeymen 
plumbers of Salem, Beverly, Bever'y 
Farms, Peabody and Manchester de- 
clared a strike Tuesday, pending an 
agreement. between their local union 
and the master plumbers for a new 
working schedule operative for one 
year instead of two. As a result of 
the strike about 90 per cent. of the 
work on buildings in process of con- 
struction in these towns is tied up. 

Two years ago the North Shore 
master plumbers and the journeymen 
/plumbers, through their representa- 
tives, signed an agreement which ex- 
pired on March 19. In the’ agree- 
ment was a clause that sixty days’ 
notice should be given of any desired 
change in the working rules. On 
March 19, the journeymen plumbers 
sent to the master plumbers a 
schedule calling for double pay for 
overtime and no Saturday afternoon 
work except in case of emergency, 
this agreement to be operative for 
one year, As the sixty days’ notice

has not expired the master plumbers 
have not acted definitely, in spite of 
which the strike was declared.

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EQUAL SUFFRAGE NOTES 


4 ‘This week I eneaid like to sum up 


‘a few facts, in view of the mis-state- 
rents that are still going about. 


aay fe statement persists that ‘“‘a 
arge majority” of women in Mass. 
: opposed to Equal Suffrage. But 
their annual meeting last week the 
ee reported an enroll- 
nent of only 30,000, including men 
iid women, opposed to woman suf- 
sirage, and there are 1,074,485 wo- 
men in Massachusetts, so that about 
one per cent. of the woman are op- 
sed. Is that a large majority? 
And a woman recently said to me 
*that she could not make the Antis 
take her name off of their list, al- 
‘though she is now a_ Suffragist! 
By this method of keeping count, we 
see that a few thousand women in 
_ Mass. are actively opposed to Sui- 
-frage, and yet the men are asked to 
consider these rather than the million 
others. Of course, if only one wo- 
man wanted the ballot, the principle 
of justice would remain the same, 
and she should have it. 
_ The Boston public school teachers, 
nearly 3000 strong, have recently 
come out for Suffrage, through their 
official organ, the News Letter. The 
National and International ‘Teachers’ 
Congress had already endorsed 
Equal Suffrage, and there is no ques- 
tion that of all departments of life, 
none deserve the franchise move 
than the teachers of little citizens,— 
unless it be the mothers of little 
citizens. 
Together with the overwhelming 
testimony as to the tremendous num- 
bers of women voting at recent elec- 
tions in Chicago and in Montana 
(their first elections in the latter 
state) there comes testimony to the 
humanizing effect of women at the 


polls, for the elections were more 
orderly than ever before. The same 
effect in California has been men- 


tioned by Senator Works in a recent 
speech in Rhode Island. 

Cardinal Gibbons has made a 
statement that the Catholic church 
is not opposed to Woman Suffrage. 
The Church, he says, takes no offi- 
cial stand in the matter, but “leaves 
it to the good judgment of her chil- 


dren.” In New York recently the 
Suffragists had a “Catholic Day,” 
when several prominent Catholics 


spoke in favor of Equal Suffrage.

Some of the North Shore Islands 


By HELENE SHERMAN 


Mystery Island as Seen from the Railroad Station at West Manchester. 


HE islands along the North Shore which le in an 
almost unbroken line the entire length of the coast 
form a most fascinating feature of the varied scenery 
along this famed resort section. Some are large; some are 
small; almost all are rocky. They have unusual names, 
which must have arisen from stories of wonderful interest 
if we could hear them all. From Marblehead Neck to the 
tip of Cape Ann the line is particularly regular, so that 
it has all the appearance of a promontory, which in ages 
past must have been broken down by the ceaseless beat- 
ing of the Atlantic, leaving, as the only reminder of a 
beautiful land, these islands. Years ago, perhaps, a vir- 
gin forest land with mighty trees sheltered the mainland 
from the stormswept ocean, forming splendid harbors. 
There game was abundant and there, the red man held 
his sway. To us ten long, eventful centuries ago,—to 
the Sphinx and Pyramids, only a flash of time! 

The dreamer has the support of the scientist in this 
belief. Agassiz, upon the occasion of his first visit to 
the Beverly Beach, ventured the surmise that the pic- 
turesque line of islands before him had once been a con- 
tinuous promontory. John H. Sears has been particular- 
ly interested in the subsidence along the North Shore, 
and has made some interesting researches. He found 
stumps of several species, such as the white pine, swamp 
cedar, spruce and ash, in leaf mould and peat beds, one 
to three feet thick, at Nahant. These were covered by 
washed sand and stones, under six to thirteen feet of 


water. At Mingo Beach, Pride’s Crossing, is a peat 
meadow full of the sunken stumps of forest trees; and 
in the Manchester section are a number of such ex- 
amples. Near Chubb’s Island, in the Manchester Harbor, 
at a depth of about eleven feet below high water mark, 
may be seen remains of an enormous, oak stump.  Di- 
vested of sap wood, it is fully twelve feet in diameter 
inside the buttresses. Not far from Chubb’s Island, just 
inside Great and Little Ram, are stumps of white pine 
and oak in leaf mould. At Lobster Cove logs of spruce 
have been found, and red cedar stumps with only 
the heart remaining. 

Magnolia harbor has one of the most familiar ex- 
amples of sunken trees along the Shore. It is a large 
oak stumps, which is only four feet below low water, 
and therefore easily discernible. A large area of sub- 
merged trees was discovered in 1866 at Forest Cove, 
lying southwest of Cape Hedge (Briar Neck), Glouces- 
ter, noteworthy particularly for the diversity of species 
it offered. ‘The stumps were of red cedar, pitch pine, 
maple and birch. It would seem from these facts that, 
at the accepted rate of subsidence, about two feet for 
each century, the dreamer’s vision of a land in normal 
position and trees in full growth a thousand or twelve 
hundred years ago, where the green waves of the Atlan- 
tic now wash our shores, is close to reality. 


Beautiful as the promontory must have been, we 
cannot find it in our hearts to regret that “Nature, the 
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at Plymouth, in fact, by King James. 


good, old nurse” saw fit to take it away from her chil- 
dren, and to leave in its stead the beautiful islands. 
There is hardly one that has not its legend of wrecks, of 
fishing vessels or of colony days. 

’ One of the largest of the islands along the Shore ‘s 
Plum Island, which lies near the mouth of the Ipswich 
river. © It was important in marine affairs, because of its 
location, and was early supplied with a beacon light, 
afterwards replaced by a light-house. This island was 
granted to Capt. John Mason very early in colonial his- 
tory, during the year after the landing of the Pilgrims 
The grant des- 
cribed it as: “The great isle, henceforth to be called the 
Isle of Mason, lying near or before the bay, harbor, or 
river of Agawam.” The General Court of Salem set 
off part of the island to the town of Ipswich (Agawam) 
in 1639, and for many years, the place has been called 
Plum Island, on account of the abundant wild plums 
which grow there. Such, at least, is the generally ac- 
cepted opinion. 

The islands of the Gloucester region seem to have 
played an important part in the history of the North 
Shore. They include many, whose names have been 
made famous by the pens of great poets and by the 
graphic records of the Revolutionary period. — Five 
Pound Island in Gloucester Harbor, is one of the latter. 
In the year, 1775, after the battle of Bunker Hill, the 
ship “Falcon” was sent to the assistance of the British, 
with a brave sailor, Captain Lindsay, in command. The 
vessel came to Ipswich Bay, to the mouth of Annisquam 
Harbor, and, on the eighth of August, overtook two 
schooners from the West Indies, capturing one and chas- 
ing the other into Gloucester, where she ran ashore on 
Five Pound Island. Captain Lindsay was thus able to 
capture his prize, but he paid dearly for the privilege, 
for a hot battle with the Gloucester men followed. Five 
Pound Island received its name from the price, five 
pounds, which was paid for it. ‘The same is true of 
Ten Pound Island, of which the colonial records of 1644 
say: “Ten Pound Island shall be reserved for Rams 
onlie; and whoever shall put on any but great Ramms 
shall forfeit 2s. 6d. per head.” 

In the days when pirates added to the dangers of 
the good ships sailing out of Gloucester Harbor, the 
General Court of Salem offered 35 pounds for each 
pirate hung. After the John Phillips episode, the 
pirates, who were caught, met with a summary end, and 
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Beach Scene near the New Ocean House, Swampscott. 


their bodies were hung as a warning to other wrong- 
doers from the limbs of trees on an island, which was 
named from the occurrence, “Hangman’s Island.” 

Like many another along the Shore, Thacher’s Is- 
land, or as it is sometimes spelt, Thatcher’s Island, was 
named for one of those catastrophes which were so com- 
mon when our forefathers went out to the open sea in 
the crude vessels of the day. In 1635, a pinnace sailed 
from Ipswich bearing the Rev. John Avery with his 
wife and six children, Anthony Thacher with his wife 
and four children, two other passengers and four 
mariners. The boat was bound for Marblehead, where 
Father Avery had been called to preach to the fishermen, 
but on the rocks, ever since called ‘““Avery’s Woe,,” she 
struck and sank. Every soul on board save Anthony 
Thacher and his wife, who were cast upon, and rescued 
from, the island to which they afterwards gave their 
name. In 1771, Thacher’s Island became the property 
of the Colonial Government, and two light-houses which 
are called the “Cape Lights” were erected there within 
a year’s time. 

These are a few of the stories of the many islands 
in this section and while the others, such as Milk, 
Obadiah Bruen’s, Cow, Norawaie, Cormorant, and 
Eagle Islands have just as interesting, if more obscure 
traditions, they may not all be written here. Continuing 
down the coast a little way is Kettle Island, one of the 
prettiest islands along the Shore, and, moreover, one 
which has figured in the history of Manchester and 
Magnolia from the beginning, for was not the first set- 
tler at Magnolia (Kettle Cove), John Kettle, who built 
the very first dwelling in Manchester on the property, 
which is now included in the estate of the late Hon. T. 
Jefferson Coolidge? ‘The island is quite reasonably sup- 
posed to have been named for John Kettle, as it is men- 
tioned as Kettle Island in records as early as 1634, when 
five men of Salem were drowned in the vicinity. An- 
other interesting island in this neighborhood is the pic- 
turesque, little Dana’s Island, which lies in front of the 
first summer home of which Manchester ever boasted, 
that of the writer, Richard Henry Dana. 

The islands of Marblehead Harbor vie with those 
of Gloucester in their treasures of traditions and legends. 
Cat Island, now Irnown as Lowell’s Island, was once the 
cause of a hot controversy between the residents of 
Marblehead and the governing powers of Salem. The 
latter, much against the wishes of former, decided to 
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build a small-pox hospital there. After the erection of 
the building, more small-pox cases broke ‘out, until the 
Marblehead: people feared an epidemic, and the greatest 
intensity of feeling arose against “Castle Pox,” as they 
ironically named the hospital on Cat Island. The crisis 
came early in 1775, when on the night of January 
twenty-sixth, a party of men, carefully disguised, row- 
ed over to the island and burned the hospital to the 
ground. That animosity was not soon forgotten, how- 
ever, seems to be evidenced by the treatment of a man 
named Clark, who, some time after, brought some cloth- 
ing to the mainland from the island. .The citizens were 
so incensed by his action that they took hin from his 


bed at night, and tied him to the public whipping post, 
where he was unmercifully beaten. 
An even more extravagant tale is connected with 


Charles’ Island. in Little Harbor.” The northwestern 
part of the island was leased to Edward Dimond, “shore- 
man,” for thirteen shillings a year. Being Sonian int of 
a recluse, he quickly became a man of mystery in the 
eyes of the quaint folk of y® town® of Marblehead, who 
called him “Old Dimond,” and who supposed him to be a 
wizard. It was said that on windy, stormy nights, Old 
Dimond would go to the Burying Hill and, in the dark- 
ness, “beat about” among the gravestones, and, in a voice 
to be heard on the mainland, even above the roar of the 
storm, would En orders for his ships at sea. Woe be- 
tide the man who dared disobey Old Dimond’s directions, 
for wreckage and sorrow speedily overtook him! His 
reputation as a wizard travelled until he was sought by 
people from distant places for advice, and Old Dimond 
never failed to help the honest and the righteous. ‘The 
dishonest were quickly discouraged from visiting him, 
for his discernment of their sins was immediate and fol- 
lowed by punishment of a novel nature. A_ favorite 
example of this was his treatment of a luckless fellow, 
who came to him for advice after stealing wood from 
a poor widow. Old Dimond “charmed” him and, to 
make the punishment fit the crime, caused him to carry 
a heavy log of wood on his shoulder the whole night 
through. 

It is a far cry from the beautiful “Mystery Isles” 
of today to the “Moulton’s Misery’ of yesterday. The 
Miseries, as the larger and smaller islands were called 
for many years, lie off West Beach at Beverly Farms, 
and have figured in New England annals from the time 
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of Governor Winthrop, when he refers in his Journal to 
Little Misery, as “Little Isle.” In his “Annals of Salem,” 
Joseph B. Felt wrote that Salem had instructed the 
selectmen to see if “payment had been made for Moul- 
ton’s Misery.” Bentley’s “Description of Salem” (1790) 
says the island was “early called Moulton’s Misery from 
a shipwreck.” It seems more than possible that this 
was so, for the passageway between the Miseries and 

saker’s Island, through which the ships were obliged to 
pass, was narrow and unlighted, and to miss it was cer- 
tain destruction. 

It has been, moreover, a common practice wherever 
ships have sailed the seas, to name rocks, reefs and 
ledges for wrecks, and the North Shore is replete with 
such instances, as witness, Norman’s Woe, Rising States 
Ledge, Avery’s Rock, and Bowditch’s Ledge. Whether 
the “Moulton” was directly connected with the wreck, 
of whether it was simply the name of a family who lived 
on the island at the time, or afterwards, will probably 
never be known now that the mist of years has enveloped 
the truth so long. J have read somewhere that the name 
is associated with Robert Moulton, a master ship-car- 
penter, who was sent over by London adventurers in 
1629. He had a descendant who was Secretary of War 
under President McKinley. It is certain that Robert 
Mouton never owned, nor occupied, the island, but it is 
believed that he may have leased it for ship-timber. 

However the Miseries may have obtained their 
name, it is certain that they have had a history that has 
been ever interesting, ever varied. After the Court of 
Assistants had made all islands public property in 1631, 
Thomas Tyler, a son of the Mascononemet, who sold 
the town of Ipswich to the white settlers, asserted claim 
to part of Misery Islands in spite of the decree of the 
Court, and he conveyed Greater Misery to Bartholomew 
Gale. The action was never recognized by the town 
authorities, however, who in 1678, leased the Miseries to 
Captain George Corwin. The ‘oregaa of Captain Cor- 
win’s beautiful and valuable summer home was the be- 
ginning of a long period of gaiety and hospitality on 
Misery Island. It was probably the first resort of fash- 
ion along the North Shore, and their balls and parties 
must have been all that was courtly and ceremonious in 
colony life. The pity is that in the winter of 1782 the 
house was as completely and mysteriously decaolished as 
if evil spirits had infested the island. The reasonable 
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Showing Island off Danas Beach, Manchester, 


supposition is that it became fuel for British cruisers. 
Colonel Franklin Haven of Beverly Farms  pur- 
chased Little Misery in 1886, the same year. in which 


the “Misery Island Syndicate” bought Greater Misery. 
‘The syndicate established a club with the appliances and 
‘means of amusement for yachtsmen on the island, and 
once again, after years of practical desertion, the shores 
of the island rang with festive sounds. 
the Harvard classes of 1881, 1891, on the Island in June, 


The reunion of 


1901, and their golf, their al fresco luncheon, and more 
than all, their singing, are not yet forgotten. The latest 
chapter of the Miseries opened in 1909, when the name 
was changed to “ Mystery Isles,’ and they passed into 
the hands of Edwin Garsia of Chestnut Hill. Mr. Garsia 
made many improvements on the Isles. New roads were 
constructed; shade trees and flowering, shrubs were put 
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out; on the larger island the Casino was built; a goif 
course was laid out; a wall joined the islands; and a 
swimming pool was constructed. It has grown steadily 
in popularity since that time, and is now a delightful re- 
sort, as yet unspoiled in its simplicity. Jacob Rogers of 
the famed Rogers family of Salem, is now the leading 
light in the management of the islands as a summer re- 
sort. An interesting contrast exists in the glowing 1915 
prospectus of the Mystery Island Casino, and a copy of 
the Essex Gazette of 177-, wherein the advertisement of 


the sale of Moulton’s Misery appears just over a notice 
of the sale of a “strong, likely young negro woman’’ to- 
gether with her baby boy. A far cry, indeed, from the 


Mystery Isles of today to the Moulton’s Misery of 
yesterday !

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Motoring through the

Of Interest to Motorists. 


NORTH SHORE motorists driving to and from Boston 

and who wish to keep within a reasonable running 
time should avoid the newly rebuilt state road over High- 
land avenue from Salem to Floating bridge in Lynn. 
Although this stretch of highway has been built at a cost 
of $25,000 and is ‘well laid out and constructed, it is not 
intended for extensive motor traffic or as a through route 
from the North Shore to Boston and beyond. This may 
be a surprise to some motorists who have thought this 
road was to be an additional one to the shore road 
which comes through Medford, Everett, Revere, Lynn 
and along the shore through Swampscott and on down 
to Beverly. On the other hand, the Highland avenue 
road is designed primarily to accommodate heavy traffic 
of non-motorized vehicles between Salem and_ Boston. 
Many a motorist coming from the North Shore has had, 
perhaps, the unpleasant experience of nearly colliding 
with a wagon laden with garden truck if he has strayed 
off the shore boulevard and finds himself on the marsh 
road from Lynn to Revere and Boston. Since the many 
accidents on the Newburyport turnpike from farm 
wagons colliding with automobiles it has been deemed 
advisable to have some road which would be free of 
motors and this old Salem turnpike has been refurbished 
with a thorough repairing with this object in view. The 
only motor route from Boston to the shore is as form- 
erly, along the state boulevard.

With the fact that the improvement of Walnut and 
Elm streets in Salem, near Salem Common, will not be 
a reality for the present summer, at least, the same 
bothersome cffort of mortorists getting through Salem 
will be experienced. | One real improvement has been 
made on Bridge street, Salem, immediately adjacent to 
the Beverly bridge, in cutting down several large elm 
trees which have always been a source of danger to traf- 


fic because of their projecting out into the street. They 
have been replaced with small maple trees. Althouga 
the removal of the great elms will make this thorough- 
fare an uncomfortably warm one, it is still an improve- 
ment.

Trafthe regulations in Beverly and Salem will be 
practically the same this summer as last year. The sys- 
tem of “Bunker Hill white posts” will be in vogue in 
the Garden City and in Salem, traffic officers will be 
maintained in the same places. In Salem there will be 
an officer at Elm street, just beyond the Salem Common 
going into Boston; another at the corner of Essex and 
St. Peter streets and a third a hundred feet beyond 
at the corner of. Essex and Central streets. Motorists 
early in the season should look for two motorcycle of- 
ficers on Lafayette street in Salem, who are on the 
watch for overspeeding.

Motorists are appreciating the great improvement in 
Swampscott on the new addition to the boulevard on 
Humphrey street from Monument square to Puritan 
road. The street is 70 feet wide and is block-paved, the 
space between the double car tracks being faced with 
brick. From a point where the boulevard runs from 
Puritan road to the trolley turnout for about 600 yards 
the road has been paved with a coating of cement.

Puritan road, Swampscott, is closed temporarily 
while extensive repairs are being made to this motor 
thoroughfare.

Application for 
rooms at the various hotels have been most encouraging 
to the proprietors and over fifty per cent. of the summer 
homes have been rented thus far, which exceeds the de- 
mand of several previous seasons. There have been 
much building operations, especially at East Gloucester 
where the greatest amount of the summer business 1s 
realized. 

The green on the wild rose bushes and the hedges 
and the delicate white bloom of the wild pear tell us 
that the season has been ushered in. Already cottagers 
have arrived in different sections while many hotels are 
open receiving guests. _ Warm appropriate weather iS 
eagerly anticipated by those in the summer hotel busi- 
ness and taking the European situation into considera- 
tion as applied to travelers, one of the biggest and earli- 
est seasons ever, is the word passed along. While places 
have been taken up by the summer folk, there is gener- 
ally. accommodations arranged for people desirous of 
coming there, therefore Gloucester citizens deem it the 
wisest idea to hold as a slogan, “Room in Gloucester!” 

The “Build Now” Campaign in Gloucester has 
found’ two advocates among the hotel keepers in East 
Gloucester, besides the local land owners and _ several 
fine new houses have been erected by local contractors. 
The hotels receiving extensive improvements are the 
Merrill Hall, on Eastern Point Road and the Thorwald 
at Bass Rocks.

Grace Buell and her son, George Crosby. The house 
will open the first of June for the season.

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SEcRETARY Meyer has made an attack upon the 
Daniels administration of naval affairs. The attack ap- 
pears to be political rather than peronal; it is a conflict 
of ideas as to policy in naval affairs. It is well that 
the Navy should be open to public criticism. The navy 
is the strong arm of peace, and negligence in this branch 
of our national affairs would be serious. The policy of 
expenditures for naval purposes have not been great. 
No one denies the expense that is involved in maintain- 
ing a navy. Every lover of peace would welcome the 
day when the investments that are sunk in gigantic naval 
enterprises could be stopped. But the international situa- 
tion is such that the lovers of peace cannot but know 
that progress must be made and that the naval equip- 
ment should be increased. Militarism is a pernicious 
and destructive policy for any government. It arouses 
false ideas of national patriotism and is an insidious 
poison working harm not alone to the state as a unit of 
government, but to the citizen as an individual; and 
the monetary harm done is the least of all the consider- 
ations against it. A progressive naval policy does not 
mean that the nation shall turn itself over to a militaris- 
tic propaganda; it means that this country must be able 
to protect itself in order to avoid the very entanglements 
that are feared. There is, of course, a danger in a 
large naval force with militaristic ambitions, but such 
dangers are less than the perils of an unprepared navy. 
With a national government devoted to the idea of a 
small standing army a strong and effective navy is 
doubly necessary. 


C. W. Barron, in the volume fresh from the press 
entitled “The Audacious War,” gives it as his opinion 
that a war between Germany and Russia was inevitable 
at the end of two years. Two years, because at that 
time a commercial treaty which Germany had enjoyed 
before this war began, expired. The terms of that com- 
mercial treaty have always been humiliating to Russia. 
Under the conditions that have existed Russia has never 
been able to shake itself free of the iron hand. Russia 
saw the shadows of coming events and realized that Ger- 
many would insist upon the treaty being renewed upon 
the old terms and Russia has also known that such a 
renewal would be impossible and that Germany would 
force the issue and so would Russia even to the neces- 
sity of war. The war that was inevitable came two 
years earlier than anticipated. As matters stood in the 
early days of the war the advantage was Germanic; but 
the unexpected happened, Great Britain declared war. 
This upset all the calculations of Germany. But it 1s 
fortunate for the future world’s peace that the conflict 
has so many belligerent nations. A speedy peace is more 
likely than in a drawn out contest between Russia and 
Prussia. The war is audacious, but it has some com- 
pensations. Americans are neutral, but Americans are 
not so neutral but what they can wish that Germany had 
waited with more patience and learned the lessons of 
peace and arbitration.

An interesting Anti-Suffrage, 
Anti-Socialist rally under the aus- 
pices of the Men’s Anti-Suffrage 
league was held Saturday, May first 
at eight o’clock in Fanieul hall, Bos- 
ton. The Hon. John A. Sullivan 
presided, Mrs. A. T. George and T. 
Mitchell Galvin were among those 
who spoke. 


It will be of interest to the readers 
of the North Shore Breeze to hear 
that Mrs. William Lowell Putnam 
spoke on “Motherhood” at the regu- 
lar Friday afternoon meeting of the 
Anti-Suffrage association, 685 Boyls- 
ton st., Boston. Mrs. Putnam’s talk 
was particularly significant because 
of the approach of Mother’s Day, 
Sunday, May second. Following 
Mrs. Putnam’s talk Miss McCeary 
spoke on Anti-Suffrage and Mrs. 
Felix Fox, Mrs. Georgie K. Lassell 
and Miss Marion Fox entertained 
musically,

welcome which is ever present at the 
Anti-Suffrage rooms was extended 
to all.

The Manchester Branch 
Massachusetts Anti-Suffrage associa- 


tion held a large meeting Tuesday ; 


afternoon at the home of Mrs. Harry 
W. Purington, School street, when 
Miss Edith Melvin of Concord was 
the speaker of. the afternoon. Miss 
Melvin gave a concise and compre- 
hensive address, speaking first of the 
reasons for the founding of an Anti 
organization. The accepted theory 
seems to be that “silence. gives con- 
sent,” and it was to prevent this 
theory from becoming current with 
regard to the suffrage question that a 
society in opposition was founded. 
Miss Melvin spoke of the large num- 
ber of Anti-Suffragists in the Com- 
monwealth, and made mention of the 
Drury bill, which would have given 
every woman of voting eligibility an 
opportunity to express her opinion. 
The suffragists were greatly opposed 
to the bill and worked against it. 
Some of Miss Melvin’s statistics 
were very enlightening, especially on 
the statement that woman suffrage is 
“bound to come.” Michigan was con- 
sidered quite a suffrage strongho. | 
during the campaign of 1913, and in 
the whole state there were only two 
papers, which were anti-suffrage. 
Nevertheless, the question was de- 
feated by 96,144. Suffrage was de- 
feated in Ohio by 87,455 in 1912, by 
182,905 in 1914. There are 1,131,000 
women over 21 years of age in Mass- 


of the: 


achusetts, and in their 50 years of 
agitation the suffragists have enroll- 
ed only 55,000 members (including 
mien and minors), while in 20 years 


the anti-suffragists have obtained a 


membership of 31,160 women of 
voting age, which number is, of 
course greatly augmented by the 
Junior league and the Men’s league. 
The total number of women voters 
in the United States is 700,000, while 
there are in Massachusetts alone, 
1,131,000 woman of voting age. 

Miss Melvin expressed her belief 
in the need of an improved rather 
than an increased, but different elec- 
torate. She quoted the dissatisfac- 
tion which a prominent man suffrag- 
ist of Boston has expressed with the 
suffrage methods. He seriticized 
severely the laxity on the part of the 
suffragists, which allowed 16 year 
old girls to sell suffrage papers and 
to accost men with a request that 
they vote pro-suffrage on the streets. 


Miss Melvin dwelt somewhat on 
the question of the fitness of men 
and women for their widely differ- 
ing, but cooperative, duties in life. 
The men to be the providers and pro- 
tectors, and the women to be the 
home makers and the keepers, is the 
normal and ideal mode of living. 

A good citizen is developed, 
through an understanding of the 
meaning of personal honor, and of 
the fundamentals of life, and not by 
the right to cast a ballot. Female 
suffrage does not seem to have work- 
ed toward the purification of politics, 
prohibition, or the abolition of child 
labor, judging from conditions in 
those states where woman has the 
ballot, as constrasted with man-suf- 
rage states. In San Francisco there 
are today 35,000 saloons, and -many 


public dance halls of a not altogether 


desirable character are springing up 
about the Exhibition grounds. The 
four women, who are in the Colo- 
rado legislature voted for the much- 
discussed race-track law. Suffragists 
make their appeal to the industrial 
women of the country, by describing 
the benefits the ballot will bring to 
wage-earners, but, Miss Melvin said, 
economical conditions control labor 
conditions without regard to politics. 
Massachusetts has a 54-hour a week 
law for woman workers, a maternity 
law, and a minimum wage law, and 
was, moreover, the first state in the 
Union to have any of these provi- 
sions for women workers. There is 
also an eight-hour a day law for 
boys and girls under 16 and 18 years. 
Ours is the only state where the 
wages of a woman factory worker 
cannot be cut down on account of 
broken machinery. 


EQUAL SUFFRAGE NOTES. 


We can learn certain lessons from — 
the Anti-Suffrage meeting held in. 


Faneuil Hall, Boston, on the evening 
of May tst. In the first place, over 
$1000 was spent on this one little 
meeting, so we can easily see what 
tremendous sums the Antis are pre- 
pared to spend on their whole cam- 
paign of opposition. (And all Waste!) 


Suffragists cannot afford to spend so” 


much money (in proportion), be- 


cause the great bulk of their mem-_ 


bers are working people and profes- 


sional people, — including writers, 
teachers, scholars, scientists and 
other thinkers,—and the _ so-called 


“interests” do not help us, but work 
against us.  Suffragists must—and 
will—make work, sacrifice, enthu- 
siasm and truth over-balance the 
wealth of the Antis and the Inter- 
ests. But the second lesson is more 
encouraging, for, in spite of this be- 
ing the one “big” spring rally of the 
Antis in Boston, and tremendously 
advertised, it was not a big meeting 
and a good proportion of the audi- 
ence must have been Suffragists, 
judging by the applause and laughter 
which came in the wrong places! A 
Boston newspaper man said that the 
artificial 
emblem of the occasion were typical 
of the artificiality of the whole meet- 
ing and of all the Anti arguments ; he 
also called it a “cold storage meet- 
ing.” And a prominent business man 
of Boston said that the Antis must 
be hard up if they had to get ‘Mr. 
John Sullivan and Mr. T. M. Galvin 
to speak for them. They are! There 
was not one representative person 
among the speakers. But Mrs. 
George of Brookline is an able speak- 
er and she is too clever a woman not 
to know that many of her statements 
were false. She and other Antis 
know as well as we do that Equai 
if it does, why has Socialism not 
come in the Suffrage states and coun- 
tries? If Woman Suffrage is anti- 
Christian, how is 
tarian Church and many priests and 
ministers of the Catholic, the Epis- 
copal, the Baptist and other churches 
have endorsed Suffrage? And that 
in all our churches the women are 
sixteen to one man? The Antis know 
better, but they continue to repeat 
these silly and outrageous statements 
in hope of frightening ignorant peo- 
ple. It reminds us of the saying, 
“But you can’t fool all the people ail 
of the time!” It remains to be seen 
whether the bogus fears of the Antis 
and the money of the Interests will 
triumph next November.

SuBJECT TALK 


BY 


speaker before the Manchester 
Brotherhood at its semi-monthly 
meeting Monday evening. Mr. 


Babson visited South America last 
fall and his talk Monday night was 
along the line of his observations in 
that country. He said in part: 

“T have just returned from an 
18,000 mile trip about South Amer- 
ica where I heard 18,000 stories all 
of which were different. This will 
be an effort to boil these 18,000 
stories down to one simple tale. 

“First let me say that we show 
great ignorance in speaking of South 
America as a unit. It is too large 
and varied to refer to in any such 
terms. Even one country—Brazil— 
is as large as our United States, and 
its coast line alone would stretch 
from Boston to Liverpool. And 
there are ten distinct and different 
nations in South America alone not 
counting the Guianas. Considering 
all of Latin America we find there 
are twenty different countries. 

“The table-lands of the north 
which include Venezuela and Colum- 
bia are beautiful, but their utilization 
is too far distant to interest us now. 
Our children may be able so to travel 
about in these countries that it will 
be practical for them to buy land and 
raise cattle, coffee and the like. To- 
day, however, the good lands are in- 
accessible for practical purposes. 
Excepting for a few cities, the north 
can be forgotten for the moment. 

“The West Coast including Ecua- 
dor, Peru, and northern Chile is 
doubtless rich in minerals, nitrates, 
etc., but it need not be seriously con- 
sidered today. Perhaps our grand- 
children may go there for agricul- 
ture; but irrigation must be used. 
Considering the vast unused areas in 
other portions which do not need ir- 
rigation, it is useless now to consider 
the possibilities of Peru. Here again, 
with the exception of Lima, Anto- 
fagasta and two or three other cities, 
the West Coast north of Valparaiso 
may be forgotten for sales opportun- 
ities or other immediate possibilities. 

“This is especially true so long as 
the present sanitary and_ political 
conditions exist. Unfortunately, I 
cannot pass judgment on Bolivia. I 
am told it is very rich and has a 
bright future. Sometine, I want to 
make a long visit to. Bolivia. It ‘s 
said to be very rich in minerals and 
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also to present fine possibilities ; 
while land there can now be pur- 
chased for almost nothing. 


“Valparaiso and Santiago are good 
cities. Valparaiso (next to San 
Francisco) is the largest western 
port on the Pacific Ocean. Although a 
breakwater is under construction, the 
harbor is now only an open road- 
stead and ships must go out to sea 
when certain storms arise. More- 
over, Valparaiso is built in the side 
of a mountain which, with the city’s 
susceptibility to earthquakes, makes 
building rather unattractive. San- 
tiago, however, situated less than one 
hundred miles inland, is an attrac- 
tive city. These two places combined 
offer a good market for our goods. 
The south of Chile is a fine country 
—fertile and rich in timber with 
some coal. There also are good 
rivers suitable for both irrigation 
and water power. But with all these 
good things combined there is not 
much. The valley is less than one 
hundred miles wide and the southern 
portion is fit only for sheep raising. 
Hence, although attractive and a 
good place to live, it is not large 
enough to get excited over. 

“The East Coast of South Amer- 
ica is another story. Every inch of 
it is fertile and its vastness is beyond 
comprehension. A large portion of 
the East Coast is low and humid. 
The South is too wet and the north 
too hot. There are insects of all 
sizes and varieties, snakes of known 
and unknown brands, not to mention 
the natives which vary from the high 
grade intelligent Argentine scholar to 
the naked, savage Brazilian Indian. 

“However, with all these difficul- 
ties, I am a great believer in the Fast 
Coast of South America, not only 
for my children and grandchildren 
but for this present generation. The 
section from Bahia Blanca, Argen- 
tine, to Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, 
(1500 miles) extending about 400 
miles westward, is a gold mine. 
Moreover, being as large as all of 
our country east of the Mississippi, 
it is worthy of careful study. 

“This area includes the best part 
of Argentine, the whole of Uruguay, 
most of Paraguay, and the southern 
part of Brazil. Argentine is the 
wonder of America Its farms are 
beyond description. Its cities are the 
most active imaginable. Its people 
are as fine as you would want to 
meet anywhere. I had just as soon 
live in Argentine as in the United 
States. It should. become a great 
customer for our goods. Uruguay 
is a little country; but very much 
alive. It is now almost wholly de- 
voted to cattle raising. Argentine 


has many fine cities, Buenos Aires, 
Rosario, Mendoza, Rio Blanca, and 
the like. Uruguay’s energy is cen- 
tralized in Montevideo. 

“Paraguay is very rich in timber 
and cattle lands. It, however, is 
now inhabited only by indians and 
hence, lands are very, very cheap. In 
Argentine, Uruguay nor Paraguay 1s 
there any manufacturing to speak of 
today. These countries for years to 
come will be great exporters of 
grains, cattle, and their by-products, 


and are importers of manufactured —

goods. 
facturer should have branches in this 
section which is on the verge of a 
great awakening. 

“In this section, I also include 
southern Brazil which is my favorite 


land of all so far as climate goes. 


Here is a great section eight hun- 
dred miles long and four hundred 
miles wide situated on a_ high 
plateau. It is healthy, cool and com- 
pares very favorably with any sec- 
tion of any land. It is the southern 
California of South America and 
Sao Paulo is its capital. This city is 
located 2500 feet above sea level and 
hence a few miles from the coast. 
Its port is Santos from which our 
coffee comes. Sao Paulo has now 


over 300,000 people and will soon ~ 


Any ~ 


have 1,000,000 of inhabitants. 
one desiring to go to South America 
to live should at least visit Sao Paulo 
before settling elsewhere. 


“Sao Paulo is also the center of 
the manufacturing industry of South 
America. Outside of southern 
Brazil there is little manufacturing; 
but I was surprised at the textile 
mills, shoe factories and other plants 
located in Sao Paulo. In my mind, 
climate is a great factor. I have al- 
ways confined my investments to fer- 
tile but cool climes. Sao Paulo is 
the center of just such a rich and 
temperate region. | Space does not 
permit me to treat further of this 
here; but in our special South Amer- 
ican Service will from time to time 
mention definite money making op- 
portunities which this region offers 
to North American capital. 

“Let me say, however, that the 


only safe way to invest money or to — 


sell goods in South America is to 
arrange with some good catholic 
young man in whom you have con- 
fidence to go there and live. There 
is nothing in these flying trips nor im 
long distance control. If we U. 5. 
A. citizens hope to do anything per- 
manent in South America, we must 
adopt the German apprentice system 
where the best young men go to 
foreign fields for periods of ten or 
more years, often marrying native 
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woman (who in many cases are su- 
perior to our girls) and sometimes 
settling down for life. We must 
leave playing with South America. 
We already are looked upon as 
“four flushers and bluffers.” Let us 
quit talking about South America or 
else let us send our young men down 
there seriously to stay as do the 
young men of Germany and Eng- 
land. 
“Concerning the great resources of 
South America I am fully convinced. 
Concerning the great opportunities 
there, | have no doubts. The only 
question which troubles me _ is 
whether or not we—a _ democratic 
people with a democratic form of 
_government—can develop a_ success- 
ful foreign trade under present con- 
ditions when force rules the world. 
The English have’ developed great 
foreign trade at the point of their 
guns. The Germans have developed 
_ great foreign trade through subsidies 
and trusts. The whole foreign trade 
game—as played today—is contrary 
to the fundamental principles of de- 
mocracy. Considering that our gov- 
ernment is apt to become more— 
rather than less—democratic, and 
that the powers of the masses will 
gradually become greater, while the 
influence of capital may consequently 
- became less, what is the outlook for 
our foreign trade, and investments? 
England and Germany have adopted 
“dollar diplomacy” accompanied by 
the “big stick.” Will we? I think 
not. 
“Hence, I believe that there are 
two things which we absolutely need 
in order to develop a real foreign 
trade with Latin America: 

“(1) Protection for our invest- 
ments abroad, so that we can safely 


extend credits and start banks. The 
Europeans ‘have established credit 
for their people through making 


trary to democratic ideas, it is very 
improbable that out people will stand 
for such a policy. 

“(2) Freedom from dependence 
on foreign ships, cables, and other 
means of exchange. Here again 
_ Europe has established prestige for 
its manufacturers and shippers in a 
_ way that our people will be very re- 
HM luctant to assent to. 

_ “Tt therefore seems to me that we

The North Shore Babies Hospital. 


: 


THE annual ‘Tag Day to raise money for the North 
~ Shore Babies’ Hospital at Salem is set for Saturday 
the fifth day of June and plans are underway to make it 
‘a notable occasion, for the past year has been the most 
“important one in the history of this worthy institution 
‘and what is accomplished for the stricken mothers in the 
great Salem fire has established it in warm public esteem. 
Last Monday the directors of the hospital held a meeting 
and transacted some few items of business and received 
the reports of the year from the hands of the printers. 
The report of the executive committee was of unusual in- 


terest for the work of the year was one of opportunity 
which was embraced to its fullest extent, and consequent- 
_ ly the summer was one of unusual strain on the treasury. 
The story of the work of the hospital when the great 
fire of last June made demands upon it, is graphically 
) given by Mrs. Margaret L. Ropes, secretary. She says: 
“As June was a comparatively cool month we had 
only about 15 babies up to the time of the fire. About 
three o’clock in the afternoon the hospital, was offered to 
the city officials and the Salem Hospital for fire refugee 
service. At five o’clock the first case was received com- 
ing from the Salem Hospital. All that night the hospital 
staff prepared modified milk for the burned out babies all 
over the city. This work, averaging 500 feedings daily, 
was continued until the regular station was established 
several days later. It was accomplished late at night, 
after our own feedings had been prepared, and working 
under difficulties as the regular supply of light and water 
was cut off. 

| “The day following the fire automobiles came bring- 
ing the little helpless victims. Our superintendent rose to 
the emergency and, when asked the limit of the hospital, 
replied, “the sky is the limit.” Just think what the hos- 
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pital meant at this time to the stricken parents: a haven 
of rest for the most dependent. Situated outside the city, 
surrounded on two sides by water, it stood with open 
doors ready to receive ‘the weary little travellers who 
could not understand. 

“The days following were busy days for everybody. 
From a quiet road, Dearborn street, which leads to the 
hospital, was turned into an active thoroughfare,—new 
cases coming in, others departing, families and friends of 
the children coming to visit. People of all walks of life 
interested in the babies visited the hospital. The list in- 


cludes the governor of New Hampshire and many officers 
of the militia throughout the country. 

“A complete outdoor ward, necessitating additional 
nurses, lighting, and food supplies, was immediately set 
up in twenty tents. Seventeen of the tents were used for 
the babies, one for the commissary, one for service and 
one for headquarters. very race and creed was repre- 
sented. As a general thing two babies occupied each tent. 
In the outdoor ward the well babies were cared for until 
their parents found new homes. © Later babies came with 
various conditions due to the housing and living of the 
refugees. . The effect of the fire was felt in our work 
the entire season. Fortunately the summer was a cool 
one or the proposition of caring for all the sick babies 
would have been very serious. 

“Tt was a-happy sight to see the little refugees sit- 
ting out in the sun at meal times or rolling upon blankets 
spread upon the grass. ‘The smallest refugees spent their 
time in baby carriages under the trees. The volunteer 
workers were a great help to the regular nurses with the 
well babies. All through the summer the joy of service 
could be felt in and about the North Shore Babies’ Hos- 
pital.”

Apple Blossom Time 


By SALLY STORROW 


OW is the time for all motoring people, really loving 
nature, to see her in the freshest glory of spring 
bloom. Many say they “just adore Nature,’ who have 
not even a bowing acquaintance with her. ‘Their idea of 
nature-worship usually consists, if they are middle-aged, 
in joining the Rocking Chair Brigade, on a hotel piazza, 
or if they are young, of short ‘walks through nearby 
gardens or woods to escape for the period, perhaps, too 
irksome chaperonage. 

Still others reluctantly leave town, its opera, gayety 
and shops, for the necessary summer vacation. These 
stay with crowds, and travel dusty roads in hordes, in 
swarming motors. 

A drive that takes one away into inland solitudes 
where unspoiled New England smiles with all her coun- 
try witchery would not appeal to them. 

The Boston-Portsmouth road, from Hamilton to 
Newburyport offers a pleasing journey to artist or poet, 
or to layman with appreciation of either spirit. At this 
season when apple trees are in their best bloom it should 
not be missed. Hamilton’s wide smooth roads, and trim 
fields, its careful orchards, its elms drooping here and 
there, the roadway set about at intervals with natural 
hedge reminds one of the fair English April land. 

Through Ipswich’s ancient streets, and comely Meet- 
ing house green, down the long hill where tiny Egypt 
river runs free at its base over stones and shallows, to 
merge itself in the wide salt marsh waters, one comes up 
a slope again to meet the charming vista of a tiny hamlet 
strung along the road, to the foot of high Jewett Hill. 
This is Ipswich Village, and here we always leave our 
car at ‘Y® Ancient Rose Tree,” to climb on foot the ris- 
ing slope of the hill pasture for the wonderful view at 
the top. If the sky is blue, and “‘clear as a bell,’ one sees 
the misty Isles of Shoals phantom-like in refraction, and 
dim Monadnock far over distant reaches to the north. 
The eye travels over Rowley, Newbury Old Town, Broad 
Water and Plum Island. Ox Pasture hill, where Mrs. 
L. Carteret Fenno’s stately brick dwelling crowns the 
summit, is opposite. On the southern side lies the fair 


panorama of distant Cape Ann, with its suggestions of 
towns and shipping,—and between is Ipswich with 
marshes, meadows, tree tops and town-roofs and a glint 
of the “Blue Dragon,” or Ipswich river, shining at in- 
tervals. 

The hill itself offers so many charming bits for 
sketching one longs to remain, to explore its many de- 
lights. : ‘ 

At the bottom of a little ravine that the ancient 
glacier thrust sculptured cunningly to make an effect as 
if planned by skilful landscape gardener, long sprays 
of tamarack and wild rose bend over the water. Laven- 
der colored stems of blackberry make tracery over a 
gray stone wall. Erect alder stems and bright orange 
buds of blueberry bushes rise from amidst delicate grasses 
like a Japanese print. Lovely tints of rose and lavender 
and gray show against dark pines and savins on the upper 
hill, and at the end of the ravine is a flashing glimpse of 
palest orange-yellow against a deep turquoise blue band. 
This is the sand-dunes against the Broad Water. 

But if we are to see the apple trees we must hasten 
on, so down the hill and back to the car—We stop to ad- 
mire the “Rose Tree” doorway with Colonial settles at 
each side, and vines on lattices over the house front. A 
tablet at the doorway tells us that ‘‘y® ancient house was 
built by Capt. Aaron Jewett, commanding the Ipswich 
men who started for Lexington from near this spot.” 
Cameras are always produced for the doorway, and it has 
been most charmingly photographed by Mary Northend 
especially, for use in magazine illustration. Also the 
memory of scones, jam and clotted cream causes us to 
make mental note to visit ‘““Y® Rose Tree” often. We 
skim over smooth roads, through Rowley by shining 
marsh vistas and the spring green of wood and meadow, 
and into that blessed abode of bloom-topped gnarly apple- 
trees of Old Town. Drive slowly here, and when you 
have seen the crowning charm of May in pinky bloom 
of apple and peach and plum, with misty fragrant white 
of pear and cherry thickly set through all the little farm- 
holds and dotting the fertile meadows, return the same 
way, for of beauty like this one can never tire. 
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i THE season of 1915 along the North Shore is coming on 
with a rush. Everywhere there are evidences of life 
and renewed activity over previous seasons. A larger 
number of families are settled at their estates and cot- 
tages along the shore between Nahant and Cape Ann than 
ever before at this time of year. The coming week will 
see scores of families settling for the season. The only 
thing needed to put a finishing touch on things is a 
few warm days.

A basement 
extends under the whole building where are located the 
kitchen, heating apparatus, storerooms, etc. The porch 
extends around three sides of the building and on the 
eastern side a terraced lawn, enclosed by a stone balus- 
trade, faces the veranda.

~ LUSITANIA AND INTERNATIONAL LAW 


Tae Fring LInEs oF THE OCEAN CODE 


d Says the New York EvENING Post in a review of the 
a questions of international law arising from the Lusi- 
tania’ incident: 
a The case of the Lusitania is not quite so simple as it 
appears to the man in the street, who can think only of 
the horror of the tragedy. The law of the sea draws very 
fine lines. ‘Thus, had the submarine given 30 minutes’ 
warning to the crew and passengers, the exploit would 
have gone down in history as one of the most brilliant 
in annals of naval warfare. 

Again, the question whether the ship was convoyed 
is of enormous importance. There has already appeared 
a vast deal of criticism of the British admiralty for its 
failure to protect the Lusitania. But those who are so 
glibly finding fault are ignorant of the fact that if the 
ship was convoyed, even by a couple of torpedo boats, 
the submarine was entitled under law of the sea to treat 

her precisely as if she were a man-of-war. This has al- 
ways been the case, even during the Napoleonic days. 

It may well be that the admiralty deemed it wiser 
not to convoy the Lusitania for this very reason. Ac- 

cording to survivors, the appearance on the surface of 

the submarine and the discharge of the torpedoes took 
place so suddenly that, if destroyers or torpedo boats 
had been accompanying the great liner, they could not 
have saved her. It is plain, therefore, that our govern- 
ment cannot be certain of the exact culpability of the 
Germans until this question of the convoy is definitely 
settled. 

The question of the ammunition on board has both- 
ered many amateur authorities on international law, and 
‘even some people in responsible positions. Without rea- 
son, however. The fact that the Lusitania had several 
thousand boxes of ammunition in her hold did not in 
any wise alter her status as a merchant ship entitled to 
sufficient time to let her crew and passengers escape be- 
fore the ship was sunk. It gives the Germans a talking 
point, but does not alter the essential situation, which is 
this: Up to this time the law of the sea demanded the 
removal of crew and passengers, when the prize could not 
be taken into a harbor. 

It is a curious fact that there are some defenders of 
Germany’s torpedoing the Lusitania to be found in Wash- 
ington: these club strategists insist that the warning given 
in New York before the Lusitania sailed was a cOmpli- 
ance with the warning demanded by international law— 
which is, of course, an absolute absurdity, since the warn- 
ing has always related to captured ships when in the 
presence of the enemy man-of-war. Driven from this 
position, they point out that a submarine could not stop 
the Lusitania merely by appearing on the surface, either 
in front of the liner or upon her beam, and ordering her 
to stop. 

They maintain, therefore, that the submarine could 
only do what she did, or else admit her impotency. To 
this the answer is, that if we are to have submarine war- 
fare hereafter, some adjustment of international law will 
indubitably have to be made to cover this and other new 


points raised by the use of the new weapon of sea war- 
fare; but that no nation has the right to change inter- 
national law to suit itself in the middle of a war. 

It is no defence, experts in international law point 
out, to say that Germany was forced to this action by 
England’s efforts to blockade her ports and starve out 
her women and children. The United States government 
from 1861 to 1865 blockaded the coast of the confederate 
government for the express purpose of bringing about 
the end of the rebellion by starving out the confederate 
armies. 

No one criticises the policy of the North in estab- 
lishing that blockade as a military measure, and certainly 
the confederates did not consider that the blockade gave 
them the right to violate international law. And the 
blockade, be it noted, did drive the Confederacy to the 
use of what were practically submarine boats, with a 
success in sinking federal blockaders that is astounding 
to those not familiar with the facts. One might almost 
say that the Germans are merely beginning where the con- 
federates left off. 


AY 18 is now an easily remembered date, requiring no 
especial reminder of its significance as the day de- 
voted to peace and arbitration; but this year it makes a 
stronger appeal than ever before to the heart and con- 
science of our nation. While there are those who decry 
the entire peace movement at this time as a harping upon 
“peace when there is no peace,” the best thought of the 
day is centered upon it and the keenest intellects are 
studying the best way to attain the much desired condi- 
tion. 

In view of the events now transpiring across the sea, 
it seems incredible that war should be longer advocated 
by any one accustomed to look beneath the surface of . 
things, or who is interested in the future welfare of the 
nations or of the human race. Never in the world’s his- 
tory has there been such an accumulation of horrors as 
those which characterize the present conflict. Never such 
sacrifice of life, such suffering, such destruction of the 
flower of physical manhood; or so many wrecked homes, 
blighted lives and crushed aspirations. There are so 
many sorrowing women and little children who have been 
defrauded of a happy childhood. And for what, and to 
what purpose? A mere dream—of power, of prestige, 
of fear. 

It is an encouraging omen that in the present conflict 
the element of personal glory seem lacking. No names 
appear likely to be emblazoned especially high upon the 
roll of fame to distract the attention of hero-worshippers 
from the hard, cold facts of present-day “civilized war- 
fare.” Stripped of romance and personal adulation, the 
folly and actual imbecility of the present carnage stand 
out stark and grim against the desolation of lands and of 
peoples whom God intended for happiness and prosperity. 

Let every heart and every mind be opened wide to 
absorb the lessons of Peace and Arbitration day, and 
alert. to apply them when the opportunity shall appear, 
as in the natural course of events it must, in the not dis- 
tant future—Tnre NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF PATRIOTIC

THe PRESENT STRAINED RELATIONS between the 
United States and Germany demonstrates the folly of 
believing it will be possible for the gevernment to pursue 
a laissez faire policy concerning the army and navy. As 
much as America loves peace it cannot be obtained by 
crying for peace when there is no peace. The time has 
not yet come when this nation or any other nation can or 
will disarm. The barbaric in human nature has not yet 
been eliminated.. Dreams that some are entertaining that 
this war will result in disarmament of the powers that 
are now in combat cannot be realized. The necessity of 
a navy and army is apparent. America may believe in 
peace, but the weak-kneed, careless, happy-go-lucky way 
in which it cares for both arms of its military service 
is an open invitation to well-disciplined and unscrupulous 
foreign powers to be careless in their endeavors to main- 
tain peace. It is true a large naval and army force in any 
country presents a serious problem in a political way. 
Every fighting recruit has a desire to see the equipment 
used. On the other hand a respectable navy and a work- 
able army commands respect and in itself is a deterrent 
to a foreign power. In diplomatic “battles” the armed 
forces must still. add “weight” to the skilful maneuver- 
ings of the statesmen. The sense of Augustus Peabody 
Gardner’s arraignment of the national naval and military 
policy is apparent. In Europe when conflict began he was 
able to see the contest through the eyes of the Europeans 
and could easily learn such lessons as it might teach 
America. . The present crisis demonstrates the folly of 
thinking that it is going to be possible for this country 
to close.its eyes to the serious problem of equipping and 
maintaining the navy and army efficiently. 


A New York Paper is. dismayed because Theodore 
Roosevelt is not in the chair at the White House. What 
this country needs at this time is not a pugnacious Theo- 
dore, but a cautious and deliberative Wilson. This 
country has been everything to be grateful for. There 
is one man who has been obliged to bear the brunt of this 
terrible problem and he is the President. The country 
learned his temperament and his spirit in the Mexican 
crisis. A smaller man would have rushed into war in 
Mexico and the same temperament would have precipi- 
tated a contest now, and in the double fight America 
would be involved in a world war of unthinkable terrible- 
ness.

Art. 2. Geo. E. Hildreth moved

WHISPERINGS

The death last week of another of 
Manchester’s greatly beloved sum- 
mer residents of long standing brings 
vididly before the mind of the Whis- 
perer the efforts of Miss Fannie 
Bartlett and her sister toward secur- 
ing Manchester’s first pair of fire 
horses. It was about 15 years aga, 
a day or two following the gas ex- 
plosion and fire at the summer home 
of James Means, on Smith’s Point, 
in which a guest of Mr. and Mrs. 
Means, Miss Klemm of Philadelphia, 
was seriously injured. It was the 
custom then, in case of a fire, to pro- 
cure a pair of horses from one oi 
several stables near the center of 
town, and consequently the apparatus 
was often slow in getting to the scene 
of the fire. The seriousness of this 
fire in particular. awakened public 
opinion, especially among the sum- 
mer cottagers, and the Misses Barlett 
were the first to take an active move. 
They talked the matter over with the 
late Samuel Knight and others, and 
they decided the best way to get defi- 
nite action at once was to petition the 
town to buy a pair of horses and 
keep them at the engine house all the 
time. A petition was circulated 
about town, especially among the 
summer cottagers, and the writer has 
always been proud of the part he 
took in the movement in taking the 
petition all along the shore from 
Coolidge’s Point to West Manches- 
ter. Everybody was anxious to sign 
it, and it wasn’t long before the in- 
terior of the engine house was 
changed over and a pair of horses 
was installed. ‘The march of pro- 
gress has since seen the horses dis- 
appear from the engine ‘house and an 
up-to-the-minute motor truck takes 
their place, though the department 
still retains the horses for supple- 
mentary use, hauling other apparatus, 
extra hose, etc.

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AN'TI-SUFFRAGE NOTES 


Editor North Shore Breeze: 

A writer, signing herself L. R. 5., 
in the Norra Snore Breeze of April 
23, undertakes to correct some “‘mis- 
statements that are still going about”’ 
and begins by making the flagrant 
mis-statements that the 30,000 mem- 
bers of the Massachusetts Anti-Suf- 
frage Association include both men 
and women, and that only about 1% 
of the women of Massachusetts are 
opposed to suffrage. ‘To be accurate, 
the membership of the Anti-Suffrage 
association is 31,600 and this includes 
no men, a fact which is constantly 
being stated in Anti-Suffrage publica- 
tions—these 31,600 are all women 
over 21. I regret to learn that it con- 
tains the name of one lady who has 
changed her faith, as such names are 
not wanted on the list. If this lady 
will kindly send her name to Anti- 
Suffrage headquarters 687 Boylston 
st., it will be taken off within 24 
hours. These 31,600 women make 
3% of the women over 21 in Mass- 
achusetts, not 1% as L. R. S.. says. 
She considers that a small showing, 
but what can her side show? At the 
1915 legislative hearing on the Suf- 
frage question, the suffragists stated 
that their membership numbered 55,- 
ooo. This includes men and women 
if not children. The number of men 
and women over 21 in this state is 
approximately 2,270,000, estimating 
on a normal growth since the census 


of I910. 55,000 is less than 214% 
of this number. Therefore we have 
the interesting situation that the 


antis have 3% of the women over 21 
in Massachusetts as members of their 
organization, while the  suffragists 
who have been working 25 years 
longer, and take in both men and wo- 
men have less than 214% of the 
adult population enrolled as suffrag- 
StS. 

L. R. S. claims, however, that ail 
the women in the state who are not 
members of the Anti-suffrage assoc- 
jation are Suffragists! If this is the 
case it is certainly amazing that the 
suffragists were so bitterly opposed 
to the Drury Bill which advocated a 
referendum of the suffrage question 
to all the women of the state... It 1s 
because they know quite well. that 
the great majority of the women do 
not want to vote that they fought this 
bill. They are unwilling to have the 
men learn how few women really 
wish to enter politics. 

L. R. S. speaks of “the overwhelm- 
ing testimony as to the tremendous 
numbers of women voting at recent 
elections in Chicago.” Is she not al- 
lowing her imagination a little too 


free rein? The estimated number of 
women over 21 in Chicago is 725,000. 
The largest number voting (and it 
was necessary to arouse bitter race 
and religious prejudice to get even 
this number out) was 243,000. This 
leaves 482,000 who refused to vote 
in spite of every sort of pressure 
which could be brought to bear on 
them. Would it not be more accur- 
ate to speak of “the tremendous 
numbers of women not voting at re- 
cent elections in Chicago?” As to the 
improvement in the orderliness of 
elections she would better read the 
Chicago papers; apparently the last 
election was one of the most riotous 
and disorderly on record. 

L. R. S. says that the National and 
International Teachers Congress have 
endorsed woman suffrage. ‘The 
Massachusetts Federation of Labor 
has recently endorsed the movement 
against Phohibition. Does L. R. 5. 
think this signifies that the rank and 
file of the laboring men in Massachu- 
setts are in favor of the saloon? 
These “endorsements” sound impres- 
sive until one learns of the methods 
by which they are frequently put 
through. A certain labor union not 
far from Boston was said last winter 
to have passed resolutions endorsing 
woman suffrage. As it happens, 
nearly all the members of this union 
are anti-suffragists, but at a very 
small meeting a few suffragists put 
the resolution through. This same 
thing was attempted recently at a 
Grange meeting after most of the 
members had left, but failed. At 
Wellesley College for years, girls 
both suffragists and antis, were invit- 
ed to join a club for the purposes of 
discussion of woman suffrage, and 
then all were counted as members of 
the College Equal Suffrage League. 
Knowing a few facts of this kind 
leads one to discount these “endorse- 
ments.” In Michigan the suffragists 
had “endorsements” from about 
everything in sight, and were defeat- 
ed after a six weeks’ Anti-Suffrage 
educational campaign by 96,000! 

L. R. S. credits Gov. Walsh with 
being a suffragist. An inquiry of 
Excellency’s Secretary at the State 
House brought the reply that this 
statement. is entirely erroneous. The 
Governor’s position is an absolutely 
neutral one. He supports the plank 
in his party platform which advocates 
the submission of the question to the 
people in the form of a constitutional 
amendment. This, however, is quite 
a different proposition from support- 
ing Woman Suffrage itself, which 
according to his secretary, the Gov- 
ernor has no intention of doing. 

L. R..S. is surely right in saying

On that same afternoon in Boston 
the day will be observed with open- 
air speaking and a band concert on 
the Common in the afternoon. All 
men are specially invited to this 
demonstration. : 

The Annual Meeting and Cam- 
paign Convention of the Mass. Suf- 
fragists began on Thursday in Bos- 
ton, and continues through Friday and 
Saturday morning. The delegates from 
Manchester were Miss Stanwood and 
Miss Florence Leach, and other 
North Shore leagues represented 
there were Lynn, Salem, Swampscott, 
Beverly, Gloucester, Ipswich, New- 
buryport, etc. The New England 
Conference came on Friday morning, 
and the great banquet at the Hotel 
Somerset came off on Thursday even- 
ing with brilliant success. The large 
ball-room was over-filled, and many 
were unable to obtain places at all. 
The scene was beautiful with spring 
flowers, yellow and white, and among 
the fine speakers were Hon. Sam. 
Powers and Miss Helen Todd, of 
California, the latter making perhaps 
the deepest impression of all. Miss 
Todd will speak on the Common Sat- 
urday. 

The general reports at the conven- 
tion showed steady increase of inter- 
est and work. In spite of the dark 
clouds hanging over the world at this 
time, Suffragists remain cheerful and — 
hopeful, because they are by nature 
the cheerful and hopeful element of 
the community, and because they be- 
lieve that better times are coming in 
the near future. We hope and believe 
that our country will not be drawn 
into the war. War always interrupts 
civilization. But it is said in England 
that this war has “proved the worth 
of women as citizens.’ Must we 
wait for that, to enfranchise our 
women citizens?

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TO many Bostonians, the Women’s Educational and 
-* Industrial Union stands simply for the shop where 
“the most delicious cakes and candies in the city may be 
purchased, or for the lunch rooms where one may en- 
joy the finest of home cooking. The fact that these and 
the other industrial departments, the Handwork Shop, 
‘the Hat and Gown Shop, and the New England, Kitchen 
“are all part of an important educational movement comes 
as a surprise to many people who believe they are well 
acquainted with the Union. 

The business departments, in addition to assisting 
in the financial support, contribute directly to the educa- 
tional activities by providing an opportunity for properly 

“qualified students to secure practical experience under 
actual business conditions. In the present year, for in- 
tance, 95 young women, chiefly seniors from Simmons 
' College, are receiving such training in the Union’s Fin- 
‘ancial and Secretarial Officers, Appointment Bureau, 
~ Lunch Rooms, New England Kitchen and Food Shop. 
: The wide range of activities embraced can be better 
“understood from a description of actual work in some 
of the different departments. Perhaps the least familar 
to the throngs that daily pass the building at 264 Boyls- 
“ton street and pause to look at the tempting viands or 
 ~ the arts and crafts work displayed in the show case win- 
dows, is the Department of Research. Yet its work 's 
“recognized by social experts throughout the country as 
a vital contribution to the study of women in industrial 
Organized in 1906 as an attempt to arouse public 
opinion and securing legislation for the protection of 
women employed in factories in the state, it has become 
‘a school for training college graduates who wish to be- 
come investigators, as well as one of the leading agencies 
in the country for collecting data regarding conditions 
of women’s work. 
y As another phase of its educational work the Union 
‘in connection with Simmons College is conducting a nor- 
for trade and industrial 
‘schools. Courses in sewing with allied academic work 
are taken at the College while the Union gives trade ex- 
clothing, dress- 
making and millinery. Teachers who want to enter the 
field of industrial education and trade workers who de- 
sire to teach will find the course adapted to their needs. 
Quite distinct from the educational departments, yet 
_ doing important educational work along its own lines, 1s 
the Department of Law and Thrift. The original pur- 
pose of the department, the investigation of cases of in- 
justice done to women, has led to a study of protective 
measures, of principles of thrift and of institutions espec- 
cially adapted to promote the habit of saving, and of

Free legal advice and aid is given to 
both working men and women. Four hundred and sixty- 
nine legal aid cases were handled by the department last 
year. These represented the most varied problems, such 
‘as assignment of wages, conditional sales, domestic re- 
lations, fraudulent advertising and the labor laws. This

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department has done especially successful work in deal- 
ing with the small loans situation. 

A side of the Union’s social work is represented by 
the Room Registry, which is engaged in helping to solve 
the lodging house problem, by improving rooming stand- 
ards and securing safe and attractive lodgings for stu- 
dents and for business women. Still another is the work 
done in the befriending and placement of handicapped 
or untrained women. Nearly nineteen hundred cases of 
this sort were handled by the Social Service Agent last 
year. Many, of these applicants are elderly women who 
through the death of a relative or financial reverses have 
been thrown for the first time upon their own resources ; 
some are widows with young children; others are practi- 
cally incapacitated through physical infirmity ; nearly all 
are inexperienced as wage earners. A number of stu- 
dents who are trying to earn their own expenses while 
gaining an education are each year assisted in securing 
part-time employment. 

Representative of the business departments, at once 
industrial and educational in character, is the Handwork 
Shop and Sales Room, where most distinctive arts and 
crafts work is displayed; handwrought jewelry, metal 
work, pottery, baskets quaint and beautiful in design, 
furnishings for country houses, and toys for children. 
In the Baby Room are shown dainty hand-made frocks 
for children, outfits for infants and jaunty coats and 
hats for boys and girls, all made in one of the Union’s 
model work rooms where the best sanitary standards 
and labor conditions are maintained. The shop serves 
both to ‘train apprentices in the needle arts, and to afford 
laboratory practice for the students in the normal course 
for trade school teachers. The work is conducted on a 
business basis under the direction of an expert fore- 
woman. Every model is designed by the Union's de- 
Clean, attractive work-rooms 
with pay for over-time, paid holidays and vacations, sick 
benefit and steady employment throughout the year irre- 
spective of slack seasons,—these are the standards set by 
the Union for all the industrial departments. 

The students that come for training are required to 
conform to the working standards and thus acquaint 
themselves with actual trade conditions. In addition to 
the training offered in its work shop, the Handwork De- 
partment through its sales-room affords an opportunity 
for young women who are preparing to start an ex- 
change or gift shop. Other phases of the department’s 
educational work are shown in the annual exhibit con- 
ducted for the benefit of art school students, and the 
fellowship awarded to a young woman who is studying 
silversmithing. 

During the present year the Union has offered to the 
public a course of free lectures for students on profes- 
sional opportunities for women, and conducted a full 
time course for vocational counsellors which will be re- 
peated in 1915-1916. A summer course in Salesmanship 
is to be given in July and August in cooperation with 
Simmons College.

The desire for fishing was the first 
thing that brought people to Man- 
chester, said Miss Loring, as the 
Peodfish were very plentiful, as well 
‘as other kinds. In passing Miss 
Loring made an_ interesting  state- 
‘ment that salmon have been caught 
in the weirs near the Miseries this 
year after many seasons during 
which they were not seen here. In 
1492 ships came as far west as Cape 
Ann, Captain John Smith sailed the 
waters of Massachusetts Bay in 1614 
and Roger Conant came to “the 
Cove” in 1628. The story of Gov. 
~Winthrop’s ship, “Arbella,” and of 

the landing of the crew and humble 

‘passengers at West Manchester, 
. erscre they found wild strawberries, 

oseberries and roses in abundance, 
was well told. The first houses were 
built at what is now known as Cool- 
idge’s Point, but the present town 
of Manchester became the more im- 
portant site, and was known as Jef- 
frey’s Creek until 1645, when the 
“mame was changed to Manchester. 
“The reason for the choice of the 
namie is still obscure, as the early set- 
tlers here did not come from Man- 
chester in England. 
The first care of the Manchester 
settlers was to build a church. .The 
- first religious meeting was held where 
the yacht club now stands, and the 
first meeting-house was built on the 
site of the present Congregational 
-ehurch. After many changes and 
improvements, the present building 
“was erected in 1809. In those early 
days a great fear of fire was felt, so 
that the church was unheated for 
some time. 

‘stove was put in ,there were two 

strong factions, one for and one 
against the innovation, and on the 
first Sunday those who had_ been 
against fanned themselves through- 

out the service and two young ladies 
fainted. The other members of the 
congregation professed themselves 
much more comfortable than before. 

The next day the sexton confessed 

‘that he had been unable to get fuel 

so that there was no fire in the stove. 

School-houses were the next con- 
sideration and the high school was 
built very soon after. the common 
school, All the buildings of that

period were crude and cold, but the 
people lived quite well upon turkey 
and other wild fowl and Indian corn. 

The Indians of this section were 
friendly and in order to keep them so 
Gov. Endicott paid the £6 10s. 
for Manchester. This was about 
$40.00, or at present day values,$200. 

The town meeting was the first 
form of government. As the colony 
grew the vote was extended to all 
classes until in 1864 the negroes were 
given the vote. The only slave of 
whom there is any record in Man- 
chester was a negro boy, Pomp, who 
made the white boys and girls laugh 
in church, 

During the Revolutionary period, 
Manchester sent men to fight against 
the English, and there were 45 Man- 
chester soldiers at the Battle of Lex- 
ington, Manchester and other North 
Shore men made up the crew that 
rowed Gen. Washington across the 
Delaware. Miss Loring told of some 
of the amusing incidents of the war 
in which this neighborhood and _ its 
men figured. 

After the War of 1812 Manchester 
men interested themselves in fishing, 
although there were never many. ship 
owners here. The fishing at Grand 
the 


3anks was complemented — by 
trading with the West Indies. 
In furniture-making Manchester 


once had a reputation never excelled 
except, perhaps, by Grand Rapids to- 
day. Captain Allen produced a saw 
which could cut veneer more finely 
than any other in the United States. 
Ebenezer Tappan was another of the 
famous cabinet-makers and his fire 
engines were widely known. In fact, 
he supplied the town of Manchester 
with an engine which lasted until 
about ten years ago. This interesting 
and profitable industry died out dur- 
ing the Civil War when the Manches- 
ter soldiers gave up everything for 
their love of country. Manchester 
was one of the first towns to declare 
against slavery, ‘and anti-slavery 
prayer meetings, which were never 
held elsewhere, were held her. Man- 
chester has also been a strong pro- 
hibition town since the days when 
Maine was a district of Massachu- 
setts. | Manchester’s commerce was 
largely with Maine which may have 
had some bearing on the sentiment 
here as Maine has ever been strongly 
in favor of prohibition. 

The Baptist church was established 
in 1845 under Deacon Burnham of 
Essex. 

In 1845, also, the first summer 
residence was built at Manchester. 
This was the home of Richard Henry 
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of Manchester 


Dana, the author, and it was the be- 
ginning of a summer resort of im- 
portance. At about the same time 
Miss Loring’s grandfather built at 
Pride’s Crossing. Since then, the 
principle business here has been the 
support of the summer colonists. 
There have been famous ambassa- 
dors and writers making their sum- 
mer quarters here. Among the latter 
none has been more widely known 
and loved than the late Mrs. James 
T. Fields, and, in closing, Miss Lor- 
ing paid her a high tribute, and ex- 
pressed the hope that the present 
cordial relations between the summer 
visitors and the year-round inhabi- 
tants might always endure. 

The address was quite enthusias- 
tically received and Miss Loring was 
given a short but cordial reception be- 
fore she was obliged to leave. The pro- 
gram, which had been opened by 4 . 
piano duet by Mrs. J. Davis Baker 
and Mrs. Henrietta Calderwood, was 
brought to a close by the singing of 
“The Manchester Hymn” by the as- 
sembly.

Tue Nore Wuicn Presipent Witson sent to the 
Imperial German Empire was a masterpiece of diplomacy 
and reveals the hand of a strong mind and a determined 
will asserting the rights and demands of a great republic. 
‘The message was simple and its simplicity is one of its 
marks of strength. The President stated the grievances 
which this government was enduring, the attacks upon 
the Falaba, the Gulflight and the Lusitania. He then 
asserted the principle of the freedom of the seas and 
made a protest against submarine warfare as irregular 
and certain to arouse international complications. He 
clearly announced the American demands of the freedom 
of the seas. ‘he warning which had been received 
against foreign travel he claimed was irregular. He ap- 
pealed to the German government to disclaim the attack 
as official and appealed to the treaty of 1828 as the basis 
for giving the difficulties that had arisen careful consider- 
ation. As a party to that treaty the German Imperial 
Government had offended, if the sinking of the Lusitania 
were an avowed Imperial German Government act. ‘The 
document throughout was courteous and strong, but the 
last clause leaves nothing to be desired when the Presi- 
dent speaking for the Republic writes, “The Imperial 
German Government will not expect the government of 
the United States to omit.any word or any act necessary 
to the performance of its sacred duty of maintaining the 
rights of the United States and its citizens and of safe- 
guarding their free exercise and enjoyment.” 


Tur Sarg Arrivar, of the Transylvania was not 
unexpected, yet the unthinkable atrocities of the war 
made it not unlikely that the Transylvania might be 
torpedoed also. The results of the Lusitania catastrophe 
were so terrible that the world was aroused and it may be 
assumed that Germany did not reckon on a protest from 
America. Pending the settlement of the differences over 
the Lusitania it was not probable that the Transylvania 
would have been sunk. At first thought the sinking of 
the ‘Transylvania would have been considered Germany’s 
reply to America’s note in the negative. Whether the 
captain of the Transylvania was adroit in avoiding sub- 
marines or whetehr Germans determined to leave the sea 
-free for her, it is nothing short of a providence that the 
Transylvania made port. The torpedoing of the Tran- 
sylvania would have aroused American people to a 
fever heat.

The facts attested 
to by the commission are beyond description and the un- 
paralleled brutality of German soldiers butchering men, 
women and children is now established beyond the per- 
adventure of a doubt. Lust, rapine and cruelty reigned 
and terror was king. Eventually the German people them- 
selves will be obliged to pay the bitter penalties in na- 
tional degradation for their sins.

The principle of 
arbitration has been established and despite the fact that 
the Imperial German Government has considered its 
treaties as so much “‘scrap paper” the world is beginning 
to realize the folly of war and the good sense and sound 
judgment of arbitration.

“School-houses are the most ex- 
pensive plants in any town, and, when 
opened for school sessions only, are 
in use only five hours of the day. 


The citizens of the town or city must 
support the building by taxes,—why 


not get their money’s worth? 


Thus, 
the greatest and first argument in 


favor of using the school-house as a 
social center is the economic reason. 


At very little extra expense, it may be 


made to serve an almost. unending 


list of purposes. As a club- house, 
where the men and women of the 
neighborhood may meet for friendly 


‘discussion and recreation it is inval- 


uable. 

“Encouragement of neighborliness. 
This second reason, for opening the 
school buildings after school hours 13 
no small consideration, especially in 
cities where one seldom knows one’s 
neighbors. City conditions are not 


conducive to neighborliness, and this 


the 


lack of interest is undesirable, and 
people more and more are taking up 
subject seriously. The latest 
statistics on the subject are nearly 
two years old, but they prove that 
there were in 1913, 207 cities in the 


United States which had opened their

schools for recreational and_ social 
purposes, and of course there are 
now many more than that number. 
In industrial centers, where there ‘ts 
a large foreign population, this en- 
couragement of a neighborly spirit 1s 
particularly necessary. How, other- 


wise, can these people from other 


lands absorb our standards and tradi- 
tions of government and self-govern- 
ment? These foreigners have, also, 
so much to give us in the way of 
folk songs, legends and wonderful 


“Another great reason for the 
growing popularity of this movement 
is the flexibility of the carrying out 
ef the plans.

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In other cases it may be adapted to 
concerts, moving picture shows, ex- 
hibits, etc.” 

Miss Gilbert made particular meti- 
tion of the Washington Irving school 
in New York, which was designed 
for social uses. The entrance hali, 
or lobby, has been used for an art 
gallery, the construction and lighting 
being suited to this use, and pictures 
from the Metropolitan Art Museum 
The 
hall has, also, a large fire-place just 
across from the door, and that helps 
to give a homelike atmosphere to the 
place. For the girls who attend eve- 
work, 
the lunch counter is open at night so 
that they may not have to go to their 
homes, but may get their supper and 
liave half an hour’s recreation in the 
gymnasium in the building before go- 
ing to classes. Many of the school- 
houses have a definite program, with 
certain evenings for certain purposes, 
and with some of the rooms open 
every night in the week,—one for a 
quiet game room, one for a reading 
room, etc. In the quiet game 
room checkers, chess and_ other 

games, which may be played upon the 
desks, are furnished and in the read- 
ing room are periodicals and papers. 


“There are three classes of social 
centers,” continued the speaker, ‘the 
first one being for the discussion of 
civic questions. At such a center the 
members of the neighborhood feel 
perfect freedom to talk of the things 
that interest them, and many ideas, 
never otherwise discussed, find ex- 
pression. The second type is edu- 
cational, and is a forum for the en- 
couragement of new plans for the 
advancement of new ideas in school 
life. The third, and largest, is the 
purely recreational class, which furn- 
ishes good, wholesome good times 
for the young people. Emphasis 
must be laid upon the fact that if the 


school does not supply this need, 
commercial recreation will take its 
place. Dance halls, moving picture 


shows, pool-rooms, and amusement 
beaches and parks are in the class of 
commercial recreations and even un- 
der the best of supervision, which 1s 
the exception rather than the rule, they 
ate undesirable for two reasons. 
First, they divide the family; second 
they are no encouragement to neigh - 
borheod spirit.”

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larity of conditions in Manchester 
and Nantasket, both towns being 
primarily summer resorts with very 
little provision for the amusement of 
the young people in the winter 
months. ‘the Parent-Teacher associ- 
ation was the promotor of the idea, 
and to this fact Miss Gilbert attribut- 
ed much of the immediate success of 
the plan. At the November meeting 
a committee was appointed to look in- 
to the possibility of utilizing the 
school-house as a social center; at 
the December meeting, the committee 
reported; at the January meeting 
Miss: Gilbert spoke on social centers, 
and work was started at once. The 
city donated the light, heat and jani- 
tor service, and members of the as- 
sociation volunteered to be at the 
school on cértain evenings for super- 
vision. There were social dances, 
plays, minstrel shows, embroidery and 
other classes, and games throughout 
the winter. The reasons for the 
rapid growth of this comparatively 
new idea, Miss. Gilbert said, at the 
close of her address, are that it is 
never stereotyped, programs may be 
adapted to suit the needs of the com- 
munity; there is a feeling of freedom 
and ownership, because the move- 
ment is in no sense charitable or 
philanthropical; and no educational 
program is thrust upon the people. 
Miss. Gilbert’s address reached 
more people directly than any other 
at the Parent-Teacher meetings this 
year, pias a , as the hall was pack- 
ed to the doors many being obliged 
to stand.

$20,000 for Mrs. Pankhurst cam- 
paign of destruction in England; 
many thousands in campaigns in 
Ohio, Missouri, Nebraska, North and 
South Dakota, ‘where they were over- 
whelmingly defeated. Where does 
the money come from? In their ap- 
peal for money which they are send- 
broadcast through Massachusetts they 
say “We need $100,009. Do not put 
us off because of the demands made 
upon you by the Red Cross and Relief 


Funds for the sufferers from the 
war.” They were willing to give 
Mrs. Pankhurst many thousands to 


work of destruction in 
England, but they begrudge money 
spent to relieve human = suffering 
caused by this terrible war, because 
they want it for suffrage! 

What is the real reason that the 
suffragists are so bitter about the 
Anti-suffrage, Anti-socialist meeting? 
It is because they realize, too late, 
what a mistage they have made in 
allying themselves so closely with the 
socialist movement. There has been 
heretofore little attempt on the part 
of leading suffragists to conceal this 
fact. Many of those leaders are so- 
cialists as well as suffragists, and to 
them the alliance seems wholly na- 
tural and desirable. But the rank 
and file of suffragists who have not

sues. But it is not the Antis who 
have mived the two. It is the suf- 
fragists themselves. 

On May first in New York, the 
yellow banners of the suffragists and 
the red flags of the socialists inter- 
mingled as the two organizations 
moved simultaneously up Fifth ave., 
in their annual parade. In the suf- 
frage parade at Philadelphia, which 
was led by the Rev. Anna Shaw, 
tweleve hundred socialists were ex- 
pected to march in line. Suffragists 
chose May first as Suffrage Day be- 
cause it was known all over Europe 
and America as Socialist Day. Alice 
Stone Blackwell, the President of the 
Massachusetts Suffrage association is 
an avowed socialist. Every socialist 
is a suffragist. Dr. Anna Shaw 
“welcomes every socialist vote.” 

Socialism is rampant in foreign 
countries which have woman suf- 
frage,—Finland, Norway, New Zea- 
land, and Australia. ‘We have the 
opinions of hundreds in those nations 
where women vote,” says a pamphlet 
issued by the Men’s League for Wo- 
man Suffrage, which was organized 
in 1912, “which support our reason- 
able expectations that their influence 
will favor rather than retard social- 
ism.” Mrs. Vickery, a prominent 
worker in New South Wales, says: 
“Woman suffrage has simply for- 
warded the most socialistic form of 
legislation. Socialism is the only 
gainer.” The Socialists are working 
with might and main to bring about 
woman suffrage knowing how great- 
ly it will help their cause. 

A despatch from Reno to the New 
York Call, the organ of the socialists 
on Novy. 5, the day after woman suf- 
frage went through in Nevada, says: 

“The victory is due to the united 
socialist vote which went solidly for 
suffrage. The socialists campaigned 
steadily and effectively for suffrage, 
and to them goes the credit for its 
victory.” 

Socialism has already made great 
gains in the Western states since wo- 
men have voted, as the socialists fully 
expected. The New York Call, com- 
menting with amusement on the fact 
that suffrage has become a fashion- 
able fad, says 

“How many a society belle would 
tremble if she knew with what 
mighty forces she had put her feet 
in line, and what was the ultimate 
goal of her latest fad!” 

The socialist-woman suffrage alli- 
ance 1s a public menace. Socialists 
openly avow the connection; suffrag- 
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ists in denying it merely show their 
ignorance of the situation, and con- 
firm the opinion that they are being 
used as tools by their clever allies.

EQUAL SUFFRAGE NOTES. 


Last week was an epoch in the his- 
tory of Massachusetts Suffrage, when 
the Annaul Convention and Campaign 
Conference, was held,—probably for 
the last time! The delegates came 
from all over the state and crowded 
the hall of the New England Wo- 
man’s club. There four work con- 
ferences were held, a great banquet 
was held at the Hotel Somerset, and- 
the whole ended on Saturday with a 
monster rally on Boston Common. 
The key-notes of the whole conven- 
tion were enthusiasm, hope and pat- 
riotism. Two hundred leagues re- 
ported increased membership and a 
large number of voters’ cards already 
signed. Miss Alice Stone Blackwell, 
who is also the Editor of the Wo- 
man’s Journal, was re-elected Presi- 
dent of the Mass. W. Suff. Ass’n, 
also of the New England Ass’n. 
Among the speakers at the banquet, 
Dr. Hugh Cabot of Boston, speaking 
from the scientific point of view, said 
that co-operation of the sexes is the 
key-note of life and that the Equai - 
Suffrage means co-operation (Dr. 
Cabot is one of the highest medical 
authorities in Boston) ; ex-Gov. Bass

We expect it will be 
much the same here, and we look to 
the real Massachusetts men, the men 
of the towns and rural districts, for 
our big vote in November.

Postal SAVINGS 

Every person in the United States 
ten years old or over may open an 
account in a postal savings bank after 
July rst, according to an instrtfctive 
leaflet on the Postal Savings System 
just issued by Postmaster General 
Burleson. This important extension 
of the service will be made possible 
by permitting persons living in com- 
munities so sparsely settled as not to 
justify the designation of their local 
post offices as regular postal savings 
banks to open accounts by mail. 

Postal savings receipts have broken 
all records the past year. During 
the eight months prior to April fst 
there was a net gain in deposits of 
$19,000,000, as against a gain of

Articles of Historic Value 


Rare Specimens of Glass, Pewter and China 


ERHAPS in all the United States there is no section 

of the country richer in articles of historical value 
than that included in the vicinity of Essex County, Mass- 
achusetts. The early history of this thickly settled area 
was such as to allow of great possibilities in the matter of 
china and other wares imported by the colonists from the 
Mother Country, and to this day in many of the homes 
in this region are carefully preserved specimens of glass, 
pewter and china the equal of which cannot be found 
elsewhere. 

Recently the unique collection owned by Mrs. Thorn- 
dike Hawkes, who lives in the charming town of Danvers, 
once called Salem Village, was visited and many articles 
of priceless value were examined. Mrs. Hawkes plans 
in the very near future to open a private museum in her 
home so that visitors may have the pleasure of seeing her 
treasures, most of them family heirlooms. 

Mrs. Hawkes has a most valuable collection of 
silhouettes, over two hundred in number, including many 
famous people, native and visitors to this part of the 
country. A very rare old machine for making these 
silhouettes is in her possession and is one of the few now 
in existence. Near it is an old melodeon, one of the first 
made, which gives forth a sweet, although trifle wheezy 
tune when played, and piled up near it are old song- 
books, many filled in by hand. One music book of loca 
interest was done with pen and ink by John Pearson 
with the dedication service for the Salem Branch meeting 
houses in Salem Village in 1800. 

Another most noticeable piece is a “clock reel,” with 
dial and arms of wood, which answers with a snap when 
the skein of yarn is wound and the hand has travelled 
once around the face of the dial. This machine is not 
at all common among collectors, and is of much value. 
Nearby the eye alights upon a curious collection of flat 
irons of all sizes and shapes, from the tiny little one with 
which grandmother ironed her cap borders, to the large 
and heavy irons which were used in the days when the 
homespun suits of the men folk were made and pressed 
in the old farmhouse by the deft fingers of the women. 

Such dear little glass cup plates as grace a corner of 
the shelf in the recess of the door, with their fluted edges 
and quaint designs in the centers, and not only glass ones, 
but still older are the daintiest of Staffordshire blue with 
little landscapes which are the charm of this ware. And 


in close touch with these are infinite numbers of glasses, 
in all kinds known to man. Dainty little wine and — 
cordial glasses which our grandparents used and the old 

time goblets, hobnobbing with the large and plain “flip 
glass” and the tumbler of a little later date, and the 
oldest of all a glass with a tear drop in the stem. : 

High up on an adjoining shelf are rare bottles, of all 
sorts,—tall ones and short ones, bottles square, round 
and fluted in overwhelming variety. One can see the 
old brown bottle so early associated with the medicine 
closet and the flat green one which used to stand therein 
filled with camphor and which often emerged from its 
hiding place to be welcomed as containing panacea for 
all ills. 

Blue, red, and brown Staffordshire, are side by side 
with exquisite pink lustre and the softly tinted Wedge- 
wood potteries. One very large platter of the “Sait 
Glaze” variety, not commonly found in such a large size, 
with its creamy coloring and graceful pattern proclaims 
it as a rare specimen of the potter’s art. On the top 
shelves are mugs and cups of the famous Liverpool ware, 
with its printed figures or its historic legends. Leeds 
and Chelsea ware is well represented and a vase of real 
“Bow” tops off the collection. Various old “casters” 
such as used to grace the tables when our mothers were 
young, and which, with their numerous bottles furnished 
condiments for the noonday meal have been preserved in 
this collection. 

Mrs. Hawkes has also an interesting assortment of 
old wall paper; some of this had once graced the walls 
of the old Roger Williams House in Salem, now known 
as the “Witch House,” and there are other varieties, in- 
cuding the landscape pattern, one curious specimen of 
which has a remarkable representation of a ship sailing a 
bright yellow sea, and close at hand a house upon whose 
steps gaily dressed ladies and gentlemen go up and down 
to the over-hanging balcony. Suspended from the ceil- 
ing are quaint and curious canes, with varying histories. 
Some are gnarled and twisted, and others are so straight 
and fine that one can almost see the Dandy, who, in his 
Sunday best, walked abroad, carrying the self-same stick. 

The owner of this varied and valuable collection is 
a well known authority on antiques. 


Gallons of trouble may come out of a pint flask, 
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upon the busiest season of its career—busy because 
there are more families here, and because people are 
settling at their sea-shore and country homes earlier, and 
because there are less, if any, people traveling elsewhere, 
and busy because the beauties and attractions of the 
North Shore are drawing people from far and near to 
the charms of this delightful climate and nature’s beauty 
spot.

It was his boast that he 
was better able to withstand rough weather than 
many men of half his years. It was said of 
him that he had pulled more fish from the sea 
than any man in the world.

Brackett as he mended his nets on the beacn 
or was returning from his daily task of fishing 
off the shore. He always had some interesting 
tale to relate or amusing incident or anecdote of 
the days when Swampscott was a mere fishing 
village and before it had developed into the at- 
tractive summer resort it is today. ‘To visit the 
fishing grounds off the shore with Captain 
Brackett was to be assured of a good morning's 
catch, for he knew all the “holes’’ where cod 
or other fish could be found, and the summer 
visitors who liked that kind of sport—and there 
are many such—were always eager to be under 
his care. He will be greatly missed by all at 
Swampscott.

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HERE is a depiction on page 11 that is especially note- 
worthy at this season of the year when one’s thoughts 
revert to the contemplation of family memorials in stone 
and marble. The feature to which we refer is an excellent 
representation of a sarcophagus discovered in 1780, on the 
Appian Way, in a vineyard belonging to the Sassi family, 
and in a tomb that was known as Scipio’s. When found 
the Scipio sarcophagus was taken to the Vatican and 
placed in the square vestibule near the Hall of Meleager. 
The next year, several thousand years. after the death otf 
Scipio, it was opened, and in jit was found the skeleton 
of Scipio Barbatas, one of the ancestors of Scipio Afri- 
canus. His bones were removed to a monument near 
Padua, the sarcophagus remaining in the Vatican. This 
sarcophagus of early Doric design, is cut from coarse 
grey Perperino stone, and as may be seen, it is in the 
form of an altar, decorated with a frieze of triglyphs and 
metopes. Each metope is decorated with a rosette in 
relief, the rosettes varying in pattern. The idea of using 
the triglyphs for a decoration, may have had its origin in 
the projection of the ceiling beams, in the older wooden 
temples. If this is true the guttae probably represent 
pins. The frieze is surmounted by an lonic cornice, and 
the top finishing at both ends, with a roll on which Ionic 
volutes are carved, permits the placing of a bust or vase 
on the space between. An inscription giving the titles of 
the diseased, may be traced on the lid of the sarcophagus. 
Among the notable modern modifications, variations, or 
elaborations of the Scipio design, are the memorials of 
Henry C. Payne and Charles Fletcher, but Linius Elisha 
Fuller—one of New York’s most distinguished citizens, 
lately held strictly to the original style. Aside from the 
so-called. improvements the Scipio design is in the great 
Roman class by itself, and will probably remain popular 
for countless generations to come. —Franecis M. CHASE,

she took this occasion to answer the 
statement recently seen in a Boston 
paper, (quoted from the New York 
Times) supposed to come from Mrs. 
Cranmer of Colorado, to the effect 
that Woman Suffrage is a_ failure 
there, as shown in the latest election. 
In reply to a telegram from Dr. 
Shaw, Mrs. Cranmer telegraphed 
back that the pretended “interview” 
with her was “an absolute falsehood,” 
she never said anything of the sori, 
and that at the election referred to 


a record-breaking storm kept many — 


voters, men and women, away from 
the polls, but the women did better 
than the men! This illustrates the 
kind of thing we are up against all 
the time, and even our local league 
cannot hope to escape from such mis- 
representation and such wild tales. 
But again I would ask my friends 
and readers to be patient, though 
prepared for slanders and _ false 
alarms.

8th, 9th and toth.

The Essex County Club’s New House

OMPLETION of the new Essex County Club House 

‘at Manchester is expected to give considerable im- 
petus to events at that place the coming season with far 
more adequate facilities and accommodations than were 
provided in the former clubhouse, which was burned. 
The new building to replace it is a fine example of a 
country clubhouse which will fully meet the requirements 
of the members. It is practically ready to be turned over 
to the club by the building committee, George E. Warren 
and Wallace Goodrich, with whom the late Arthur Lith- 
gow Devens also was appointed, and he served as chair- 
man of the committee. Since his death last year Mr. 
Warren and Mr. Goodrich have undertaken the respon- 
sibilities of supervision and have kept closely in touch 
with the architects, Parker, Thomas & Rice of Boston, 
and the contractors who have erected the clubhouse, J. T. 
Wilson & Son, Inc., of Nahant. 

The building committee is prepared to formally tura 
the building over to the club at the annual meeting of the 
members, which takes place on Saturday, June 12, and 
which will be followed by a dinner. The annual election 
of officers will be held and the nominating committee has 
fixed upon the following ballot: For president, Wilham 
Hooper; secretary, Dudley L. Pickman, Jr.; treasurer, 
Henry S. Grew, all of whom are named also as members 
of the board of governors, together with Colonel Henry 
E. Russell, Walter D. Denégre, George E. Warren, Wal- 
lace Goodrich, Amory Eliot, George R. White, George F. 
Willett and Edward C. Fitz. 

Although plans as yet are not in definite shape, there 
will be tennis and golf tournaments this season, also band 
concerts as in past years, with dinners, dances and other 
entertainments. Dudley Pickman, Jr., is expected to take 
an active part in planning some of the entertainments. 
It is possible that the first dinner dance will be on Friday, 
July 2, although this has not been definitely determined. 
There probably will be four dinner-dances this season. 
It fas been suggested that the band concerts on the lawn 
be given on Thursday afternoons in the future, as the 
mixed foursomes are planned for that day and there wiil 
be double interest in visiting the club at that time. In 
past years Wednesday has been concert day.

F. Willett is chairman of the committee on the grounds, 
which have been under improvement and development 
from plans by Arthur A. Shurtleff, the Boston landscape 
architect. 

The house committee, Wallace Goodrich, George E. 
Warren and Frank B. Bemis, has worked to good pur- 
pose in the matter of interior furnishings and while these 
are not now complete, the clubhouse is practically ready 
and is likely to be fully so by the time the season has 
really begun to show activity. The committee has been 
handicapped in its work because of the failure of some 
materials, intended for hangings and the like, coming 
from the other side and delayed because of the war in 
Europe. All furniture throughout the house was espe- 
cially designed for the club. 

When the contract for building was awarded, a fairly 
good impression of the clubhouse and its plan was given 
in these columns. The building, constructed of Harvard 
brick, is English in type, of three stories with slated 
pitched roof and it is as nearly fireproof in construction 
as it could be made. The main entrance is marked by a 
series of columns supporting an ornamental pediment and 
balcony. This is on the west side. On the east frontage 
an octagonal clock tower is placed at the intersection of 
the main house with a projecting wing. The house 1s 
amply provided with spacious piazzas, so planned as to 
afford comfortable, well-shaded lounging places. The 
piazzas of the old clubhouse were at times uncomfortably 
warm, on fine summer days, and this condition was re- 
membered and avoided by the architects and house com- 
mittee, in planning the new building. 

The first floor contains the entrance hall and _stair- 
way, from which the office and men’s rooms are at the 
left, and those intended for ladies’ use have been placed 
at the right end of the house. From the hall is the big 
living-room, 43 by 24 feet in dimensions,. and directly 
behind this, in a wing, is the dining-room, about the same 
dimensions as those of the living-room.

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The North Shore in Colonial Days 


How Nahant, Swampscott, Beverly, Etc., Obtained Their Names

HE North Shore of Massachusetts Bay may be said to 

begin at the two high rock-engirdled elevations called 
Great Nahant and Little Nahant, a highly picturesque spot 
and one which has aroused the admiration and the desire 
of the white man from times immemorial. Truly, that in- 
veterate explorer, Captain John Smith may well have call- 
ed the impressve cliffs of Nahant, “The Pieramides of 
Egypt,’ away back in 1614 during his visit to “North 
Virginia” as the colonists of those days had named New 
England. They may well have seemed a piece from an- 
other land, more verdant, more luxurious than our stern 
coast with their wooded hills, majestic rocks and sandy 
beaches. That John Smith was not the only man of that 
remote period, who appreciated the possibilities of 
Nahant, as well as its beauties, seems to be proved by the 
far-famed purchase of one Thomas Dexter, who bought 
the place from Manatahqua, better known as Black Wil- 
liam, for a suit of clothes, costing Lynn an expensive law- 
suit later in the city’s history. Captain Smith in his rec- 
ords mentions the place as Mattahunt Isles, but in the 
other Colonial records of about the time of Governor 
Winthrop, it is called by its present name, Nahant. 
Authorities differ as to the derivation of the word, some 
declaring that it is taken from an Indian chief, Nahanton, 
and others holding it to be the original Indian word signi- 
fying island. 

However that may be, there is a pretty legend of a 
much earlier period which many writers think settles 
about Nahant. The story has it that in the year, 1004, 
an intrepid Norseman, Thorwald, son of Eric the Red, 
landed upon the North Shore near the bit of land which 
we know as Nahant. He, too, was enchanted with the 
picturesque cliffs and he said to his followers, “Here it 
is beautiful! And here I should like to fix my dwelling.” 
The impetuous wish was fulfilled in a manner little 
dreamed of by the Norseman, for a few hours after he 
had chosen the wonderful spot for his home, he was 
wounded by a hostile arrow in an encounter with a band 
of Indians. When Thorwald realized that his wound 
was fatal, he called his men about him and breathed his 
last command, “I now advise your to prepare for your 
departure as soon as possible; but me ye shall bring to 
the promontory where | thought it good to dwell. It 
may be that it was a prophetic word which fell from my 
mouth about my abiding there a season. There ye shail 
bury me, and plant a cross at my head and call the place 
Krossanes (the Cape of the Cross) in all time coming.” 
In obedience to his wish his followers buried the fearless 
old Norseman in the most beautiful spot his eyes had 
rested on this side of Paradise. We may imagine that 
the sadness of their home-sailing was lightened somewhat 
by the thought that their chief had indeed “made his 
dwelling” in the place he loved so well. 

The Scandinavian records of that early period are 
vague and, at best, unsatisfactory, to the practical re- 
searcher, but the lover of romances likes to believe that 
beautiful Nahant was, indeed, Thorwald’s Krossanes. 
Historians such as Lewis of Lynn support this theory, 
too, giving some authority for the belief. 

Swampscott, the name, has changed from the original 
Indian only in the addition of a final t, but Swampscott, 
the town, has undergone a complete metamorphosis since 
its primitive days as a humble fishing village. It was 
then part of Saugus, now called Lynn, a thriving fishing 


community, but otherwise unimportant in the annals of 
the old colony days. The beautiful harbor of Swamp- 
scott, which has been compared to the Bay of Naples in 
point of beauty and general outline, did not long allow 
the little town to remain undiscovered as a spot ideal for — 
summer homes. There are still a few old fisherman, who — 
go down to the sea in—dories, but for the most part the 
blue waters of Swampscott Bay are dotted with the trig- 
gest and the newest of pleasure craft. . 

Swampscott’s neighbor, Marblehead, has been the — 
darling of the Gods in the matter of beauty and tradition, — 
Nowhere is the indefinable charm of the North Shore to — 
be felt more strongly than at quaint, little, crooked old 
Marblehead. It, too, was originally a fishing village of 
no mean repute for actual records show its fishing indus- 
try to have been considerable and poetry and history have 
made it immortal. Poetry has also made the old dialect — 
of Marblehead immortal, but that is a fact much less 
pleasing to the inhabitants of the dear old place, who 
still resent any implication that the women of Marble-— 
head gave Skipper Ireson the well-deserved, if somewhat 
unwelcome, ride “for his horrd hearrt.” The village is 
a place of delightful surprises in unexpectedly crooked 
streets and funny, little ‘““doughtnut” houses. From earli- 
est colonial times this old town has figured in the history 
of the white settlers. Under the jurisdiction of the 
Squaw Sachem of Saugus, widow of Nanepashemet, the 
place was called, with the rest of the district, Naumkeag, 
but as early as 1629, it bore in the records of Rev. Francis 
Higginson a name quite similar to the one it has today. 
The Rev. Mr. Higginson speaks of the variegated por- 
phyry-colored stones as ‘marble stone, that we have great 
rocks of it, and a harbor hard by. Our plantation is 
from thence called Marble Harbor.” At about the same 
time it was referred to by Wood and Josselyn as Marvil 
Head. 

Mr. Lewis, in his “The History of Lynn” is the only 
authority as far as we know to give to this particular 
section of Naumkeag, the Indian name, Massabequash, 
which means Forest River. The anglicized version of the 
name has come down to us, however, in the stream which 
flows near the Salem boundary and which is still called 
Forest River. 

The name, Marblehead, is first mentioned in the ~ 
colonial records under most unflattering circumstances in 
1633 on the second of July when, they say, “James White 
is fined for drunkeness by him comitted att Marblehead 
on the Sabbath Day.’ While the names of better men 
have been lost in the shuffle of the years, this one of 
James White comes down to us in black and white, but 
it is only fair to give the sturdy old village the benefit of 
the doubt and to hope that he was, perhaps, one of the 


roving fishermen, who “blew in” to Marblehead, being 


in no sense identified with the life of the village. 


Beverly is another of the representative old New 
England towns and has played besides an important part 
in the history of the North Shore. Its unsurpassed 
beauty has won for it fame from the great sea at its 
doors to the other sea across the continent, and the title 
of The Garden City. Conjectures about the origin of the 
name, Beverly, are made the more -interesting because of 
the doubt that hangs about it. This we know, that on 
May 26, 1668, a petition was received at the session of 


‘the General Court at Salem from “the inhabitants of ye 
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‘of Salem, commonly called Bass Riuer,” praying for 
ain privileges belonging to town government. At the 
ral court session of the seventh of November in that 
e year, the vote of the town of Salem consenting to 
the separation was presented and the Court grant that 
“Bass Riuer be henceforth a towneship of themselves... . 
nd that it be called Beverly.” 
Leaving the realm of prosaic court records for the 
more interesting fields of tradition and history, we must 
xo back a little in the history of Bass River to the build- 
ng of the old meeting house, which was also used for 
sch 901 and church purposes, before the taking of Port 
The building was in sad need of a bell and Major- 
neral Robert Sedgwick came to the rescue with one 
h he had captured at St. John that same year, 1654. 
metime between Major-General Sedwick’s taking of 
Port Royal on the sixteenth of August and his departure 
from Boston for England in November, he and his lieu- 
tenant, John Leverett, stopped at William Dixey’s tavern 
the supposed location of which is the high ground at 
the junction of what are new Cabot and Davis streets) 
in Beverly and sat long refreshing themselves. The fol- 
owing excerpts from the documents used in the trial for

the possession of the meeting-house bell in 1679 seem to 
throw some light on the naming of the town, ‘They are 
aken from the testimony of William Dixey. 
“Among other things, Major Leverett asked mee 
what our town’s name was: I answered him that wee 
wear no town as yet; then sayd hee you may doe well to 
et Major. Sedgwick have the honor of nameing the town 
when it is made a town, for hee hath given Captain 
Lawthrop a bell for your place.” 

__In those old days when soldiery counted for every- 
‘thing in our rough, new country, and of all the brave 
‘men of the time, none was more worthy to have the hon- 
or of naming one of the most promising settlements in 
Massachusetts than was Governor Sedgwick, who attain- 
ed the highest possible military honor in New England, 
Johnson said of him that he was “nursed up in London's 
Artillery Garden” and that he was “stout and active in all 
feats of war,” and Carlyle called him “a very brave zeal- 
ous and pious man.” 


' Amethyst gleams in a mist of gray 
On Beverly shore, 
While April breezes murmur at play 
Their deep sea-lore, 
And ships that go sailing over the sea, 
Keep beckoning white wings to the soul of me,— 
Still chanting their foam-tossed melody 
To Beverly shore! 
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Granting, then, that Sedgwick was a man dear to 
the hearts of the colonists and generally respected, what 
more natural than that Bass River would be proud to 
have such a man bestow a name upon the newly inde- 
pendent community? His suggestion would carry great 
weight with both Lothrop and Dixey, both of them 
soldiers of the highest order, and Leverett was his son- 
in-law and a man of some importance, having been 
deputy for many years, Speaker of the House of Depu- 
ties, Assistant to Governor Bellingham, Deputy Gov- 
ernor under that magistrate, and his successor as Gov- 
ernor. | 

If, indeed, Major-General Sedgwick was singled out 
for this honor there appear many reasons why he should 
have chosen the name of Beverly. He was of fine old 
Yorkshire stock, and his family. once intermarried with 
the Percys of that neighborhood, among whose family 
titles was that of Earl of Beverly; Barbara, daughter of 
Robert Percy of Scotton, married “Robert Sedgwicke, 
gentleman,” who may have been the grandfather of our 
Sedgwick, his namesake. The Borough of Beverly has 
ever been conspicuous in the history of Yorkshire, parti- 
cularly as a refuge to Charles | in his waning fortunes, 
and at Pately Bridge, near Ripley in the West Riding of 
Yorkshire, where there are numerous Percy and Sedg- 
wick families, there was a fine old place, Beverly or Bav- 
erly Manor. The name may well have become further 
endeared to Sedgwick through association with a certain 
beautiful Beverly Park under the shadow of the 
Cathedral at Canterbury, where he once lived, and with 
Beverly Bridge near Cambridge, to which the University 
crews take their evening pulls in boating. The name is 
one of old-time dignity and in history and in beauty, Bev- 
erly has ever borne it well. 

Thus it is the length of the Shore; each town and 
beach and island has its legend or its history more or 
less authentic, more or less interesting. Some of them 
are fast passing into that oblivion from which no man 
nay rescue them and it has been my task and my pleas- 
ure to almost literally “dig them up.” In a later issue we 
shall continue up the coast to the Tip of Cape Ann, find- 
ing many a half-forgotten story in the names of the old 
places.

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An Anatysis has been made by a New York expert 
of the export trade of the United States during these war 
days with surprising findings. While there has been a 
marked reduction in the exports of lumber, steel, iron, 
oils, copper, agricultural implements and cotton there has 
been an unprecedented increase in the exports of harness, 
gasoline, firearms, explosives, dairy products, corn, bread- 
stufts, barley, automobiles, wheat, sugar, leather, meat, 
horses and mules and horseshoes and that the value of 
the shipments have increased faster than the quantity of 
exports. The trade with Germany and Austria has 
diminished and the trade with France, Great Britain, 
Russia and Italy has increased, so that when the balance 
is struck the States have gained more than they have lost. 
When the war broke out the trade between the United 
States and South America came to an abrupt end, but this 
was due to the fact that that trade was financed by Eng- 
lish capital. A change has taken place and now the trade 
with the South American states has begun. Apparently 
this was America’s great opportunity with the South 
American countries and the opportunity has been seized. 
The war has worked havoc with business relations with 
the old world that have continued for years, but it will 
mean, doubtless, the beginning of new business relations 
with South America which will mean much for both 
halves of the American continent. 


Mr, THKoporE RoosrveLt has been vindicated by the 
jury and he is happy. It has been, however, at a loss of 
time, energy and money. Altogether the public has been 
served well by the vindication and public opinion has been 
created in favor of the ex-President. Roosevelt has done 
many things which have merited rebuke, but no one has 
accused him of perfidy, treachery or dishonesty.

— Trary Has Been Accusep of perfidy and treachery 
n her course. A year ago Germany, Austria and Italy 
were bound by the conditions of the Triple Alliance. But 
Germany was also bound to maintain the neutrality of 
Belgium. The German Government gave no considera- 
tion to their agreement concerning Belgium, but the mo- 
nent Italy takes up arms against Austria the cry of per- 
fidy and treachery is heard. An analysis of the situation 
is not inadvisable before a judgment should be made 
inst Italy. Italy united with Austria and Germany 
with one purpose and that purpose was entirely defensive. 
All three powers agreed to hasten to the assistance of the 
other in the event of an attack being made by an enemy. 
Lo the letter of the agreement Italy would, doubtlessly, 
ave acted if Austria and Germany were attacked. But 
this. alliance was one of policy and not of interests and 
Germany and Austria knew this. Austria and Italy have 
been entertaining feelings of national antipathy for years 
and it was impossible for either Italy or Austria to over- 
come them. As far as the interests of Italy and Austria 
were concerned the Triple Alliance was a compromise 
made in the interests of mutual protection in the event of 
an attack by an outside foe. Neither Austria nor Italy 
understood the alliance in any other way. Austria and 
Italy for years have known that eventually their differ- 
ences would have to be adjusted in some way. Italy did 
not join the Alliance because Germany and Austria were 
the attacking forces. For seven months Italy kept out 
of the fray. The conditions of the Alliance were made 
null and void by the conduct of Austria and Germany. 
The moment the attack was made by Germany and Aus- 
tria, Italy was released from the conditions of the Alli- 
ance and she stood on her old time footing, but with 
strong enmity to Austria, and neutral. War has now 
been declared by Italy on Austria. Italy has not yet 
declared war on Germany. Such a course will probably 
follow the German declaration of war due to her alliance 
with Austria and then Italy will declare war against Ger- 
‘many. Nothing else will be in order. Germany can ill 
afford to cry treachery in the light of all the facts of Bel- 
gium. Whatever the underlying moral motives of Italy 
may be and whatever the judgment history may put upon 
her activities the terrible atrocities of Belgium and _ the 
‘necessities of self preservation are mighty moving forces 
and it is not surprising Italy is in. The surprise is that 
_ the leaders of the nation have been able to maintain their 
_ leadership and the neutrality of the State. Italy has had 
a hard six months, but the Government has been cautious 
and successful. Perfidy! Belgium is the world’s answer 
to Germany’s cry.

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Editor North Shore Breeze, 
Dear Sir: 
- Ina recent issue of your paper th 
statement was made by a leading sui- 
sragist that the “Interests” so-called 
ire working for the cause of anti- 
uffrage. In a private letter I asked 
his lady for proof of her statement ; 
e gave me none, simply reaffirming 
r previous assertion. This was 
ite natural considering that the 
tement was not true, though | have 
no doubt that the writer entirely be- 
lieved what she said. The alliance is 
rather the other way. The facts are 
these : 
With regard to vice, Denver is 
notoriously the most immoral city in 
‘the Union, and yet women have voted 
in Colorado for over twenty years. 
‘The investigator for the Florence 
-Crittendon Homes (which are homes 
where women with illegitimate chil- 
‘dren are cared for) found more very 
young girls in these homes in Denver 
‘than anywhere else, and this is not 
likely to be remedied, for the recent 
child labor law, of which Colorado 
is so proud, permits girls over ten 
years of age to ply any street trade. 
As to the liquor dealers the state- 
ment of your correspondent is equally 
contrary to the facts. “The Vigilance 
Committee of the United States 
Brewers Association at Atlantic City 
on October 4th, 1912, went on record 
in regard to woman’s suffrage as 
“saying that the attitude of voting wo- 
‘men has proved beneficial to the 
brewers’ trade.” 
“California, with more women vot- 
‘ing last fall than ever before, gave 
‘an enormous majority against pro- 
hibition. San Francisco according to 
“Senator Weeks, h»s 3500. saloons, 
while Boston, which is one and a half 
times as large, has less than 700. In 
the recent campaign in Nevada the 
-suffragists acknowledge in print that 
the saloon men were helping them, 
and that in the recent election the 
majority of women in Reno voted 
against reducing the number of 
_ saloons.” 
In Tlinois, with woman’s suffrage, 
in the recent election, only three 
‘counties went dry, while in Michigan 
with male suffrage nine counties went 
dry. In Springfield, Hlinois, at the 
first election after women got partial 
suffrage 4800 women voted for 
saloons, 4300 against, while Lansing, 
the capital of Michigan, with only 
men voting went dry. Los Angeles 
was dry before women got the vote 
‘and immediately afterwards went 
wet. “Pasadena, which had been 
practically dry for its entire history 
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went wet when women got the vote.” 
The “Woman Citizen,” edited by Cal- 
ifornia suffragists, waged a vigorous 
campaign against the Anti-Saloon 
League. In Ohio, Frau Schwimmer 
spoke in a saloon for suffrage, and it 
was the anti-saloon people who de- 
feated suffrage in Ohio. (See the 


“Woman Voter,” February, 1915, p.. 


14). Testimony could be multiplied 
indefinitely, but I believe I have given 
enough to show that the “Interests” 
are certainly not working with the 
anti-suffragists. On the contrary 
“the suffragists are ignorantly play- 
ing straight into the hands of the 
forces of evil,” as was lately said by 
one of the most well-informed people 
whom I know.

EQUAL SUFFRAGE NOTES 


On Memorial Day the Manchester 
League sent a large contribution 90f 
flowers for the graves to be decorated 
by our local G. A. R. post. A com- 
mittee of the Mass. Suffrage Ass’n 
carried a beautiful wreath to the 
grave of Mrs. Julia Ward Howe. 
Memorial Day has a very deep signi- 
ficance for Suffragists, who are now 
fighting a bloodless battle for free- 
dom. And we note with great appre- 
ciation that the women of the Relief 
Corps celebrate the solemn holiday 
together with the Grand Army men. 
This co-operation of men and women 
in patriotic work is exactly what we 
are asking for, in fuller measure; 
and we hope that the women of the 
patriotic organizations will realize 
that patriotism is not only a thing of 
the dead past but also of the living 
present,—a thing of daily life-—and 
that they will all come into the Suf- 
frage ranks, as so many of them have 
already. (Both men and women.) 

Last week Thursday, Essex Co. 
had a visit from the National Presi- 
dent, Rev. Anna Howard Shaw, who 
spoke in Lawrence that evening. Mrs. 
Robert G. Shaw took Dr. Shaw to 
Lawrence where they were met by a 
band of music and a great crowd who 
escorted them to the City Hall, and 
here Dr. Shaw gave one of his bril- 
liant orations to an enormous audi- 
ence. The Essex Co. chairman, Mrs. 
Mahany of Lawrence, presided. It 
is hoped that we can arrange to have 
Dr. Shaw come to Manchester when 
she visits Massachusetts again in the 
autumn. 

Suffragists are urged to remember 
that June 7 is “sacrifice day,” that 
gifts should, be sent to the Mass. 
headquarters (585 Boylston St.) be- 
fore that day, and that the auction 
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(a fine collection) will take place at 
Leonard’s auction rooms on the 8th, 
oth, and 1oth. . 

The most attractive money-raising 
function of the season will take place 
at Mrs. Robert Gould Shaw’s estate 
in Wellesley, “The Pines,” on June 
14th in the afternoon. Here an Eng- 
lish Village Festival will be given un- 
der the auspices of the Ways and 
Means Comm. of the Mass. W. Suf- 
frage Ass’n, who gave the Ballet of 
Sylvia with such brilliant success. 
The great feature of the occasion will 
be the old English folk dances, and 
to direct thesé Mr. Sharp will come 
over from England, while the com- 
mittee have also had the assistance of 
Prof. Baker of Harvard and Mrs. J. 
J. Storrow of Boston, both author- 
ities on folk dancing. The efficiency 
of this group of people, the famous 
beauty of Mrs. Shaw’s place and the 
great interest in folk dancing at pres- 
ent, all ensure that this festival will 
be with the exception of the Class 
Day functions at Harvard, the chief 
social and artistic event of the month 
of June. Many North Shore peopie 
will take part in this event, and Mrs. 
Shaw says that “The Pines” is 
easily reached from the Shore by 
motor-cars. Tickets may be obtained 
at Herrick’s on and after June 7. 

This English Festival was an- 
nounced some weeks ago, at the time 
of the Mass. Suffrage Convention. 
Immediately afterwards the Antis 
announced a somewhat similar affair 
to come off, before ours, in Brook- 
line. We acknowledge the quickness 
of this move, and fully appreciate the 
compliment paid us by this imitation! 
They have also paid us the compli- 
ment of copying our banquet and our 
canvassing campaign as well as they 
can. Now these rivalries are not un- 
friendly, and there is room fOr. all: 
But,—very seriously—since the Op- 
ponents so faithfully follow us in all 
that we do, and will at last follow 
us to the polls, would it not be more 
worth while and less wasteful to co- 
operate with us? We urge them to 
come with us right now, instead of 
taking the indirect way to the same 


end.

The committee of the New Eng- 
land branch of the French Wounded 
Emergency fund, with headquarters 
at 351 Boylston st., Boston, is calling 
for help to carry on its merited work 
in the small hospitals of France. A 
letter sent out by Mrs. Jasper Whit- 
ing, chairman of the committee, says: 

“The French wounded are, of 
course, greatly in excess of the Eng- 
lish as their armies are so much larg- 
er. Their resources have been taxed 
to the utmost, for they must care, not 
only for their own men, but for the 
more seriously wounded of the Brit- 
ish who cannot be taken across the 
Channel. 

“All the small towns are full to 
overflowing with refugees and _ pris- 
oners as well. Schools, hotels, sta- 
tions, churches and private houses 
have been hastily equipped but are 
very much handicapped as it is liter- 
ally impossible to get even the sim- 
plest hospital supplies in France, the 
northern manufacturing district be- 
ing occupied by the Germans. 

“The French Wounded Emergency 
Fund is extensively organized and 
through volunteer agents keeps in 
close touch with over 225 of the smail 
provincial hospitals. Orders are fill- 
ed in London and delivered where re- 
quired within a week. 

“Tt is for us in America to see that 
the Central Bureau in Lowndes 
square is kept well supplied so that 
the frightful suffering so cheerfully 
borne by the soldiers may be some- 
what alleviated. All articles sent 
from the Boston headquarters will be 
stamped with the name of the New 
England Branch of the  Frerich 
Wounded Emergency Fund, so thxt

4 AST week our article on “History and Tradition along 
© the North Shore” closed with an account of Beverly, 
‘the Garden City, and this week we are concerned with 
‘the various bits of story which are charmingly interwoven 
with the development of Beverly's outskirts, which are 
among the most popular and most beautiful of all the 
North Shore resorts. The first of these is Montserrat 
which within such a comparatively short time has been 
“built wp with pretty, modest little cottages that seem to 
grow out of he woods and rocks of Prospect Hill. The 
‘name, Montserrat, is very old, appearing in the biblical 
‘histories in its present form, as Mons Serratus in the 
‘Latin, as Monte Serrado in Spanish and as Montserrat in 
Switzerland and other mountainous countries of Europe. 
All of this gives a wealth of material from which to select 
“the origin of the name as it appears in New England and 
‘the most plausible, as well as the most interesting account 
takes ug back through the years of our early trade with 
‘the South, through the discoveries of Columbus to the 
period of religious fevor as early as 717. 

Tt-seems probable that in this instance the name, 
Montserrat, was borrowed at an unknown date from one 
of the islets of the Lesser Antilles from a group called 
‘Leeward Islands. One, which bears the name of Mont- 
 serrat, is about equally distant from Nevis, the birth-place

deputy-governor; from Guadaloupe and from other 
points where we have traded since earliest days. May 


not some hardy skipper, a man of no small respect in his 
own cotmmunity, who spent the summer in perilous fish- 
ing off.irand Menan and Georges Banks and the winter 
supplying the catholic tables of the Carribean with sa!t 
cod, bringing back to our New England distilleries the 
juice of the cane, have named his section Montserrat. 
Early trade between Beverly and the Sugar Islands is an 
established fact which seems to give some authority for 
this supposition. 

This one of the Leeward Islands, from which we be- 
lieve Montserrat to have been named, was discovered by 


Columbus just one year after his discovery of , America,”

Manchester, Mass., Friday, June 11 
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The North Shore in Colonial Days 


How Montserrat, Pride’s Crossing, Manchester, Etc., Obtained Their Names

There is a brief, and rather sad story connected with 
Pride’s Crossing, where the most beautiful estates and 
homes the length of the North Shore are to be found. 
Years ago Peter Pride received the grant of an immense 
tract of land and built his home near the spot where the 
postoffice now stands. The grant was made to him on 
the condition that he direct all travellers passing by, and 
he did this for many years until the plaee came to be 
known as Pride’s Crossing. The property there passed 
from one Pride to another until the beginning of the 
haleyon days when the place was first developed as a 
summer resort. Perhaps the Pride who held the land at 
that time was less “canny” than the Prides that had gone 
before; at any rate he sold his birthright for a mere song 
and the story says that, being later overcome with re- 
morse, he hanged himself. 

Not far from Pride’s Crossing is a pretty little beac, 
which is called Mingo Beach, and there is a story about 
‘t and the man for whom it is named that is, perhaps, a 
little happier than the Pride's Crossing tradition. The 
beach is near the supposed site of tle humble cottage of 
one Robin Mingo, a negro slave, the property of Thomas 
Woodbury. Mingo married an Indian woman, Deborah 
Tailor, and they agreed to remain in the service of Mr. 
Woodbury until his death when they were to be released 
with only two suits of clothes suitable to such persons. 
Small recompense for a lifetime of faithful service, we 
think, but not so hard a bargain according to the times, 
perhaps. On July 15, 1722, Robin Mingo was baptised 
and admitted to the church in which faith he continued 
untill he died in 1773. His master, it 1s said, promised 
him that he should have his freedom when the ebbing 
tide should leave a dry passage between Mingo beach and 
the rocky island promontory called Becky’s Ridge. This 
has happened only once, on the day of his death, and 
Robin Mingo received, a truer freedom than any his 
earthly master could grant. 

Another part of Beverly that has even more import- 
ant a section of that city since losing its identity as a 
village in the summer resort is Beverly Farms, where 
beautiful West Beach is a favored rendezvous for fash- 
ionable folk from June until October. In the early days 
this place was first called the Farms because it was com- 
prised of two large farms, the property of John Black- 
leach, freeman, who received a grant of three hundred 
and more acres in 1635, later selling part of this land to 
John West of Ipswich. _West’s parcel of land extended 
from the Woodbury (or Paine) estate westerly to Jeffrey’s 
Creek, now known as Manchester. John West's name 
still lingers about Beverly Farms in the families of his 
descendants and in the beautiful beach which bears his 
name because it bordered on his property. 

Manchester, as has been suggested, was known as 
“Teofferye’s Creek” in colonial times. The place seems 
to have been named from a William Jeffreys, concerning 
whom surprisingly little is known, especially in considera- 
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tion of the fact that the name still exists in the neighbor- 
hood. Jeffreys is supposed to have been a fisherman, who 
cast his lot with the Allens and the Normans when they 
abandoned the fishing station at Cape Ann in favor of 
newer fields. The sheltered situation of Manchester made 
it admirably adapted to their purposes and it became 
known as Jeffrey’s Creek. The name is still applied to 
a ledge not far from the town. Jeffreys himself dis- 
appeared from the settlement in about the year 1633, but 
whether he returned to his old haunts at Plymouth, from 
which colony he is supposed to have come, or whether he 
was the William Jeffreys afterwards heard of at Ipswich, 
is not known. Certain itis that on May 14, 1645, the 
settlers of Jeffrey’s Creek petitioned the Great and Gen- 
eral Court at Salem to allow the village to be incorporated 
as a separate town and to take the name, Manchester, 
from old Manchester in England. For many years Man- 
chester was allowed to remain quiet in the midst of her 
hidden charms but in 1845 Richard Henry Dana built the 
first summer residence there, thus discovering the pic- 
turesque little village to the outer world. The late James 
T. Fields, the publisher, who, also, had a summer home at 
Manchester, was the first to call the place Manchester-by- 
the-Sea. 

The first settlers at Manchester landed at the shelter- 
ed beach, which afterwards received from the leader of 
the band, John Kettle, the name of Kettle Cove. This 
picturesque little bit of coast was called by the inhabitants 
Kettle Cove until about forty years ago when it became 
one of the most fashionable watering places of the Shore, 
which is only another way of saying, in the country. Then 
the late Andrew Fuller, a large property holder with more 
than the average amount of far-sightedness and fitness, 
named the place Magnolia from the beautiful Magnolia 
trees, which the initiated may find there in the depths of 
the woods. The flower magnolia is found nowhere else 
in Massachusetts and, some say, nowhere else north of 
Virginia. It was a Virginian, Christopher Bearse Cranch 
who wrote the following lines about the graceful blossom: 


‘“Majestic flower! How purely beautiful 
Thou art, as rising from thy bower of green, 
Those dark and glossy leaves so thick and full, 
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Thou standest like a high-born forest queen 
Among thy maidens clustering round so fair;— 
I love to watch thy sculptured form unfolding, 
And look into thy depths to image there 
A fairy cavern; and while thus beholding, 
And while thy breeze floats o’er thee, matchless flower, : 
I breathe the perfume, delicate and strong, 
That comes like incense from thy petal bower; 
My fancy roams those southern woods along 
Beneath that glorious tree, where deep among 
The unsunned leaves thy large white flower-cups hung, *”

Although the credit of naming the town is due to Mr. — 
Fuller, the title, Magnolia, had been used in the com-_ 
munity at a much earlier period. In the old stage-coach 
days there was a tavern at the corner of Magnolia avenue — 
and Western avenue, which was called the Magnolia 
House or the Magnolia Hotel, being the first time so far 
as we know, that the name was used in the village. The 
house is now known as the Stanley cottage. 

We hear of Captain John Smith again at Gloucester, 
for it was he who named the cape in honor of a Turkish 
lady, Tragabizanda, whom he had reason to remember for 
her kindness to him. His sovereign, Prince Charles of 
England, however, changed the name and called the place 
Cape Anne for his mother, Anne of Denmark. Cape 
Ann, as we spell it now, was one community and it in- 
cluded Gloucester, Rockport and the other cape towns 
vex before, all of which served to save oil. Captain 
and was bounded by Ipswich and Jeffrey’s Creek. It was 
under the jurisdiction of Salem and in May of the year 
1642, the residents of the prospering fishing village peti- 
tioned the General Court that they be incorporated as a 
separate town, bearing the name Gloucester, as many of 
them had come from the place of that name in England. 

Wenham was settled at about the same time as Glou- 
cester and was named Enon by the first settlers. It 
bore that name for only a few years, however, and on 
September 7, 1643, the Great and General Court at. Salem 
ordered that “Enon shall be called Wennam. Wennam 
is granted to be a town and hath liberty to send a deputy.” 
The town was doubtless named from the parish of Wen- 
ham in England. 

The settlement of Ipswich is unique in the history of

How Some People Spend the Summer—Houseboat at Marblehead. 
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Baker’s Island—Some Interesting Facts 


Concerning This Island and its Beacons, off the North Shore. 


By KATHERINE GAUSS 


THe growti ot Baker’s Island, as a summer resort has 

attracted a good deal of attention in the past few 
years. Only one new house is building this year, a pretty 
little cottage house for Henry R. Newcomb of New York, 
a leading man in the Fleischmann yeast organization, but 
others are in prospect so that the island will doubtless be 
pretty well covered with summer homes in a few years. 
It is certainly a delightful place, easily reached by a 
steamer line from Salem Willows, and many Salem and 
Boston business men find here at the end of the day a 
pleasant resting place and always a good night’s sleep, 


for no matter how warm it may be on the mainland 


blankets are needed at night on the island five miles off 
at sea. 

In early days Baker’s Island was covered with heavy 
timber, which was all cut down, and now it is difficult 
to make a tree grow to any considerable size. Doctor 
Bentley, the pastor of the old East Church, who kept that 
wonderful diary of his times, which has just been pub- 
lished in four volumes, was a frequent visitor to Baker's 
Island going down frequently in the custom house boat. 
In 1791, long, of course, before the present lighthouses 
were built, he tells in his diary, that “the Marine Society 
proposes to build a beacon on the island” for the guid- 
ance of seamen entering port, and on the 20th of July 
the same year he says: “Yesterday the intended Beacon 
at Baker’s Island was raised by a large and jovial party 
of our mariners. It is to be forty feet in height.- Every 
exertion of this nature is to be considered as favorable to 
the public happiness and as a source of our good hopes 
for the improvement of our navigation.” 

In the eighteenth century Baker’s Island was owned 
by a family of Irvings of England and an agent living in 
Salem was authorized to dispose of the land as he thought 
best. At that time there was one house near the woodea 
light house, enclosed in a square, with a garden running 
down to “a living spring.” Fine Indian corn and garden 
vegetables were raised in this enclosure, but outside of it 
all was pasture land save for the few Juniper bushes 


‘scattered here and there.

ready market. In August, 1797, General and Dr. Bent- 
ley were among those who went to Baker’s to see the 
breaking of ground for the new light-house, and he says 
on January of the following year that “as we returned 
upon the bridge from Beverly for the first time the Lights 
at the Light-House on Baker’s Jsland were lighted” and 
describes it as ‘‘a very plain building.” Besides import- 
ant events of the day Dr. Bentley recorded various light- 
er scenes and in September speaks of rowing to the is- 
land, and on the way “saw the seals sporting in the offing 
and the porpoises playing. On the island was brought 
the dog fish taken near its shore. Upon our return the 
loon was entertaining us with its squalling,” thus giving 
a pleasant picture of ordinary life. 

In 1811 a story gained circulation that ore had been 
found on Baker’s Island and General Dearborn, collector 
of Boston, with Dr. Bentley and others examined every 
part of the island with great care and found the whole 
island, like other islets round Salem, to be seated upon a 
mass of mixed and hard rock, and none of them promise‘ 
any mineral substances which could be collected for use. 
It was suspected that the tale of the minerals arose from 
what had been heard at Plum Island, that a negro pre- 
tended to have found mineral substances of value and en- 
gaged several persons from Newburyport in the seare) 
and had borrowed a horse to go to the southward to find 
the man who promised to analyze them, but neither negro 
nor horse were ever heard of again. On the southeast 
side of the island was found a long vein of white rock 
which passed for a long distance, as a vein, in the bed 
of rocks in which it was found, never of a foot in width 
and near at hand were freshly dug excavations for money. 
While examining these rocks the party also visited the 
new light-house that had been erected and which had been 
made in conical shape from stone with patent lamps 
fitted with metallic reflectors behind and glass plano con-

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Perkins, then in charge of the light, was building a new 
house of only one story with two rooms on a floor, cellar 
and garret, the side facing the light house being left with- 
out windows that the mariners might not become con- 
fused. Captain Perkins in addition to his government 
work, mowed his fields, weeded his garden and tended 
his cows, pigs and sheep to great advantage to himself. 
In February, 1855, Jones’ Fog Bell was erected on 
the northeastern extremity of the island by the officers of 
the cutter “Captain Caleb Cushing,’ it weighed 1500 
pounds and was cast at Henry Hooper’s foundry. The 
machinery which made the hammers strike the outer rim 
was constructed by the Lowell machine shop. After a 
short while it was found that the full advantage of the 
bell was not realized because it had been placed at the 
water’s edge instead of on high ground, and ships going 
through Eagle Island Channel could not hear the sound 
of the bell, which a few years ago gave way to a gasoline- 
run fog horn plainly heard for miles in all directions. 
In 1820 Congress was petitioned to grant $7000 for 
a new lighthouse and on the following Fourth of July 
Captain H. A. S. Dearborn, superintendent of light houses 
in Massachusetts, sent out notices for proposals for the 
building of a new stone lighthouse. In December of that 
year the new stone lighthouse was lighted, making the 
two that are now on the island. The base of both are 
forty-five feet from.the sea level, one being 25 feet in 
height and the other 5614 feet high, visible for 6% or 7 
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leagues away. 

The next most important thing to happen at Baker’s 
Island was the starting of the North Shore Babies Hos- 
pital at the old Morse cottages on the top of the island 
in 1905. For three seasons the babies were cared for 
and a day camp was an especial feature. Continuous 
successful tag days and private subscriptions have made 
possible a larger and more permanent building, however, 
and the camp moved at the end of three years to North 
Salem, where it is now located.

North Shore towns, most of which were established for 
material profit, whereas there was a quite different rea- 
son for the colonization of this pleasant, fertile place. 


Twelve years after the occupation of Plymouth, four and 


a half years after Governor Endicott’s coming to Salem 
and three years after the establishment of the Massachu- 
setts Bay colony by Governor John Winthrop, a rumor 
became current in Boston that the Jesuits were about to 
establish a misson, probably at Ipswich... This, the gov- 
ernment must prevent at all costs; accordingly in March, 
1633, a band of thirteen men under the leadership of 
John Winthrop was organized to settle Ipswich. Besides 
Winthrop there were John Thorndyke, William Clark, 
John Biggs, Robert Cole, John Gage,» Thomas Hardy, 
Thomas Howlett, William Perkins, William Sargeant and 
three others whose names have become lost in the shuffle 
of the years. The colony prospered and has become one 
of the most beautiful of the farming sections in this part 
of the state. 

Ipswich has had many names applied to it, or rather 
many variations of one name. It was generally called 
Agawam, from a tribe of Indians, the Agawames, who 
resided there, according to some authorities, and from 
the original Indian word signifying a place where fish of 
passage resort, according to others. The spelling varies 
greatly. In 1614 Captain John Smith referred to it as 
Agawam; in 1620 the company settled at Plymouth 
“urged greatly the going to Auguam, or Augoun;” and 
in 1633, before the settlement of the place by John Win- 
throp’s band, it was called Agawamme. One year after 
the thirteen had organized a cummunity there, the Gen- 
eral Court of Salem ordered that “Aggawam shall be 
called Ipswitch” from old Ipswich, near Wenham in Suf- 
folk, England, where some of the Thorndykes, Gages, 
Coles and Howletts had lived. 

The North Shore has a wealth of poetry and tradi- 
tion, barely touched upon in these two articles. Poets 
and artists have made their homes upon these shores,

‘submarine warfare is out of the question. She will de- 
~ fend her position as long as she possibly can. Apologies 
will doubtless be made and reparation offered for the 
losses on the Lusitania, but to think Germany “will prom- 
ise not to do it again” is puerile.

EQUAL SUFFRAGE NEWS. 


Flag Day, which is Monday, June 
14th, will be observed appropriately 
by the Mass. Suffrage Ass’n. 

At the “English Village Festival” 
at the Robert Gould Shaw place im 
Wellesley, which also comes on_the 
14th, Hon. Samuel Elder has con- 
sented to speak on “The Flag.” This 
distinguished lawyer, speaker and 
Peace advocate is a recent convert to 
the cause of Equal Suffrage. All 
the arrangements for the Festival, 
the folk-dancing, ete., are complete, 
and “busses will run from the Welles- 
ley station to “The Pines,” (fhe 
Shaw place). Tickets may be ob- 
tained in Manchester from Miss L. 
R. Stanwood, at Herrick’s in Boston, 
or at the gates of “The Pines.” 

It looks as if the Lieut. Governor, 
Grafton Cushing, was on the way to 
be another convert to Suffrage, for in 
a speech to School girls in Dorches- 
ter the other day he said: “By the 
time you become of age women will 
be voting,’ and he added that per- 
haps one of them would even be 
Lieut. Governor! This indicates that 
the battle is indeed going our way, 
for Mr. Cushing has seemed to be 
deeply intrenched in the old prejudice 
against women voting. Probably his 
political experience has opened his 
eyes. 

The Women’s Benefit Ass’n of the 
Maccabees, in their recent convention 
in New York, passed a_ resolution 
recommending Woman Suffrage. The 


is said to be the strongest. benefit or- 
- ganization in the United States and 
Pits motto is “Children First.” Any 
_ body of women who sincerely think 
of children first will endorse Woman 
_ Suffrage. 

The Essex County Christian En- 
_ deavor Union met recently in Glou- 
— cester for its annual convention. 
4 Among the resolutions passed, the 
one that received the most applause 
was this: “That we welcome the op- 
_ portunity in November of conferring 
upon the women of our state equal 
privileges in citizenship.” 
~ On June 5th, at the Mass. Suffrage 
headquarters in Boston, the Danish 
flag was seen flying with the stars 
and stripes and the Suffrage banner, 
_ —for on that day the King of Den- 
mark signed the act of parliament 
which made “brave little Denmark” 
_ the newest Equal Suffrage country. 
The Scandinavian peoples have al- 
ways been liberty-loving and demo- 
@ cratic. 

The Antis have sent for Senator 
Bailey of Texas to speak for them at 
Springfield. Mr. Bailey is known 1s 

“Standard Oil Bailey,” and many will 
remember the exposure which show- 
ed him to be in the employment of 
the Standard Oil Co. (as their repre- 
sentative at Washington ) while pre- 
tending to represent “‘the people” in 
Congress. He is always ready to 
‘speak against women. Can it be 
possible that the men of Massachu- 
setts will be impressed by a man of 
this tpye, as against such men as 
Samuel McCall, Samuel Elder, Chas. 
Sumner Bird, Gov. Walsh and ex- 
Gov. Long?

SUFFRAGE LETTER 


(To the Editor of the Breeze in 
reply to Mrs. Putnam’s communica- 
tion.) 

I am verty sorry to be drawn into a 
controversy, but apparently Mrs. 
Putnam will not let me off, and con- 
troversy is said to be healthy! 

I have many ‘documents in evi- 
dence” to show that the vicious inter- 
ests have both openly and_ secretly 
fought Woman Suffrage in every cam- 
_paign state. Especially | have some ex- 
hibits which show the leading jour- 
nals of the Liquor industries in Wis- 
consin and Montana appealing to the 
voters to stop votes for women— 
which they did stop in Wisconsin, 
(where the breweries are so power- 
ful). Any of this evidence I shall be 
glad to show to any persons who are 
sincerely interested in learning the 


truth. I have more documents to 
show the good work accomplished by 
the women voters in our Western 
states (and in other countries, even 
in the few days that they have had 
the franchise.) I do not think the 
Breeze could let me have sufficient 
space to give the whole array of 
facts, and | do not believe in giving 
a few isolated figures; that is the 
method of Anti-Suffragists and it is 
often very misleading. We must 
have the whole story. The figures 
and half-truths of the Antis often re- 
mind us that a famous Englishman 
said—‘There are three kinds of lies, 
—plain lies, damned lies and _statis- 
tics.” The Antis love “statistics.” 

I do not ask anyone to accept my 
statements in these matters. As to 
vice and liquor conditions in Chicago 
and Illinois, | have the highest auth- 
ority of all, Miss Jane Addams. And 
I can also refer to Prof. Charles C. 
Hyde, Professor of International 
Law at the North Western Univer- 
sity (Chicago), who told me that the 
woman’s vote was the chief hope of 
alleviating the drink evil which is the 
great curse of Illinois. I am not my- 
self an authority on the temperance 
question, which needs special study. 
But common sense tells us that wo- 
men will not vote to increase an evil 
from which they have suffered so 
deeply. And I believe that this great 
problem, like all our problems, wi!l 
be gradually worked out by men and 
women together. (1 can further re- 
fer to Dr. Dorothea Moore of Cali- 
fornia, now living in Cambridge, as 
to conditions in her state “before and 
after.’ As to Colorado, why do these 
good ladies not ask Mrs. Wm. Stur- 
gis, a voter from Colorado, instead of 
repeating their very indirect  evi- 
dence? 
look up George Creel’s article in the 
Century Magaz ime for March, 1914.) 

If it is true that the liquor interests 
in this state are not opposing the Su’- 
frage amendments, that means that 
they have no power in Massachusett 
It also means that we shall win! 

I appeal to the common sense and 
fair play of your readers, and ask

The North Shore in Colonial Ways 


By FREDERICK MORSE CUTLER 


§° interesting and instructive were the recent articles 

bearing this caption, by Helene Sherman, that another 
“antiquarian” feels moved to record a few additional 
facts by way of supplement. 

Beyerly’s name, given by Major Sedgwick in honor 
of the town in his ancestral Yorkshire, contains also a 
natural history reference. It has been commonly noted 
that the old world offers little evidence that its valleys 
were formerly inhabited by “castor,” the beaver.  Bev- 
erly, however, is a marked exception. The name—the 
Yorkshire Beverly—means simply, “place of beavers.” 
One is reminded of the popular advertisement—when 
Beverly children cry for their home town, they are 
etymologically, “crying for castoria.” 

Very careful and conscientious were the early Puri- 
tans to obtain valid titles to their lands from the Indians 
as well as from the king. ‘The founders of Salem re- 
ceived a deed from the sons of Nanepashemet, while the 
fathers of Wenham, Hamilton and Ipswich derived their 
rights from Moschanomett. An interpretation of these 
names introduces us into regions of interest. 

The names are far from musical to our ears. Indian 
names, however, always have poetical significance and 
these are no exception. Moschanomett (‘Trumbull spells 
it Mashquanon) is by interpretation “The Hawk.” Is 
that not better than the conventional “John,” given him 
subsequently when he was baptized? Nanepashemet is 
simply “The Moon.” Perhaps this heavenly name sug- 
gests why he differed from other Indians in building his 
house on Stilts, as he is reported to have done. ‘The 
Moon” died in 1619, and was succeed by his widow, the 
famous Nipmuck “squaw sachem.” Naumkeag, “the 
fishing place,” certainly gained by taking the Biblical 
name of Salem or “peace.” Agawam, “the fish-curing 
place,” likewise lost nothing by changing its name to Ips- 


wich, after the Ipswich or Gippeswic (on the river Gip- 
ping) in Co. Suffolk, England, ‘There happened to be 
two other Agawams in Massachusetts, one at Springfield 
and the other in Wareham; so the change of name pro- 
duced clearness and simplicity as well as marked an his- 
torical connection. The name of Spirit Lake 1s common 
in our Western states; but one of the very earliest bodies 
of water bear this title is own own Chebacceo. — Spirit 
Lake, it is, by interpretation. 

Originally all the North Shore was comprised in the 
territory of the Pennacooks. ‘The Hawk” was a Penna- 
cook chieftain. But Salem had been abandoned by the 
Pennacooks at the time when Endicott and Conant ar- 
rived, and was held by the Nipmucks, whose central vil- 
lage was situated at Medford. “The Moon” was a Nip- 
muck. The new tribal boundary seems to have run 
through Beverly. 

Wenham first came into prominence in 1638, when 
Hugh Peters held an outdoor preaching service beside the 
lake, where the monument now stands. His text, John 
[[1:25, contains both the name Salem and that of Enon 
and is believed to have been the orgin of .the latter 
designation for the town. Rev. John Fiske, of Wenham, 
Co. Suffolk, England, moved to Enon in 1641, and be- 
came first pastor of the church in 1644, continuing until 
1656. As the name, Wenham, began to be used soon 
after his settlement, it is fair to infer that it was given in 
compliment to his old-world home. Wenham is an Anglo 
Saxon word meaning “the home (ham) on the fen or 
moorland.” ‘There are only two Wenhams in the entire 
world; and both seem to be characterized by swamp. 
Four photographs of English Wenham now hang on the 
walls of the church in the daughter town. Postmaster 
Porter owns an ancient weather-vane from the third 
The church now oc- 


meeting house erected in 1688. 
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cupies the fifth building of its long history, a fine and 
beautiful Colonial structure. In 1801 Hon. ‘Timothy 
Pickering, formerly a Cabinet officer under Pres. Wash- 
ington and Pres. Adams, became owner of a fine estate 
on Larch Row, upon which he settled in 1806. The 
present owner, Mr. Charles L. Allen, is glad to point out 
the many traces of his distinguished predecessor, among 
them a circle of thirteen bass-wood or English linden 
trees planted by Pickering in commemoration of the 
American union.  Pickering’s friend, Hamilton, set out 
a similar group of trees on his Grange in New York city. 
Unfortunately the Hamilton grove has fallen before the 
growing city; but Wenham’s memorial still thrives. 
Hamulton received its name as the result of ‘efforts 
put forth by its pastor, Rev. Manasseh Cutler, in 1793. 
Dr. Cutler was a remarkable man, serving a single church 
from 1771 to 1823. Incidentally, the people of Essex 
county were as proud of their Congressman between 1801

and 1805 as they are today; and then, as now, he came 
from Hamilton. Then he was a clergyman, none other 
than Dr. Cutler. Manasseh Cutler was a warm admirer 
of Alexander Hamilton, and consequently induced his 
fellow-townsmen to give the great statesman’s name to 
the newly incorporated community. It is, perhaps, in 
order to say that the family name of Hamilton is a slight 
corruption of Hambledon, a manor in co. Buckingham, 
England; and signifies “the town of Hamlet.” 

It is well to conclude a tour of the North Shore at 
the “Myopia.” There is no Colonial significance to this 
name. It merely commemorates the fact that most of the 
charter members of the famous hunt club wore eye-glasses, 
and were open to suspicion of myopia or near-sightedness. 
Certainly the glasses must have been good ones; as they 
enabled the nearsighted huntsmen to pick out one of the 
most charming sites in all Essex County for their reser- 
vation,

Miss Winthrop Writes of Excellent and Far-reaching Work in France 


Manchester, June 14th, 
To the Editor of the Breeze, 
Dear Sir: 

Should any of your readers be en- 
gaged in making hospital supplies for 
France and are in doubt as to where 
or how to send them, they may be in- 
terested to know of the excellent and 
far-reaching work which the Amer- 
ican Relief Clearing House has been 
doing since the beginning of the war. 


This organization has its  head- 
quarters in Paris, and is run_ by 
American business men who volun- 


tarily give their time to the work. 
Its committee investigates the needs 
of the hospitals which apply to them 
for help, unpacks and distributes the 
goods sent to them, and is in touch 
with various relief organizations for 
Belgian refugees and needy Frene! 
women. All cases addressed to the 
American Relief Clearing House are 
entered free of customs duty, trans- 
ported free of charge to the Clearing 
House, and reshipped from there to 
their destinations also free of charge. 
The cases will also be delivered by 
the Clearing House, to any recog- 
nized Relief Organization, or to a 
special hospital designated by the ad- 


dressee, or the contents may be 
handed over to the Clearing House 
at the discretion of the. Committee. 
Free entry and transportation privi- 
leges do not apply to goods address- 
ed to private individuals, and conse- 
quently in the event of cases arriving 
so addressed the Clearing House 
should be furnished with a list of 
contents and given authority to open 
and inspect the cases. 

At present the special needs of the 
Clearing House are: 
Money 
Outing flannel shirts 
Pajamas 
Socks, large sizes 
Undervests and drawers 
Colored handkerchiefs (not red-ones) 
Cotton sheets and pillow-cases 
Bandages 
Gauze 
Unbleached cotton batting 
Yarn 
Outing flannel in the piece 
Linen thread No. 20 and 30 

The last three articles are used in 
the workrooms for needy | belgian 
and French women, who make lace 
for sale, and socks and shirts for the 
soldiers. 


Money is especially needed because 
applications come in from small hos- 
pitals all over France for all kinds of 
supplies such as clinical thermo- 
meters, instruments, basins, feeding 
cups, drinking mugs, ete., and though 
the French government does its best 
to meet the hospital needs, so many 
new hospitals are constantly being in- 
stalled and the want is so wide- 
spread, that it is impossible to equip 
them even tolerably without the aid 


of the Clearing House and other Re-, 


lief Organizations. 

I shall be very glad to give the full 
address for boxes designated to the 
Clearing House to any one who may 
wish to have it, or to take charge of 
any articles myself and will attend 
personally to packing and_ shipping 
them. If any clubs or groups are 
working for hospitals and would be 
interesting in hearing details of the 
running of a large French military 
hospital, | should be very glad to 
meet them informally to tell them 
something about the one in the North 
of France where | have lately spent 
several months.

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To AssuMkE THAT SeéRtous ComPpLICATIONS may not 
arise from the Lusitania incident is folly, but to turn 
pessimist and preach war or to intimate by act, word or 
deed that war is the inevitable result of the present nego- 
tiations is also folly and essentially unpatriotic. The situ- 
ation that exists beteen America and Germany has been 
acute and Germany’s original unsatisfactory reply and 
America’s wait for a reply to the second communication 
do not help matters in. America; but true patriotism and 
the best expression of friendliness must come from 
patience. This government has a serious contest on its 
hands and it is asserting a mighty principle that may deter- 
mine the history of the whole world. The problem of the 
freedom of the seas cannot be solved by the exchange of 
two letters between Germany and the Unitd States. The 
imperial government has made, however, despite the gen- 
erally unsatisfactory character of the response, some in- 
timations that promise well. Germany claims, however 
true the contention may be, that it is fighting for freedom 
and particularly for the freedom of the seas. It is in- 
credible that it would be so foolish as to fail to seize the 
opportunity that the Lusitania incident presents to assert 
anew that principle and quickly agree to the principle pro- 
claimed by the United States. Germany may not be a 
conquered country, but it has not won the victory yet 
and the Lusitania incident must be adjusted with the 
United States with the possibility ahead either of 
victory or of defeat. If Germany be defeated the conces- 
sions that it may make in the Lusitania incident will be 
nothing compared with incomparable advantages it wiil 
have gained in affirming the principles for which the 
United States is contending. In making the terms of 
peace Germany can fall back upon the principles thus as- 
serted and can depend upon the moral support of all 
neutral nations in its contentions. At the present hour it 
would seem that the best interests of both nations, Ger- 
many and United States, were to be gained by peace. 
The United States is not eager for a fight and Germany 
is not in a position to cee an armed contest with the 
young republic whose military preparedness. it has de- 
spised. Nothing can be gained either by Germany or the 
United States by a resort to arms. All things considered 
the situation is progressing and it is not as acute as it 
might be, despite Bryan.

His admission to the Cabinet was a political con- 
cession that Wilson graciously made, but it was a politi- 
cal blunder. By temperament and qualifications Bryaa 
is constituted to lead and not to follow. His forte is ‘not 
co-operation, but forging ahead alone. The affairs of 
the State department have been unmercifully criticised by 
Bryan's personal and political enemies, though most of 
the criticisms have been biased and unjust. Bryan has 
given his task his attention and he has returned his port- 
félio with credit. He has done his work well, but,— 
there was friction. Crediting Bryan with ability and 
loyalty to his office is one thing, but to concede that he 
was the best possible choice for the high office is another 
matter. Bryan was not fitted to co- operate with Wilson 
and the remaining members of the cabinet and the break 
was inevitable, and Bryan, keen student of affairs that he 
is, quickly seized an opportune moment to retire and 
with as much honor as he could.

EQUAL SUFFRAGE NEWS 


“Suffrage weather,’ which means 
bright sunshine, favored the English 
Village Festival at the Robert Gould 
Shaw place in Wellesley on Monday 
afternoon. In spite of the heat, 
throngs of people in summer _ cos- 
tumes came from Boston and other 
places, among them being many well 
known on the North Shore, also 
many of the leading Suffragists, Wel- 
lesley College girls, etc. The children 
had an especially happy time, with 
ponies, Punch and Judy, ice-cream 
cones and other joys. ‘The whole of 
this beautiful estate was thrown open 
to the ticket-holders; the rhododen- 
drons were in full bloom, the wide 
lawn was an ideal place for the folk- 
dances and classic dances, and the 
final touch of beauty was a great 
American flag hung against a back- 
ground of dark foliage,—for this was 
“Flag Day.” Mr. Samuel Elder, 
President of the American Peace So- 
ciety, made the address on “The 
Flag,’ and began it with a tribute to 
women and Woman Suffrage. He 
said in part that it was fitting this 
Suffrage festival should be held on 
Flag Day, for it was a woman’s mind 
that first conceived the stars and 
stripes and a woman’s hand_ that 
made the first flag; that our flag is 
now a symbol of peace rather than of 
war and that in the new patriotism 
women have their place beside the 
men. Mr. Elder roused almost as 
much enthusiasm as did Punch and 
Judy! By the way, someone remark- 
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ed that Mr. Punch was an Anti-Suf- 
fragist, because he so evidently be- 
lieved in physical force! ‘The great 
ocial and financial success of this oc- 
-asion were chiefly due to Mrs. Shaw 
herself and to the Ways and Means 
Comm. of Mass., of which Mrs. B. F. 
Pitman is chairman. Many remarked 
‘that some similar affair ought to be 
given on the North Shore during the 
summer, where several suitable places 
could be found. 

Another financial success of a very 
‘different sort was the Sacrifice Day 


“sale held last week in Boston. A very 
interesting collection was received, 


exhibited and sold at Leonard’s, in- 
cluding some beautiful pieces of old 
jewelry and other family treasures 
which represented real sacrifice on 


the part of many Suffragists. Over 
$1500 was made at the sale. 
The National American Suffrage 


_Ass’n has just held a special conven- 
tion in Chicago, at which two of the 
prominent speeches were made by the 
‘Mass. State President, Miss Alice 
Stone Blackwell, and the National 
‘Vice-President, Mrs. Stanley Mce- 
Cormick, remembered here as .Kath- 
- erine Dexter. Mrs. McCormick has 
sent me a report of the convention, 
including the platform adopted, 
which emphasises “strict non-part- 
 isanship” and “disapproval of the so- 
-ealled militant methods.” Thus both 
the National Suffrage Ass’n and the 
Mass. Ass’n have repudiated these 
“militant methods,’ which are not 
really militant at all, but are agita- 
tions unsuited to the present situation 
in this country. (Such as “heckling” 
pblack-listing, etc. These methods 
have, been used by a little group ol 
the “Congressional Union.’’) 

In reply to enquiries, | will say that 
the Campaign Canvassers will not 
visit Manchester until later in the 
summer, but meanwhile there will be 
many Suffrage meetings and activi- 
ties in this region.

Per- 
haps on the authority of Judge Ben 
Lindsey of Denver, a man discredited 
by the really intelligent and honest 
people of Colorado.—A man whose 
nature is of such small calibre, that 
every time he becomes “peeved’’ be- 
cause things are not coming his way 
—politically speaking—he rushes east 
to Massachusetts or New York, to 
tell your good people just what an 
awful place Colorado is—what  vi- 
cious, best-of-the-jungle citizens rule 
the city of Denver and the other 
cities of the state—and how he alone, 
with a° few henchmen of his own 
breed, represent all that there is of 
decency, honesty and efficiency in the 
entire state of Colorado. 

These spectacular tirades of Judge 
Lindsey have become so nauseating 
to the respectable, patriotic citizens of 
the State, that by unwritten, but pop- 
ular consent, Judge Linsey and_ ail 
his works, form a subject that is 
practically “taboo.” 

To quote further from Mrs. Put- 
nam’s letter. ‘The investigator for 
the Florence Crittonden Homes 
(which are homes where women with 
illegitimate children are cared for) 
found more very young girls in Den- 
ver than anywhere else.” = Granted 
that this statement be true—although 
I would want much stronger evidence 
than she offers in her letter, of fig- 
ures, dates extenuating circumstances, 
and other statistics—has Mrs. Put- 
nam taken the trouble, in the cause 
of honesty and justice, to find out 
what percentage of “these very young 
girls bearing illegitimate children in 
the Denver Florence  Crittendon 
Home” were natives of Colorado, or 
what percentage of these young girls 
could even be called citizens of Colo- 
rado by right of domicile? If Mrs. 
Putnam were unbiased enough to in- 
vestigate before she made her leap in 
the dark, she would discover facts 
which would give her too-partisan 
mind several decided jolts. 

Denver is the largest city and the 
centre of a territory which has a 
radius of at least five hundred miles. 
From all the States within that radius 
comes to Denver the unfortunate wo-

There have been many cases in the 
local hospitals of Denver, of girls 
“gone wrong,’ from proud and well- 
known families in the East, including 
Massachusetts, who have come to 
Denver to bear their illegitimate 
babies; because Denver is so ‘“‘far- 
away,’ and one “can get it all. over 
with,” and ‘nobody back East will be 
any the wiser” 

And—then what ? 

Denver is held up to scorn by wo- 
men like Mrs. Putnam. Its citizens, 
both men and women, because surely 
all are equally responsible, although 
there are many more men voters in 
the State than. women voters, are 
maligned and vilified on account of 
conditions which are 80% forced up- 
on us. 

I will not waste time and_ brain 
force in replying to the rest of Mrs. 
Putnam’s intelligent (?) comments 
on Colorado’s child labor — laws, 
“which permit girls over ten years of 
age to ply any street trade!” That is 
an abortion of the truth which is re- 
volting to any decent-minded citizen 
of Colorado.

Joshua Younger of 695 Hale st., 
one of Beverly Farms best-known 
and oldest residents, died at his home 
on Tuesday morning at the age of 84 
years, 8 mos., after an illness which 
dates back to last November. Some 
two months ago he became aware that 
he could not live and made prepara- 
tions for the end like a philosopher 
and viewed it as a coming event in 
the most matter of fact and common- 
sence way. 

Mr. Younger was born in Glou- 
cester, but moved to Beverly Farms 
when a young. man and for years 
owned and conducted a farm at 
North Place which he sold to the late 
Thornton K. Lothrop, who later sold 
to: Chasi- Hy “Tweed: -Mr. “Younges 
then purchased a piece of land in the 
Beverly Farms village center where 
he built a cottage and has since lived. 
In 1849 he, like many others, caught 
the “gold fever” and went to Cali- 
fornia where he spent several years 
and his stories of his stay there were 
most interesting. 

His was the real old New England 
character, sturdy, honest, plain 
spoken and ready to fight for a prin- 
ciple, a patriotic citizen and a true 
friend. When the civil war broke out 
he was one of the first to enlist. He 
served with Co. G of the 17th Mass. 
regiment during the war, acting as 
sergeant. At the time of his death 
he was a senior vice-commander of 
Preston Post, 188, G. A. R., and 
when in good health rarely ever miss- 
ed a meeting or performing a duty. 

Besides a wife, Lydia J. Younger, 
he leaves one son, Russell Younger 
of Revere and a brother who lives in

The Guardians of the Shore 


By HELENE SHERMAN 


HERE are along our Shore, adding to the beauty of 

the sea-view as well as to the safety of the ships, 
many stately light-houses keeping guard during the long 
night watches. In the history of any sea-faring people 
there must be much sorrow and tragedy, and the North 
Shore has not been exempt from this rule. There is 
hardly a light or a beacon or a buoy or a fog bell that 
is not sending its warning signals forth over scenes of 
wreck and woe, enacted in the long-ago days when boats 
were crude, and brave men wrung their scanty living 
from the sea. 

Leaving the Marblehead light, which has not been 
of as much importance as the others, we see the lights of 
Baker’s Island sending their steadfast rays over the dif- 
ficult passageway where so many brave seamen have been 
lost. It was in February of the year, 1793, that a peti- 


‘tion was sent to Senator Cabot and to Representative 


Goodhue, signed by members of the Salem Marine So- 
ciety begging that a much-needed light be set up at 
Baker’s Island for the following reasons: “That said 
Salem lies at the Bottom of a small Bay, with the Har- 
bours of Marblehead and Beverly on each side, between 
which Harbours and the Ocean, there are a number of 
small islands or rocks, and a large island, called Baker’s 
Island; that without and at each end of said Island, are 
many sunken breakers or shoals; that the only channel 
for large vessels is at the northern end of that Is- 
BAH Gch s cs that a Light House on Baker’s Island has 
been long desired, and the want of it has often proved 
fatal to many Citizens of the United States, and has oc- 
casioned the loss of large property;...... that the said 
BOCietys. s,s. did about two years past, for the purpose 
of rendering the navigation along these shores more safe 
and easy, and at their own expense, erect a beacon at the 
North end of the Baker’s Island,...... and that the said 
beacon is so constructed that, by a small additional ex- 
pense, suitable lights might be added thereto.” . The peti- 
tion was signed by such men as Gen. John Fisk, Joseph 
Hiller, and William Gray, Jr., but as no action was taken 
on it, the Society appointed Gen. Fisk, Col. Benjamin 
Pickman, and Mr. Gray a committee to confer with the 
neighboring towns about the matter. ‘This was in the fa!l 
of 1793, and nothing seems to have been done until 1706, 
when on January 28, a petition, which embraced the 
placing of a light upon Cape Cod as well as upon Baker's 
Island was forwarded to the Hon. Mr. Goodhue, then 
Senator from this state. 

The petition read in part as follows: “We would re- 
mark that the revenue arising from the towns of Salem, 
Marblehead and Beverly, together with the difficulty of 
the entrance into our harbor, authorise us to except that 


‘attention from our Government which we request...... 
»We would further observe that Newburyport have a 
‘Lighthouse granted to them, and we suppose the revenue 
arising from that Port is not more than one quarter of 


that from Salem. 

“We have written to the towns of Marblehead, Bev- 
erly and Manchester, who fully approve of our doings, 
will send on similar petitions.” 


The Memeorial of the Marine Society said on this 
same subject: “Vessels coming from Sea are directed in 
their course by a small light on Thatcher’s Island; after 
passing this, they have as “much as five leagues to run, in 
which they are obliged to pass between Baker’s Island 
and the Misery, ahiere the distance between them is not 
more than three quarters of a mile, and if they happen 
to miss the opening between these Islands, they run upon 
the Breakers and are inevitably lost.” Congress promptly 
granted the request and the lights were erected April 17096. 

In 1816 it was thought advisable to fete A 
single light for the double lights, and the change was 
made with most disastrous results. There is record of 
at least one terrible wreck occasioned by the taking away 
of the double lights. Captain William Osgood in com- 
mand of the ship, “Union,” was returning from a two 
years’ trip to Penang, and ran the vessel on the shoals 
between Baker’s Island and the Miseries in a blinding 
snow storm, mistaking the single Baker’s light for the 
Boston light, as no word of the change had reached him. 
There was almost total loss of cargo and crew. This and 
other like disasters led to the restoration of the double 
lights in 1820 and today “Mr. and Mrs. Baker,” as these 
two important lights are commonly called, guide the ships 
over the treacherous way, and when the keeper cannot 
see the Miseries, or Mystery Isle in modern parlance, 
he sounds the too familiar fog signal known as the 
“Bakers’ Cow.” The view of the Shore from the Light- 
house is well worth a trip to Baker’s Island, and the plac e 
is easier of access than many of the lights because of the 
boats, which make regular trips from the island to Salem 
Willows. 

Near Gloucester and the rest of Cape Ann, there are 
a number of lights of varying importance and interest. 
Besides the light of Ten Pound Island, which is one of 
the oldest along the Shore, having been established in 


1821, there are the Thacher’s Island Lights, situated 
upon a spot of melancholy tradition. It was upon 
Thatcher’s Island that Anthony Thatcher and his wife 


were cast, the sole survivors of the wreck that carried 
Parson Avery to his death. The story has been told by 
many writers but never better than by John Greenleaf 
Whittier in his “The Swan Song.” These lights are 
sometimes called the Twin Lights, and even more often, 
the Cape Lights, and they are situated about two miles 
off the mainland of ts Ann. There are two lights 
about one-third of a mile apart, and bearing south by 
west, and north us ses from each other, and northeast 
from Boston Light nine and a half leagues away. 

Wigwam Point Light, which is situated at the en- 
trance of Annisquam—or Squam—Harbor, is of especial 
importance to those, who get into Ipswich Bay in an 
easterly gale. Squam Harbor is a safe refuge for those 
who know the bar, on which there is 16 or 17 feet at 
high water, and Saquam Light is a splendid guide. The 
lantern, a fixed light, is about forty feet above the sea 
level, and, although it is not one of the large lights, «tt 
may be seen before getting up with the bar unless the 
weather is very thick. 
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The Ipswich Lights, or as they should be termed, the 
Plum Island Lights, are of the oldest on the Shore and 
have always been considered among the most important. 
They are situated on Plum Island at the mouth of the 
Merrimac River, before which there is a dangerous, shift- 
ing sand-bar, and one of the lights is occasionally moved 
in order to keep both lights in one, for the leading mark 
over the bar. They are about a third of a mile apart, 
with the lanterns nearly forty feet above the sea level, 
and with the lights fixed. The Marine Society of New- 
buryport made the first effort to secure the lights, which 
were so sadly needed in this dangerous place, when in 
the fall of 1783, it erected two beacons on the Island “to 
serve as marks for coming in over the bar as well as to 
hoist lights on in the night,” which was justly considered 

“essentially necessary for the preservation and safety of 
the navigation of the river Merrimack.” It was not un- 
til some years later, in 1808, in fact, that anything further 
was done. On July 28 of that year the society appointed 
a committee to confer with a committee of merchants 
“respecting the rebuilding of the light-house on Plun 
Island on an enlarged plan,” as the beacons were felt to 
be decidedly inefficient and inadequate. The resulting 
appeal to Washington secured the building of the ligh*- 
houses, which have proved such a boon to navigators. 

There can be no more delightful experience, espe- 
cially to new-comers to the Shore, than to visit these 
lighthouses, where the keepers are more than hospitable 
and have a fund of romantic tales, with which they are 
glad to regale the casual visitor. One of the best to visit 
is that at Eastern Point, at the entrance to Gloucester 
harbor, as it may be reached by land, and has, moreover, 
one of the finest views of any spot along the North Shore. 
The lighthouse is on the very tip of ihe Point, and is a 
really lovely walk from the car line at Rock Neck, af- 
fording a glimpse of lovely gardens and the contrast be- 
tween ‘peaceful Niles Pond, and the pounding surges out 
beyond. ‘Automobiles Not Allowed’ on the govern- 
ment estate. The first light was built on Eastern Point 
in 1832, and the present structure was built about thirty- 
five years ago to take the place of the old one. ‘The 
lantern is about thirty-seven feet above the sea level, and 
the red light revolves with a ten second flash. 

In walking around the Point to reach the lighthouse, 
you choose the route, which will give you the best view 
of the far-famed Mother Ann amid the rocks. About a 
mile off shore there is a whistling buoy, which any of the 
Gloucester folk will tell you is “Mother Ann’s Cow.’ 


Tolstoi’s Vision of 


[\ the fall of 1910, Leo ‘Tolstoi was requested by the 

Czar, through Countess Nastasia Tolstoy, to compose 
a message intended for himself, the King of England, 
and the Kaiser of Germany, the two last mentioned hav- 
ing suggested it. They wanted something from the old 
man that had never been published and was not intended 
by him for publication. To the Countess he responded 
by dictating the following words: 


This is a revelation of events of a universal char- 
acter which must shortly come to pass. Their spiritual 
outlines are now before my eyes. I see floating upon 


the surface of the sea of human fate the huge silhouette 
of a nude woman. She is—with her beauty, her poise, 
her smile, her jewels—a_ super-Venus. Nations rush 
madly after her, each of them eager to attract her espe- 
cially. But she, like an eternal courtesan, flirts with all. 
In her hair-ornament of diamonds and rubies is engraved 


You enter the covered passageway leading from the house 


to the light and you are impressed with the ship-like or-_ 


The gray and white walls, the shin- 
ing oil-cans and measures, are absolutely clean, and a 
little, brass cannon attracts your attention. The keeper 
tells you a thrilling tale of its history. It was taken from 
os yacht, which was caught and sunk more than’ twenty 
years ago while smuggling Chinamen into the country. 

You ascend the spiral staircase and the more fear- 
sone ladder, and listen with as much apparent. intelli- 
gence as possible to the explanation of the intricate ma- 
chinery, which runs the light, and you exclaim over the 
shining lantern with its rows of red chimneys ready for 
the night, and then you climb through a small window 
to the narrow, encircling platform outside, for a sight of 
the extent of water and land, which will repay you for 
the long walk, the time you have taken from business or 
pleasure, for Eastern Point commands a wonderful view 
of ocean and the islands and the Shore. 

If the day is very, very clear, you may be able to see 
in the far distance the faint outline of Cape Cod, but if 
‘i is only a little more than ordinarily clear you can see 

the Custom House tower at Boston, about in line with 
Half Way Rock. The beautiful coloring of the sea, the 
islands and the mainland, including Marblehead Neck, 
Magnolia Point, Dolliver’s Neck, and Freshwatér Cove 
into “the fine and sweet harbor’ of Gloucester, “where 
twenty ships may easily ride therein,” delight your soul. 
As you stand there to watch the beauties Nature has 
spread before you with such a lavish hand, you see a 
sloop scudding toward the North, closely followed by a 
flock of hovering gulls. Out of Gloucester a. fishing 
vessel with a seine boat on board is heading for George’s 
Banks, and, watching it, you forget that the good ‘old 
days of sailing craft are almost over, and that across the 
Harbor you may see the wireless station where the young 
genius, John Hays Hammond, Jr., controls his marvellous 
little boat. You leave regretfully, fully resolved to come 
again, and when you have safely reached the bottom of 
the stairs, the light-keeper will take you to the spotless 
engine room, and show you how the fog bell is rung when 
Dolliver’s Neck cannot be seen through the fog. As 
you walk back to Gloucester you turn for a farewell look 
at the simple, pleasant dwelling, and the warning light, 
which is so important to the fishermen, who have made 
Gloucester’s prosperity, and you get the last glimpse or 
Mother Ann, and one of your pleasantest experiences is 
ended.

The second torch bears the flame of bigotry and 
hypocrisy. It lights the lamps only in temples and on 
the altars of sacred institutions. It carries the seed of 
falsity and fanaticism. It kindles the minds that are still 
in cradles and follows them to their graves.

The great conflagration will start about 1912, set by 
the torch of the first arm in the countries of southeastern 
Europe. It will develop into a destructive calamity in 
1913. In that year I see all Europe in flames and bleed- 
ing. I hear the lamentations of huge battlefields. But 
about the year 1915 a strange figure from the north—a 
new Napoleon—enters the stage of the bloody drama. 
He is a man of little militaristic training, a writer or a 
journalist, but in his grip most of Europe will remain 
until 1925. The end of the great calamity will mark a 
new political era for the old world. There will be left 
no empires and kingdoms, but the world will form a fed- 
eration of the United States of Nations. There will re- 
main only four great giants—the Anglo-Saxons, the 
Latins, the Slavs and the Mongolians. 


After the year 1925 I see a change in religious senti- 


ments. The second torch of the courtesan has brought 
about the fall of the church. The ethical idea has almost 
vanished, Humanity is without the moral feeling. But 


then a great reformer arises. He will clear the world of 
the relics of monotheism and lay the cornerstone of the 
temple of pantheism. God, soul, spirit, and immortality 
will be molten in a new furnace, and I see the peaceful 
beginning of an ethical era. The man determined to this 
mission is a Mongolian-Slav. He is already walking the 
earth—a man of active affairs. He hinself does not now 
realize the mission assigned to him by a superior power. 

And behold the flame of the third torch, which has 
already begun to destroy our family relations, our stand- 
ards of art and morals. The relation between woman 
and man is accepted as a prosaic partnership of the sexes. 
Art has become realistic degeneracy. Political and _reli- 
gious disturbances have shaken the spiritual foundations 
of all nations. Only small spots here and there have re- 
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mained untouched by those three destructive flames. The 
anti-national wars in Europe, the class war of America, 
and the race wars in Asia have strangled progress of half 
a century. But then, in the middle of this century, I see 
a hero of literature and art rising from the ranks of the 
Latins and purging the world of the tedious stuff of the 
obvious. It is the light of symbolism that shall outshine 
the light of the torch of commercialism. In place of the 
polygamy and monogamy of today there will come a 
poetogamy—a relation of the sexes based fundamentally 
upon poetic conceptions of life. 

And I see the nations growing wiser, and realizing 
that the alluring woman of their destinies is, after all, 
nothing but an illusion. There will be a time when the 
world will have no use for armies, hypocritical religions, 
and degenerate art. Life is evolution, and evolution is 
development from the simple to the more complicated 
forms of the mind and the body. I see the passing show 
of the world-drama in its present form, how it fades like 
the glow of evening upon the mountains. One motion of 
the hand of commercialism and a new history begins. 

According to the Kaiser it is one of the most im- 
pressive literary prophecies of the age.

THE peony exhibit of the Cherry Hill Nurseries of 

West Newbury, which is being held today and _ to- 
morrow in Beverly, at the Almy, Bigelow & Washburn 
store, is being taken advantage of by many of the flower 
lovers along the North Shore. The exhibit opened 
Thursday with many attractive bouquets being placed in 
the windows of the store and each clerk wearing a hand- 
some peony and ready to direct the many visitors to the 
basement where the sweet perfume from the flowers 
guides one directly to the exhibit proper. The flowers 
are arranged in large vases on long tables, many of the 
vases holding a single peony of great size and beauty. 
Others contain immense clusters of the flowers. Since 
the peony flowering season is all through the month of 
June, but at its best from about the roth to the 25th, not 
all of the seventy or more varieties could be shown at 
this late date, which is the last of the June exhibits. But 
the visitor is so delighted with the great wealth of peonies 
that he never misses a few of the early bloomers which 
are absent. One of the especially interesting vases holds 
a cluster of the Mr. Manning, deep glowing crimson ones 
which have gained more first prizes than any other 
variety in its class. The delicate flesh coloring, the soft 
pinks, the creamy whites, the bright rose and the pure 
white with a dash of carmine are some of the colors 
noted which are particularly striking.
